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GRENADA DOCUMENTS: 
AN OVERVIEW AND SELECTION 



INTRODUCTION 
BY MICHAEL LEDEEN AND HERBERT ROMERSTEIN 



The military action by the United States and the members of the 
Organization of Eastern Caribbean States (OECS) in October 1983 - 
brought to a close the four-year rule of the New Jewel Movement 
(NJM) on the island of Grenada. During their stay on Grenada, the 
combined forces found a considerable body of documents, constituting 
an extensive archive of the NJM regime. There were roughly 35,000 
pounds of material, ranging from official government treaties, 
orders, minutes, and correspondence to personal diaries, telexes to 
and from many foreign countries, and bank documents concerning the 
finances of government and party leaders. Rarely has such a 
complete documentary picture of a Communist state been available to 
Western students. The entire lot is being made available to 
scholars and other interested parties through the National Archives 
in Washington. 

Pending completion of the Grenada archive, we were asked to 
assemble a cross-section of documents to give a preliminary picture 
of Grenada during the rule of Maurice Bishop and the NJM, from April 
1979 to October 1983. It was a daunting task, for the richness of 
the material made selection difficult. The collection presented 
here could easily have been replaced almost in its entirety by 
other, equally significant material. Nonetheless, we have striven 
to provide representative samples from areas likely to be of 
interest to students of communism and of international relations. 
We expect that in the future other scholars will produce more 
detailed studies using the substantial documentation in the 
archive. We judged the area we selected to be most important for a 
first look at the Grenada documents. To these we added some 
material dealing with life on the island during the NJM period, 
particularly documents illustrating human rights abuses by the 
Bishop regime. These include reports of treatment of prisoners and 
legal proceedings, as well as the attempts by the regime — with the 
help of its international allies — to deal with political opponents, 
particularly the churches. 

Finally, while this work was authorized and paid for by the 
Government of the United States [Ledeen worked as a consultant to 
the Department of State; Romerstein is an official of the United 
States Information Agency], we are entirely responsible for the 
selection of the documents and for the introductory material. We 
did our work without any pressure from anyone, except insofar as we 
were urged to work as fast as was reasonably possible. We are 
grateful for freedom to make the selections we deemed most 
representative and for the patient support throughout the many 
months we worked on the documents. We are grateful above all to the 
two senior officials who authorized the project: the then 
Undersecretary of State for Political Affairs, Lawrence Eagleburger, 
and the Undersecretary of Defense for Policy, Fred Ikle.

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THE NEW JEWEL MOVEMENT . ^ .. i . . 

The revolution that overthrew the Gaify regime in Grenada' in 
April 1979 was designed to create a Communist society and to bring 
Grenada into the Soviet orbit. While the leaders of the New' Jewel 
Movement recognized that they needed to feign respect for political 
pluralism and a desire for good relations with all neighboring 
countries (above all the United States), the actual direction that 
Maurice Bishop and his NJM colleagues wished to take was clear from 
the outset. The close working relations the regime established with 
the Government of Cuba — both in Grenada and in Cuba itself — showed 
that Bishop intended to model his revolution on that of the Soviet 
Union and, more immediately, of Cuba, The attention shown to 
delegations from the Soviet bloc and from such radical regimes as 
Qadaffi's Libya and Kim-il Sung's North Korea, along with the lack 
of exchanges with traditional friends such as Great Britain, 
indicated the NJM's real intentions. 

By September 1982, Bishop could give an extended "now it can be 
told" speech to the leaders of the Party and the Government, aptly 
entitled "Line of March for the Party" (Document 1). In that key 
presentation, Bishop flatly stated that the goal of the NJM was to 
"ensure the leading role of the working class through its 
Marxist/Leninist Party backed by some form of the dictatorship of 
the proletariat." Copies of the "Line of March" were closely held; 
each copy was marked confidential and consecutively numbered by 
hand. Many had been read, marked, and dog-eared, then returned. 
The minutes of the NJM Political Bureau reflect the use of the "Line 
of March" document in study classes attended by every member and 
candidate for membership. 

The "Line of March" contains Bishop's reflections on the tactics 
he adopted shortly after seizing power. People from all social 
strata were included in the original ruling council and, according 
to Bishop, "this was done deliberately so that imperialism won't get 
too excited and would say 'well they have some nice fellas in that 
thing? everything allright.'" This little deception was abandoned 
by the time of Bishop's speech, when the NJM was in complete 
control, and Bishop was quite explicit about the way in which 
control was exercised: 

Consider how people get detained in this country. We don't go 
and call for no votes. You get detained when I sign an order 
after discussing it with the National Security Committee of the 
Party or with a higher Party body. Once I sign it — like it or 
don't like it — it's up the hill for them. 

Candidates for "the hill" were identified through a clandestine 
system that monitored the population and foreign visitors (even the 
predominantly American student body at the medical school). The 
Special Branch (Secret Police) divided the island into regions for 
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surveillance; potential opponents of the regime were identified iirj 
(generally on a class or religious basis) and closely watched; iriH 
addition, major institutions were targeted for surveillanGe: <the 
government, the trade union, the police, the medical school, and tte 
churches. That this represented a departure from previous pract>it<£iSt 
is indicated by, a statement made by the , head of the Special Briancl^r

for the development of internal counter revolution" (Document 5). 

But perhaps most indicative of the great concern about the 
churches was the interest shown by the Cuban Communist Party (PCC). 
The Americas Department of the Cuban Communist Party prepared an 
extensive analysis of "the religious situation in the country, and 
the contacts for further cooperation between the PCC and the NJM 
regarding the question" (Document 2). 

The Cubans concurred that the churches were "in harmony with the 
campaigns carried out by the reactionary governments in the 
Caribbean" and were distressed at the lack of effective action by 
the NJM. For example, the Cubans lamented that the Grenadans had 
not infiltrated the churches ("there are no signs of systematic 
progressive projections within the Grenadian clergy"), and, as of 
the time of the report (August 1982), the Grenadans had not even 
appointed a person to take charge of religious questions. This was 
remedied forthwith, as Selwyn Strachan was named to this position, 
and was supposed to spend nearly three weeks training in Cuba before 
starting work. The Cubans foresaw that Strachan 's job would 
■basically include the information work at the beginning and regular 
contacts with collaborators from Christian organizations." In other 
words, he would place agents inside the churches, and then attempt 
to manipulate them from within. 

The other main Cuban suggestion was to bring Grenadan religious 
leaders and laypersons into contact with Nicaraguan church figures 
"and other Latin American circles linked to the theology of 
liberation and, in general, to the idea of a church committed to the 
revolutionary positions." 



THE SOVIET CONNECTION 

From the beginning. Bishop and the other NJM leaders sought to 
bring Grenada into the Soviet orbit, and there are thousands of 
documents showing the intimate relationship that developed between 
the USSR and Grenada. Sometimes relations were embodied in formal 
treaties between Grenada and Soviet bloc countries, and such Soviet 
proxies as Cuba, Vietnam, and North Korea. On other occasions there 
were secret agreements, such as those for providing counter- 
intelligence or surveillence equipment, training for agents, and so 
forth. We have included several of the treaties and party-to-party 
agreements that gave Grenada a vast quantity of armaments as well as 
military and political training. Thousands of weapons, far more 
than could have been required for the security requirements of the 
tiny island, were shipped by the Soviet Union and Communist-bloc 
countries. Overall, the documents (samples of which can be found in 
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this book) showed that the Soviet, Cuban, North Korean, and 
Czechoslovakian agreements included the following items, which were 
to have been delivered by 1986: 

— Approximately 10,000 assault and other rifles; 

— More than 4,500 submachine guns and machine guns; 

— More than 11.5 million rounds of 7.62 mm ammunition; 

— 294 portable rocket launchers with more than 16,000 rockets; 

— 84 82 mm mortars with more than 4,800 mortar shells; 

— 12 75 mm cannon with 600 cannon shells; 

— 15,000 hand grenades, 7,000 land mines, 60 armored personnel 

carriers and patrol vehicles; 
— More than 150 radio transmitters, 160 field telephone sets, 

approximately 23,000 uniforms, and tents for about 7,700 

persons • 

By U.S. Department of Defense estimates, equipment found on the 
island (not all of it had arrived) would have been sufficient to 
equip a fighting force of roughly 10,000 men. Furthermore, there 
evidently were some plans for special forces, since the Soviets 
promised to provide an airplane capable of transporting 39 
paratroopers, as well as other special equipment. 

All of this made Grenada a real military threat to its 
neighbors, most of whom had only local constabularies rather than 
standing armies. And there was little question that the airport was 
going to be used for military purposes, since General Hudson 
Austin's deputy, Liam James, reported in his notebook on March 22, 
1980, "The Revo has been able to crush Counter-Revolution 
internationally, airport will be used for Cuban and Soviet military" 
(Document 23). This apparently reflected a decision of the NJM 
leadership. 

The Soviets appreciated the geopolitical significance of 
acquiring another proxy in the Western Hemisphere, as can be seen 
from the picturesque account of a meeting between Major Einstein 
Louison, Chief of Staff of the Grenadan Army (who had gone to Moscow 
for military training), and his Soviet counterpart, Marshal N.V. 
Ogarkov. According to the Grenadan notes on the meeting (Document 
24), Ogarkov told Louison, "over two decades ago, there was only 
Cuba in Latin America, today there are Nicaragua, Grenada and a 
serious battle is going on in El Salvador." The Grenadans saw 
themselves as Soviet proxies. Their Ambassador to Moscow, W. 
Richard Jacobs, reminded his comrades in Grenada that their 
importance to the Soviets would eventually depend on their success 
in exporting revolution: "To the extent that we can take credit for 
bringing any other country into the progressive fold, our prestige 
and influence would be greatly enhansed [sic]" (Document 26). 
Jacobs felt that the first such project should be Suriname. 
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There was no lack of Soviet support for Grenadan intelligence 
and counterintelligence operations. A draft letter dated February 
17, 1982, from General Hudson Austin to Yuri Andropov, then the 
chief of the KGB, requested training courses for three Grenadans in 
counterintelligence and one in intelligence work. Austin thanked 
Andropov for the "tremendous assistance which our armed forces have 
received from your party and government in the past" (Document 27). 

Perhaps the most intensive Soviet assistance to Grenada was in 
the field of indoctrination, for it was necessary to train a new. 
Communist generation on the island. The Soviets participated in 
some of the "ideological crash courses" that are referred to in the 
minutes of several meetings of the Politbureau and the Central 
Committee, and they also invited Grenada to send students to the 
highest level Soviet training school for foreign Communists, the 
Lenin School in Moscow. The Lenin School, in operation since the 
1920s, has trained the leading Communists of almost every country of 
the world. The NJM students there reported on their training, 
including courses in "social psychology and propaganda" and "party 
organization — intelligence/security" (Document 28). The Cubans also 
assisted in courses in mass manipulation, offering training in 
journalism, crowd control, propaganda, billboard painting, newspaper 
and cartoon writing and drawing. A secret agreement between the 
Cuban Communist Party (PCC) and the NJM provided for training of 
Grenadans in Cuba and Grenada (Document 17). The document was 
signed for Cuba by Manuel Pineiro, the former head of Cuban 
intelligence (the DGI) , and currently the head of the Americas 
Department of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Cuba, 
the covert action arm of the Castro regime. 

Twenty Grenadans were invited to Vietnam to study anti-chemical 
warfare, anti-radioactivity warfare, "reeducation of anti-social and 
counterrevolutionary elements," and "Yankee tactics and the weapons 
used in Vietnam" (Document 18). Others were invited to 
Czechoslovakia, Libya, East Germany, and North Korea. We do not 
know whether the invitations were accepted, but the proposals show 
how thoroughly Grenada was integrated into the Soviet world. 



RELATIONS WITH THE UNITED STATES 

The leaders of the Grenadan Government and the New Jewel 
Movement consistently regarded the United States with hostility. 
There were several contacts between the NJM and the Communist Party 
U.S.A., both to raise money for Grenada and to coordinate propaganda 
and public relations strategies in the United States. There was 
also guidance from the Cubans provided by Gail Reed Rizo, the 
U.S. -born wife of the Cuban Ambassador to Grenada, Julian Torres 
Rizo. Gail Reed had been active in American radical organizations, 
including the Venceremos Brigade, during the 1970s. Prior to the 
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trip of Prime Minister Bishop to the United States in 1983, Mrs. 
Rizo gave him detailed suggestions on how he should conduct himself 
in his contacts with American officials, and recommendations on 
which Americans he should meet (Document 31). She also reminded him 
that Sanchez Parodi of the Cuban Interests Section in Washington 
would be available to him if needed* 

Most helpful to an understanding of the NJM's attitude toward 
the United States are the handwritten notes, evidently written by a 
Grenadan participant in the conversation, describing Bishop's 
meeting with National Security Adviser William Clark (Document 32), 
The notes reveal the NJM perception of American concern about the 
ideological direction of the Bishop regime (Clark at one point 
purportedly stressed the U.S. desire that Grenada remain within a 
Western legal framework), and that the main obstacle to better 
relations between the two countries was not political, but 
geopolitical. According to the notes, Washington was worried about 
the large numbers of Cubans and Russians on Grenada. Clark, Deputy 
Secretary of State Kenneth Dam, and U.S. Ambassador to the 
Organization of American States William Middendorf stressed that the 
U.S. Government wanted actions, not mere declarations of good 
intentions from the Grenadans. The notes indicate that Bishop was 
■encouraged by [Judge Clark's] response." 

In their efforts to persuade the United States to switch from 
perceived hostility to support, the Grenadans exerted considerable 
effort to create a lobby in Washington and to organize a propaganda 
network throughout the country. They carefully monitored the 
American media (with help from the Cubans, especially Ambassador 
Julian Torres Rizo and Gail Reed Rizo), and responded vigorously to 
criticisms, attempted to identify correspondents and television 
producers sympathetic to their point of view, and even discussed 
with the Communist Party U.S.A. the possibility of starting a new 
radio station in New York City. (These themes are found throughout 
the minutes of the Politbureau and the Central Committee. See, for 
example, minutes for Politbureau of 13 May 1982, for their 
preoccupation with a CBS broadcast they did not like.) A public 
relations firm in New York was hired to monitor less important 
publications. 

Finally, Grenada coordinated its efforts with those of 
Soviet-bloc countries and international Soviet-front organizations 
in supporting and encouraging a worldwide "peace" movement, and in 
turning against U.S. policy. In April 1981, an NJM representative 
attended a World Peace Council Congress in Havana, and met with his 
counterparts from the USSR, Bulgaria, East Germany, Hungary, and the 
National Committee of Quebec. He reported that assistance would 
soon be forthcoming from the Soviets, the Hungarians, and the East 
Germans (Document 45). 
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THE SOCIALIST INTERNATIONAL 

The Declaration of the Socialist International (SI) adopted in 
Oslo in June 1962, states that the Communist "one-party 
dictatorships represent in fact tyranny, denying those freedoms of 
speech, religion, criticism, voluntary organization and contacts 
with the outside world which are the essence of a democratic 
society." (See Declarations of the Socialist International , London, 
1978, p. 13.) The SI was therefore a natural target for the 
Communists, and some of the Grenada documents show that "Active 
Measures"* were conducted against the SI by Grenadans and others 
acting under the direction of the Americas Department of the Central 
Committee of the Cuban Communist Party. To further the objective of 
subverting the SI, a. "Secret Regional Caucus" was formed by the 
Nicaraguan Sandinistas, the Grenadan NJM, and some parties in the 
Latin American Committee of the SI (Document 39). The NJM had sent 
observers to SI meetings even before its successful revolution, and 
in late 1979 Bishop applied for membership in the Socialist 
International. The application was accepted in November 1980 at the 
SI Congress in Madrid. 

The Grenadans, taking their cue from the Cubans and from the 
Soviets, viewed the Socialist International as a potential enemy, 
and one unsigned document (Document 38) — apparently from the 1980-81 
period — defended the decision to join the SI, but made clear that it 
was not because of belief in the Si's principles. Membership was 
supported on two grounds: 



♦"Active Measures" is an expression used by the Soviets for their 
influence operations. Soviet Active Measures are coordinated by the 
International Department of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
(ID), which engages in both overt and semi -overt activities. The 
KGB conducts the covert Active Measures in coordination with the ID. 

Covert Active Measures include forgeries, agents of influence, 
placement of false stories in the press, and so forth. 

Some Soviet Active Measures are carried out through surrogates 
(usually the intelligence service of another Communist-bloc 
country). In the Western Hemisphere, the Cuban Communist Party •s 
Americas Department conducts Active Measures on behalf of the Soviet 
Union. The Americas Department combines both overt and covert 
Active Measures by having officers of the Cuban Intelligence Service 
(the DGI) operate on behalf of the Department. For more details, 
see hearings of the U.S. House of Representatives, Permanent Select 
Committee on Intelligence, Soviet Covert Action, 1980 and Soviet 
Active Measures, 1982 . 
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1. It provided access to international movements which could be 
persuaded to support New Jewel Movement policies. 

2. The New Jewel Movement could use its membership in the SI to 
"express organized support for the progressive struggles in 
Southern Africa, the Western Sahara, Palestine, El Salvador, 
Nicaragua, and other parts of Latin America, etc." 

There was evidently some concern within the government of 
Grenada that the NJM might be violating its own principles by being 
a member of a social democratic organization. The author of the 
document responded that the Socialist International was 
"sufficiently flexible to permit dissention [sic]" and therefore 
"membership in the SI should be retained. It has proved useful and 
if Grenada's foreign policy initiatives are strengthened it can 
prove even more useful in the future." 

The most detailed documents concerning the Socialist 
International were apparently not written by Grenadans, but rather 
by Cubans. Two documents found stapled together appear to have been 
written by a Cuban and then translated into English. (The language 
is stilted and the author writes from a vantage point outside the 
SI. We believe they were written by the same person who wrote 
Document 37A, definitely a Cuban.) They contain sophisticated 
analyses of the SI from a Marxist/Leninist perspective. One of 
them — Document 35 — is a report on the 15th Congress of the Socialist 
International held in Madrid in November 1980. The report refers to 
international documents that had been circulated confidentially 
among the members of the SI Bureau. These confidential documents 
showed that there were internal conflicts on a number of questions. 
The author of the report complained that the "rightist and 
conservative sectors of the International" (who, as we shall see, 
included persons who are now the heads of government in Italy, 
Spain, and Portugal) had succeeded in including in a draft 
resolution references to "the Afghan problem; events in 
Poland. [and] the USSR's alleged arms-race policy." 

The nature of the conflict between communism and democratic 
socialism was spelled out in detail in the other document (Document 
36): "in the main contradiction of our times between capitalism and 
socialism, led by U.S. imperialism and the USSR respectively. Social 
Democrats as a whole are on the imperialist side up to now." Thus 
the social democrats were enemies of the Communists, and efforts by 
the SI to exert influence on Latin America were to be resisted: 

We see a dual nature in the projection of social democracy in 
Latin America and the Caribbean. On the one hand, it does 
represent a permanent enemy of the essential objectives of the 
communist and left movements in that this trend intends to 
prevent the triumph of socialist revolutions and the 
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materialization of the communist ideal. On the other hand, 
it is obvious that certain political positions of the 
social democracy can be used by the revolutionary and 
progressive forces of the continent at given junctures of 
the struggle against a repressive and fascist military 
regime and of the confrontation with U.S. imperialism. 
Hence, in our view, while ideological struggle is 
necessary, we should implement ways and methods of 
case-by-case treatment of the parties related to social 
democracy whose positions coincide with certain tactical 
objetives [sic] of the Latin American revolutionary 
movement (Document 36, page 14). 

DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS VERSUS THE MARXIST/LENINISTS 

Unison Whiteman, minister of external relations of the 
Bishop Government, attended a two-day emergency SI meeting on 
Latin America and the Caribbean in Panama on February 28 and 
March 1, 1981. Whiteman had a dispute over El Salvador with 
former President Carlos Andres Perez of the Venezuelan 
Democratic Action Party, who insisted that if the SI meeting 
was going to condemn the United States for supplying arms to 
the Salvadoran Government, the Cubans and the Soviets should 
also be condemned for arming the guerrillas. Whiteman 
responded that "the U.S. supply of arms to the Junta is a 
notorious fact, that the U.S. officially and publicly stated 
this; that SI should not speculate on where the freedom 
fighters are getting arms from; that in any event we should not 
equate arms for the oppressors with weapons to defend the 
people in their just struggle." Whiteman worked for a 
compromise resolution that named no names, and he implied that 
the tone of the resolution was hostile only to the United 
States (Document 41). 

Whiteman 's position was that of the Cubans. In this 
regard, an illuminating document is a Spanish-language report 
on an SI committee meeting held in Nicaragua on June 25, 1981 
(Document 33). The report was signed by Manuel Pineiro Losada, 
head of the Americas Department of the Cuban Communist Party. 
In this document, Pineiro complained of efforts by the 
democratic socialists to urge the Nicaraguan regime to move in 
a more moderate direction. Pineiro was particularly upset with 
the actions of Carlos Andres Perez and Felipe Gonzales, the 
head of the Spanish Socialist Party (PSOE) and now the Prime 
Minister of Spain. Attached to Pineiro's report were two 
documents: an account in Spanish of the discussion between 
Bayardo Arce (a member of the Sandinista National Directorate 
in Nicaragua) and Felipe Gonzales and Carlos Andres Perez for 
the SI; and an apparently intercepted telex from Hans Eberhard 
of the German Social Democratic Party to Walter Hacker, the 
International Secretary of the Austrian Social Democratic 
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Party, There was also a poor English translation (we have made a 
fresh translation, included here as Document 33A). Evidently, the 
Cubans' distrust of the Social Democrats was so intense that they 
carefully watched the behavior of their principal enemies within the 
SI. 

Conflicts between the democrats and the Communists within the 
Socialist International emerged at virtually e^ery meeting of which 
the Grenadans had a record. At a meeting in Bonn on April 1 and 2, 
1982 (Document 37), for example, NJM representative Fennis Augustine 
found that while there was considerable support for Grenada within 
SI ranks, "some have reservations on what they see as a Marxist 
thrust of the NJM. I believe that close relationship with Cuba will 
continue. Nicaragua's position is a little more difficult, although 
there was a great degree of understanding and sympathy for them by 
the time the meeting was finished" (Document 37). Augustine noted 
that some of the social democratic parties were worried about the 
actions of the Sandinistas, and cited in particular Carlos Andres 
Perez' party's criticisms of the Nicaraguans. Augustine was also 
disturbed to encounter SI support for greater democracy in 
Nicaragua, including elections, a two-party system, human rights, 
freedom of religion, and freedom of speech. and press. 

The same meeting was the subject of another report, this one 
unsigned (Document 37a). Internal evidence (a reference to Cuba as 
"us") suggests that it was written by a Cuban, and it is quite 
similar to Documents 35 and 36. It would not be surprising to have 
a Cuban report of an SI meeting, since the Cubans were almost always 
present at the site of such meetings, even though they were not 
permitted to attend. But they gave instructions to the Grenadans 
(and perhaps also to the Nicaraguans), and were thus able to get 
detailed reports on what transpired. In any event, the author of 
the report, while disturbed that the democratic socialists were 
attempting to neutralize the "revolutionary" countries in the region 
so as to limit Cuban influence, boasted that the "right-wing" forces 
within the SI (identified as Felipe Gonzales of Spain, Mario Scares 
of Portugal, and Carlos Andres Perez of Venezuela, two of whom are 
now prime ministers and one a former president of their respective 
countries) were effectively neutralized. 

But Cuban and Grenadan optimism turned out to be misplaced. At 
a meeting of the Socialist International European Bureau in Basle, 
Switzerland, on November 3 and 4, 1982, there was outspoken 
criticism of both the NJM and the Sandinista regime in Nicaragua. 
According to a report of the meeting submitted by Chris DeRiggs, a 
member of the NJM Central Committee and Minister of Health, there 
was strong opposition to a resolution expressing solidarity with 
Grenada and Nicaragua. Leading critics included Mario Scares, 
Bettino Craxi of the Italian Socialist Party, and Rita Freedman of 
Social Democrats USA. According to DeRiggs, "their major line of 
attack was that Grenada was a one-party state and, therefore, could 
not be considered a democracy" (Document 40, page 4). 
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Both DeRiggs and Paul Miller of the Peoples National Party (PNP) 
of Jamaica tried to justify the lack of an opposition party in 
Grenada, but apparently their rhetoric was not convincing, and so 
they pondered ways in which the Socialist International could be 
turned to their own purposes. DeRiggs suggested that the forces of 
the Latin American left within the SI could be used to lobby the 
European Socialists, and he observed that Guillermo Ungo of the 
Salvadoran National Revolutionary Movement (MNR) — affiliated with 
the Revolutionary Democratic Front (FDR), the political wing of the 
guerrilla movement — had achieved a certain degree of success along 
those lines. Thus, in DeRiggs's words, "it is felt that similar 
efforts from other SI members in the region can help to exploit 
contradictions existing even within the membership of SI parties 
like the Socialist Party of Portugal" (Document 40, page 8). In 
other words, it was necessary to work within the member parties to 
produce a shift in outlook. By January of 1983, these ideas had 
taken a more concrete form. 



I THE "SECRET RE GIONAL CAUCUS " 
^ — 

^ January 6-7, 1983, a Secret Regional Caucus was held in Managua, 

consisting of five parties affiliated with the Socialist 
International, and the Communist Party of Cuba (See Document 39). 
The five SI parties were: 

— The FSLN of Nicaragua, represented by Antonio Jarquin 
(misspelled as Marguin and Harguin in the document), the 
chairman of the meeting; 
—The Salvadoran MNR, represented by Hector Oqueli (this party 
is one of the groups composing the guerrilla movement, and 
Oqueli is the Secretary of the Socialist International 
Committee for Latin America and the Caribbean, which has given 
a patina of respectability to the Salvadoran insurgents); 
— The Chilean Radical Party, represented by "Freda" (the 
leadership of the party later denied that it had sent a 
representative); 
— The Jamaican PNP, represented by Paul Miller; 
— The New Jewel Movement, represented by Chris DeRiggs. 

The Socialist International was the main topic of the meeting. 
In DeRiggs's words, they considered "initiatives to neutralize 
forces within SI that are against us." And what were these forces? 
"Our principal enemies are to be found among the parties of Scares 
and Horgo [sic, Pietro Longo, the leader of the Italian Social 
Democratic Party] in Portugal and Italy respectively — the Social 
Democrats of the USA are also our sworn enemies." DeRiggs boasted 
that of the 14 members of the SI Committee for Latin America and the 
( Caribbean, "there are seven parties that are generally progressive 

and some within a Marxist-Leninist trend." The Secret Regional 
Caucus report shows that a resolution on Latin America and the 
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Caribbean drafted by Hector Oqueli of the Salvadoran MNR, 
subsequently submitted to the SI, was actually based on guidelines 
laid down at the meeting. A decision was made to maintain the 
Secret Regional Caucus, and to "review membership in the future," 

This document shows that the NJM was fundamentally opposed to 
the democratic ideals of the Socialist International, that the 
Grenadans, along with others in the region, worked in lockstep with 
the Cubans to undermine the Si's effectiveness, and that the 
Grenadans' greatest objection to the SI was its insistence on 
democratic institutions and democratic elections. In fact, on 
February 3, 1982, Benny Langaigne, the permanent secretary in 
Maurice Bishop's office, showed the Prime Minister a draft letter 
addressed to the official magazine of the SI, Socialist Affairs 
(Document 42). The letter protested a story in the magazine stating 
that Grenada would have elections in the near future. In fact, the 
NJM had no such intention. 



CONCLUSION 

The documents selected for this volume constitute, in our 
opinion, a representative sample of the total archive. We believe 
that those who take the time to study them will find a remarkable 
consistency, a single-minded dedication to the NJM's objective of 
creating, over time, a Communist society on the Soviet model. 

Bishop and his colleagues not only wished to establish communism 
in Grenada; they wanted to be active members of the Soviet Empire. 
To this end, they sought ways to curry favor with the Soviets and 
other bloc countries, and loyally followed the instructions that 
came to them through Cubans. Thus, on both the domestic and 
international levels, the Grenadans emulated the USSR and tied their 
destiny to the Kremlin. 

Nonetheless, and despite considerable assistance from the USSR 
and its proxies, the People's Revolutionary Government was a 
failure, and the failure led to intense internal conflict, and 
eventually to the overthrow and murder of Bishop. 

The several documents that recount the internal crisis that led 
to the fall and murder of Maurice Bishop in the autumn of 1983 do 
not indicate any strong divergence of views between Bishop and those 
who replaced him; rather, the struggle appears to have been almost 
exclusively personal. The complaints against Bishop involved 
inefficiency, insufficient ideological coherence, and lack of strong 
leadership and guidance, not political deviation or betrayal of the 
goals of the revolution. We saw no evidence that Bishop was removed 
because the Cubans or the Soviets were dissatisfied with his 
political orientation; as far as we have been able to discover. 
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there is no reason to think that his conversation with Judge Clark 
and other American officials earlier in the year led his colleagues 
to believe that he was "soft on imperialism." 

An archive of the dimensions and richness of this one from 
Grenada will provide scholars with a wealth of information about 
Communist activities in the Caribbean, Soviet and Cuban foreign 
policy, and the problems encountered by Soviet-oriented Communists 
in their attempts to mold a new generation of Grenadans who had had 
little contact with Marxism/Leninism before the NJM took power. 
Of particular interest is the material related to international 
organizations, including negotiations with the International 
Monetary Fund and attempts to manipulate the Socialist 
International. We have given here only a brief overview of a few of 
the themes that most interested us. We will be pleased if this 
serves to whet the appetites of a wide audience for this collection 
of documents, and for the many documents that will be made 
accessible to the public with the opening of the Grenada archive.

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Comraaes of the Political Bureau and Central Conmiittee 
of the Party^ Comrades of the Party, 

I will like to join with Comrade Strachan to say on 
behalf of the Central Committee that we are very happy 
to have all the comrades here this afternoon* As 
Comrade Si»lwyn has pointed out, essentially what we 
want to do today is to deal with the proposed line of 
march as examined by the C.C. of the Karty in the last 
few weeks. 

In our view the line of march needs to take into 
account four specific features:- 

Firstly, the present character and stage of the 
Revolution. We regard that as fundamentally important. 
We must decide what exactly is a correct character- 
isation of the present stage of the ilevolution. 

Secondly, the line of march must address in a serious 
way the question of the main tasks facing the Party and 
Revolution at this time. 

Thirdly, we must determine a correct priori tisati on of 
those tasks; we must establish priorities bearing in 
mind particularly, the comments, criticisms, sugc:est- 
ions, proposals etc. which have been made by Party 
members and, of course, taking into account the 
totality of the objective and subjective situation. 

The fourth and final factor is the need to emphasise 
the further development of the subjective factor, the 
need to place great emphasis and importance on the 
further developm<^nt of the subjective factor, that is 
to say, the Party. In other words, we must look at 
the Party itself, review the history of the Party 
very briefly and leal with the question of criteria 
for membership into the Party and for remaining as 
members of the Party. 
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Comrades, in terms of the character of the devolution , 
the first aspect to the line of march ^ we believe it 
is important for us to look at this question at this 
time for several reasons. 

Firstly and obviously, because we must as a Party know 
where we are. As Party cembers, candidate members and 
applicants we have to face the broad masses out there; 
we have to ansv/er questions about where we are, what 
we are trying to do and so on and therefore we must 
be able to answer those questions in precise terms. 
We believe further that there is some confusion on this 
question, that it has not been sufficiently dealt with 
in the past and therefore we want today to look at it 
that much more carefully. It is extremely important 
for us to get a better understajoding of where we are, 
of what we are trying to build and of how we will be 
able to build it. That is why we feel that this whole 
question of what exactly is the present stage is so 
important. 

Before looking at that, a few words on the question of 
where we have come from, in other words, the inherit- 
ance of the Revolution. All comrades knoiw of course 
that we inherited a backward, undeveloped economy, 
with a very low level - one can say in fact, a 
primitive level, of technological and economic 
development in the country. There was a very low 
level, and there is still a low level of development 
of • the productive forces, that is, of living human 
labour, objects of labour and instruments of labour. 
This low level of development of the productive 
forces in turn resulted in very underdeveloped class 
formations. 

3 
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What we have in Grenada primarily of course, is a very 
large pot, t bourgeoisie, particularly a large peasantry 
the rural petit bourgeoisie - small farmers who oi^n 
small means of priwluction and who must therefore work 
as they cannot live off their own plot of land alone. 
Some of them employ labour; some do not. So a large 
peasantry or bulk of our rqral petit bourgeoisie. 
Then there is the urban petit bourgeoisie in terms of 
shopkeepers, garage owners, craftsmen, small restaurant 
owners and such like. The whole range of the petit 
bourgeoisie in our country. That of course is by far 
the largest class formation in the country. 

We also have a working class which is very small and 
made up of agricultural workers based mainly in the 
rural areas, transport r^nd communication workers on 
the docks, in telephone, electricity, etc., 
manufacturing and industrial workers (the smallest 
section of all) who produce garments, cokes, beer, 
that sort of thing. Some sections of the working class 
are employed by Government - garbagemen, the lowest 
clerical workers, the daily paid workers and so on. 
And of course we also have the commercial workers. 
Some of these comrades of the working class are also 
small owners of the means of production, but do not 
rely on that to support themselves - at least not as 
their main means of support. 

In terms of the inheritance I also want to emphasise 
the low cultural level of our population at large as 
part of that inheritance and in particular the lack of 
technical skills and technical expertise of the working 
people. We must emphasise also the Ifth century type 
of capitalist that we have in the country, capitalists 

4/ engaged 
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engaged primarily in comprador activity, in other words 
largely in the importation and thereafter distribution 
ot goods. This is a particularly parasitic type of 
capitalist in the full time service of international 
capitalism on Which they must depend for the manufactured 
goods which give thpm their profits. They produce 
nothing and the vast majority of them engage in no 
form of manufacturing or industrial activity at all. 

As part of the inheritance too, we must also note the 
very low level of inf rastructural devolopment of our 
country. Further, very backward agricultural develop- 
ment is also part of our inheritance and has relevance 
to the present stage of the devolution. This 
inheritance of ours does have negative implications 
for the road that we are travelling on, for our 
objective to build Socialism in our country. 

First of all, having a small working class is a very 
very serious disadvantage because only the working 
class can build Socialism. We know this is so because 
the working class is the class that is always growing; 
in fact, it has been historically, and it still is part 
of capitalist development that the working class gets 
larger and larger. Again, it is the working class that 
is most prepared for organisation and discipline 
because of having to work every day, having to arrive 
6n time, having to engage in collective organisation 
and collective bargaining in their trade unions and so 
on. The working class too owns no means of production, 
in fact owns nothing except their labour and therefore 
they are the ones who most of all have to fight to end 
the oppression that comes about as a result of the 
private ownership of the means of production which of

course enslaves them and ensures that their own develop 
ment is stultified and, finally the workino class does 
have the key role in building s^ocialism because of 
their role in production. 

This inheritance is a problem also because of the large 
r • bourgeoisie that it has left us. We of course 
have that number of petit bourgeoisie in our country 
precisely because of economic under -development, 
precisely because capitalist production was so un- 
developed that they did not need much labour and 
therefore people were by large forced to tty to make 
a living however they could and wherever they could. 
But because the petit bourgeoisie is a vaci/ ^-i-n 
class it is more difficult to build Socialism when 
there is such a large amount of petit bourgeoisie in 
the country, precisely because they are in the middle 
and you have to fight hard to win them. Many of them 
of course have bourgeois aspirations , many mote are 
deluded and . . ^y bourgeois ideology and propaganda 
and therefore the? struggle to win the petit bourgeoisie 
has historically been a very serious intense struggle 
in all countries that have embarked upon a path of 
Socialist transforma.tion. 

The question we rust now pose comrades is whether a 
society such as ours with their primitiveness, with s- 
little infrastructure, with so little development of 
productive forces ; with such a small working class 
can really build .cocialism* This is a ouestion that 
many other countrios before us have posed and many 
other countries in the future will continue to pose. 
Of course, this question arises because socialism 
1-6 reouires a good level of development of the product' ve 
forces, it reouires infrastructural development, it 
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requires agricultural development, it requires 
industrialisation, it requires a high level of cultural 
development of the people, it requires an even higher 
level of political development and political conscious- 
ness, it requires central planning of the economy and 
society as a v/holc, it requires a serious Marxist 
Leninist vanguard Party leading, guiding and directing 
the whole process. All of these things are pre- 
requisites for the building of Socialism, and, of course, 
the vast majority of these either do not exist at all 
or are at a very low level of development , at this 
time. Nonetheless, the answer is yes, it is possible 
for a country like ours to build Socialism. That of 
course we all know. It is possible, but the question 
is how and wo think that this can be seen if we examine 
some of the possibilities or models for economic development 
in our country. 

We believe that there are four main possibilities for 
economic development of Grenada and countries like 
Grenada. The first of these is a total private 
sector free enterprise system of economic development, 
your Seaga of Jamaica or your Puerto Rico model of 
development, where free enterprise is given full rein, 
where the private sector is able to rule uncontrolled. 
The second model is a total state sector approach where 
just about anything important is owned by the State, 
where the State owns virtually everything that matters. 
The third type is a mixed economy, but with a private 
sector dominant, and of course, that is the model 
that we have chosen in Grenada, the mixed economy - 
state sector dominant type model. Put even after 
having said that, there are still questions of why 

7/ we have 
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we have chosen that form and the question of precisely 
how will that form assist us to build socialism are 
two such questions that come to mind. Obviously, if 
we are speaking of building Socialism and we are, then 
it is clear that our objective as Marxist -Leninist 
must in the first instance be to construct socialism 
AS rapidly, but scientifically as possible. That 
being so, clearly we cannot choose the path of capital- 
ism. We cannot choose the path of a total private 
sector free enterprise model because that will be 
inconsistant with what we believe in and what we 
have been and are struggling for. We could not like- 
wise choose that path of the mixed economy, with the 
private sector dominant because that will have 
tremendous dangers for the successful construction of 
Socialism and will have us without the effective 
possibility of guiding and regulating economic 
development through the imposition of taxes, the 
granting of credits and concessions and the use of all 
arms of the State apparatus. This must necessarily 
be so because it is, as we know, the objective material 
basis of the economy that determines and directs the 
political, social and cultural development of the 
society as a whole. 

Equally, we cannot opt for the total state sector model 
as the state does not have the necessary material of 
financial resources, manaocment and skills resources, 
access to markets, international contacts and so on. 
All of this should he obvious, but forthose who have 
any doubts, please reflect on the tremen. 5us 
difficulties that we have in finvJing the dollars 
necessary to pay thp downpayment to the Fritish 
Company - riessey's - that will be installing the 

0/ ra'lar 
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radar, communications and navigational equipment for 

our new international airport, or reflect on how 
difficult it has been to find guaranteed markets for 
our primary products and our agro-inr»ustrial products, 
or how difficult it is to find enginf?ers or architects 
or science teachers or managers - and note I did not 
even say good managers, I Just said managers. No, it 
would be impossible at this time for the state on its. 
own to build Grenada. 

That, of course, means that an alliance is necessary, 
an alliance in the first place between the working 
class and the petty bourgeoisie, in particular the 
rural peasantry, and in the second place an alliance 
with those elements of the upper petty bourgeoisie and 
the hational bourgeoisie whO| for different reasons, 
are willing to be involved in building the economy and 
the country at this time.

And this leads me at long last to the answer to the 
question - what is a correct characterisation of the 
prosont stage of development of the Grenada *^evolution? 
Anrl the ansp ?r.* course, as we all know, is that the 
Grenada <^evolution is a national-democratic , nti- 

imporialist Revolution, involving tht; alliance of many 
classes including sections of the small bourgeoisie 
but under the leadership and with the dominant role 
being played by the working people and particularly the 
working class, through their vanguard Party the NJM. 

: -races is how we define the present stage of the 
Grenada Revolution today. Obviously National Democratic, 
anti-imperialist means what it says. I did not say a 
socialist revolution as some comrades like to keep 
pretending that we have. Obviously we do not have a 
socialist revolution and it is not socialist precisely 
because 

(1) The low level of development of the 
productive forces. You cannot have a 
socialist revolution with this low level 
development . 

(2) Cur working class is too small and too 
politically underdeveloped. 

For these primary reasons we cannot proceed straight 
away to the buildino of socialism but must first p)ass 
through a stage where we lay the basis, where we create 
the conditions, inclac^ing the socio-economic and political 
conditions, for the buil ling of socialism and the creation 
of the socialist revolution, that is, for the full coming 

10/ to power 



to power of the working class. In other words, comrades, 
what we are into now (this national democratic stage) 
really means two things. What we are speaking about 
now is not socialist construction, not the socialist 
revolution, we are speaking about the national democratic 
revolution, we arc? speaking about socialist orientation. 
<5o the important things to contradistinguish here 

are socialist construction the second stage versus 
socialist orientation the first stage, which is the 
stage we are in at this time. 

Comrades, these two things are completely different 
and it is very important for us to grasp that 
difference, because the experience of the C.C. and 
study guides in the I'arty is that it is an area of 
tremendous confusion and an area that has proven hard 
to grasp. In some countries around the world it is of 
course possible to go straight to socialism. That would 
have been possibles .for example the French in 17VS at 
the time of their bourgeois -democratic Revolution. 
They could have gone straight to socialism because the 
necessary objectiv ? material bases and conditions were 
present. Or if tciorrow morning a revolution takes 
place in the Unites f ".es or one of the industrialised 
countries of Western Europe they too can go straight 
to Socialism, because they have a large working class, 
because the objective material basis in terms of 
infrastructure, hi-h ecf '»mic development, high level 
of development of z^e productive forces etc, etc are 
present, so once tii^ere is a correct scientific political 
leade"' hip it is possible for them to proceed to socialism 
straight away, but :or us it is impossible* I-t really 
is important for th'.s first concept to be fully grasped.

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On Saturday when we were doing the same presentation for

V/hat we gave for * e i| le then was two different people 

in Grenada who owned two separate plots of lands; let us 
say one person owning land in Gran* I Anse and another in 
Grenville, St. >indrew*s. Both' of them own plots of land, 
both of them want to build a house on their respective 
plots of lands. In the case of the man ink Grand Anse, his 
land is flat, his land already has the necessary attach- 
ments for telephone, water, electricity, he has a concrete 
base, there is already some kind of access road to his 
pint of land - therefore all he has to do is put up his

In the case of the man in Grenville, what he has is a 
rough piece of land, the land is hilly, the land has a 
lot of bush, a lot of trees, a lot of stone. There arcf 
no water pipes near to this man's plot of land; there .are 
no telephone poles near to this man*s plot of land, no 
electricity poles, no access road - he has to go through, 
a dirt tradk. TI.ls second man cannot just qo and p^t up 
his house* First of all he ha is to cut a piece of road to 
the house to get the materials there;, then he has to level 
the land and he has to do all the necessary earth worH; 
and civil works; he has to put down his concrete base and 
only then can he begin to talk about building his house. 

The first man, the man in St. George's, he is ready for 
socialist construction. 

The second man, the one in Grenville with the rough 
hilly land who has to do all the necessary preliminary 
works is the kind of nan like us here in Grenada who can* t 
go straight i j socialism. He has to first lay the basis 
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and the foundations. We have to cut the land., cut the 
road, make sure the telephone poles are laid^ the pipe 
borne water is available and so on before we can build 
the house. 

That is the --liff erencfi., OQ-sradeSi between socialist 
orientation and socialist construction and that is the 
stage we are at, the first stage - the stage of 
socialist orientation.. 

Comrades, we speak of the national democratic anti<- 
imperialist revolution and each of those words, of 
course., has a moaning. The national democratic anti- 
imperialist revolution is national because it arose 
from a national libi?ration struggle that was aimed to 
do away with the political, economic and ideological 
domination of an oppressive ruling elite that of 
Gairy, imperialism and their allies. It is national 
because it involved, and still involves, a vast majority 
of the people - that is why the national democratic 
Revolution is national. 

It is democratic because it aims to give or restore 
rights and freedoms to the majority of the people. 
Under the Gairy dictatorship of course, many of the 
rights of the working people were taken away. The 
February ICTC Essential Services Act took av;ay the 
right to strike from eleven of the most important 
categories of workers. The I ublic Order Act, 1<;74, 
prohibited political parties and even individuals 
from using loudspeakers, without police permission. 
The 1C75 Newspaper Act made it impossible to publish 
a newspaper that was political and opposed to Gairy. 
These rights, as comrades know, have been restored. 
We have all created new rights because part of this 
national democratic path is the ne^ to readily expand 
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iemocracy anri the dpnocratic participation of the poor 
and vorkinc p(»opl(> in th<> country. That is why we have 
brought more democratic rights throunh the establish- 
nent of zonal councils, workers parish councils, farmers, 
women and youth councils - all of the organs of 
popular democracy. 

The Revolution is also anti-jLrapcrial ist because it is 
opposes? to foroign domination and the exploitation of 
our country and its resources by the transnational 
co-operations. Of course, this looks only at the 
economic essence of imperialism for that is what I am 
trying to focus on at this time. The political, cultural 
and ideological aspects of imperialism are not what 
we are dealing with here, though they will also be 
struggles this anti-imperialist stage. 

We want to point out too, comrades, that the national 
democratic anti-imperialist stage can be led not just 
by the working cl^r;, not just by the petty bourgeoisie, 
but even by the bourgeoisie. It can be led by the 
bourgeoisie, petty bourgeoisie or the working class - 
any of these class forces can lead the Kevolution. 
If it is led by the bourgeoisie, obviously, it could 
never go on to build socialism - that will be an 
impossibility; no bourgeois can build socialism. If 
it is led by the petty bourgeoisie, the only basis on 
which it can build socialism is if the petty bourgeoisie 
leadership in tho course of the class struggle is 
transformed into a revolutionary Marxist -Leninist 
leadership and therefore develops a Marxist -Leninist 
Party that then guides and directs the process. 
Without that transformation, it would also be 
impossible. 



Therefore, obviously it is only the working class that 
can build socialism. It is only under the leadership 
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of the working class, led by a Marxist-Leninist 
vanguard Tarty that tho process can be completod and 
we can go on to socialist construction. That is the 
only time it is possible. 

That again, comrai<?s, nf?eis to be understood by us 
because of its tremendous relevance to the nature of 
the alliance we have and v;hat we need to do from here 
on* 

This national democratic stage of the revolution has, 
broadly speaking, two main components - a political 
aspect and an economic aspect • 

POLITIOX ESSENCE OF THE NATIONAL - laEMCCRATIC PAigY 

In terms of the political aspect, the essence of that 
political aspect is the dictatorship of the working 
people, dictatorship of rule of the working people ^ 
that is the essence. This essence implies a change in 
the balance of forces that presently exists, a change 
in the balance of forces that will usually be involved 
in the anti-imperialist struggle of the national 
liberation movements. In other words, in your Angolas, 
Mozambiques, etc, what you would normally find 
happening is that there is a class alliance involved 
in the fight to end colonialism. And that class 
alliance will involve the bourgeoisie, the petty- 
bourgeoisie and the proletariat (thie working class) — 
all three. 

And in countries like ours, after independence, just 
like in Grenada today, what you usually find happening 
is that state power is wielded by an alliance of the 
bourgeoisie, the petty -bourgeoisie and the working 
class through a particular Party or comb ihat ion of 
Parties?, and usually comrades, as you know^ the 
situation is that it- is the bourgeoisie and the r^tty- 
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bouro^isie that is prc-^oniinant ^ the conbined bourgeoisie 
and petty bourgeoisie that is pre-dominant , and the 
working class is the minority influence* That is the 
usual situation in countries like ours even after 
independence* That is what is happening right now. 
Right through the English-speaking Caribbean » in -all 
of them * you can see that the bourgeoisie and petty- 
bourgeoisie are ruling and that working class represent- 
ation is very small. 

But when countries start to move to develop this essence 
I was talking about - the dictatorship (or rule)of the 
working people - is that in the course of class 
struggle^ the bourgeoisie begins to become sub- 
ordinated and the influence of the petty -bourgeoisie 
and working class together becomes pre-dominant • In 
other words a drift begins to take place, at first 
imperceptible, but gradually observable and at a certain 
moment when Quantity becomes quality, that shift bo- 
comes very clear and very noticeable. And at that 

time, the bourgeoisie becomes the minority force and 
the petty bourgeoisie and proletariat begin to rule. 
And when that happens, it becomes the first time at 
which it is possible to shift the country away from 
the path of capitalist development, because a 
combination of bourgeoisie and petty bourgeoisie 
pre-dominant necessarily means that the emphasis will 
be on capitalist development. And equally, once the 
shift takes place then the potential is there for the 
first time to begin to move along the path of socialist 
orientation and away from the path of capitalist develop- 
ment. That comrades, is our situation in Grenada, and 
that was the situation when we took power on March 
13th, li7C. 

When we took power on March 13th 1C7?, as comrades know, 
we did not take power as an alliance - we took power as 



H.;m. Out withia thi: first tew houis of taking power, 
we tried to build an alliance and we begun to build 
that alliance for two main reasons:- Firstly to hold 
on to powrr in the first few seconds ^ minutes, hours, 
-vs and weeks. And the second reason was to defeat 
imperialism., in the months and years thereafter, 
because defeating imperialism is a complex process, 
that requires a political orientation and an economic 
transformation that involves crushing the rule of the 
monopolies and of big business in your country, that 
involves taking control of the commandirig heights of 
the economy and so on. And we cannot do lat on our 
own and that is why the alliance was and is needed. 

Put comrades, we have to be very clear that it was the 
Party and the Party alone that took power, GNP didn't 
help us- there vjas no UPP, there was no alliance with 
any upper pet ty-bourgeoisie or any national bourgeoisie 
in seizing power. In fact, most of these elements 
might have run frcm the pro. ^^ect of having to go down 
to True Blue barr o take power. NJM took power 

on its own, but NJ t then decided - correctly - that an 
alliance was needed to hold power. We understood the 
reasons for that I aca: :e we knew we could not do it on 
our own. The lead. ^r ship of the Party and the Party 
itself had a workirg class ideology and therefore an 
understanding of what was required to ensure that the 
working class will eventually take power. But we were 

way ahead and w > still are way, way ahead 
ideologically of th; masses of our people in genpral 
and also of our nat .onal bourgeoisie. We are much 
more politically an-l ideologically developed than them, 
we have a much deppor class consciousness then them. 

So we have the objective to build socialism. We know 
that objective could only be achieved if we built an 
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alliance but not all of our masses know that and in fact 
the vast majority still have no scientific understanding 
of this need for an alliance. So what we did, we did 
in their interest and acting in their name, *ev^a 
though they did not necessarily understand why we were 
doing what we were doing. And it is very significant 
Comrades that from the start, from the very first 
second of the Grenada Revolution (let us say 4,30 a.m« 
on March 13th 1579) from the very first second of the 
Grenada Revolution, what was established was a 
dictatorship of the entire working people. In its 
operationalisationi in its initial concret isation ; it 
took the -r-^rm of the anti-Gairy poor and working people^ 
in other wordSj those people who were opposed to 
Gairy were the ones who appeared to be in the vanguard. 
And that is true, they were in the vanguard. But 
right from the start, the effective dictatorship was 
not only of the anti-Gairy working people. It was a 
dictatorship of the entire working people with the 
anti-Gairy workinr people initially being in the 
operational vanguard of that dictatorship. It is a 
very important concept for us to grasp and to agree on. 

As the Revolu* , deepened and strengthened and 
consolidated, as the Gairyite working people came to 
see that the Hevolution was also in their interest, 
that we were not victimising them, that, in fact, 
we were bringing b3nefits to them, then they too joined 
the Kevolution, anc! today, a majority of thcsn support 
the Revolution. Bvt right from the start the rule that 
was established by the NJM on behalf of the working 
class, was rule of the entire working people. It's a 
very important conceptual point. 
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From the start too, comrades, we had an alliance with 
sections of the upper petty bourgeoisie and national 
bourgeoisie right from the word GO. Within the first 
few hours of the Revolution, we began to put that 
nlliancG in place. I can remember all of us making 
phono calls to different sections of the Petty- 
bourgeoisie and the National bourgeoisie, inviting them 
to come down to Radio Froc Grenada and in some cases 
beginning to feel them out as to whether or not they 
were willing to serve on the ruling council of the 
People's Revolutionary Government. 

I can remember very well that the first set of names 
we announced for the ruling council was fourteen (14), 
not twenty-three (23). And these fourteen names were 
made up mainly (outside of the immediate leadership), 
of the petty-bourqeoisie, the upper petty-bourgeoisie 
and the national bourgeoisie. You remember that? 
Simon Charles and' Sydney Ambrose - peasantry, 
Bernard Git tens - professional middle strata, Lloyd 
Noel - professional middle strata; Palm Buxo and 
Norris Bain - middle capitalists; Lyden Ramdhanny - 
big capitalist; that is vho the People's Revolutionary 
Government vas. And this was done deliberately so 
that imperialism won't got too excited and would say 
"well they have some nice fellas in that thing; every- 
thing alright." And as a result wouldn't think about 
sending in troops. 

That was the mistake^ for oxanjple, the comrades in 
Gambia made a few months ago. Remember the Gambia 
Coup F'tat a few mont;?5 ago? What was the first thing 
those comrades did? They say "we are Marxist-Uninists 
and we have just had a Marxist -Leninist Revolution and 
we go wipe out the bourgeoisie*" The same day they 
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overthrow them sane day, they didn*t even give than \ 
three days. So fortunately, NJM had a little more / 
sense than that. And like I said comrades » the first 
fourteen names were bourgeoisie, big capitalist, petty- 
bourgeoisie, middle capitalist, peasantry and professional 
middle strata - that is who made up the People's 
Revolutionary Government. It is only after about a 
week an^ a half (if I recall correctly), when we held 
the Party General meeting in Radio Free Grenada's 
studio (-nd some comrades here would have been present 
at that meeting) that we finally got around to pulling 
some more Party comrades. You all remember that 
meeting down in Radio Free Grenada stur . It was 
then we chose nine more comrades to make up the 
twenty- three. But the first set of names were Lyden, 
Pam Puxo, Norris Bain, Lloyd Noel and so on. That is 
what I moan by saying th » the alliance began from the 
first few hours and the first few days. And that 
alliance was and is extrrmely important* 

From our point of view comrades, why do we need the 
alliance? 

We need the alliance firstly, as we pointed out already, 
'.^ hold power in the first few days and weeks. 

We need the alliance, secondly, to consolidate and 
build the revolution and to ensure the defeat of 
imperialism. this time we can»t do this 

effectively without the alliance. 

We heed the alliance^ comrades, because we doi 
have enough managers , because we don't have enough 
capital, because we don't have enough international 
contacts, be'* '*?e we don't have enough markets. For 
all of these reasons, we need the alliance. 
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If we were the State that owned the flour mill in Tempe 
and not Geddes Grant, wc won't be able to sell that 
flour So easily to Jamaica am! the others in Caricom* 
If it were the State that owned the Gancnt P'actory in 
True F'lue and not Hadced, we won't be able to sell 
garments to Barbados and Trinidad so easily • The 
capitalist prefers to deal with the capitalist and 
capitalist Governments allows other capitalists to come 
in, even when their Government is a socialist oriented 
Government like our Government in Grenada. It is very 
important for us to see that. 

And why does the bourgeoisie need the alliance? 

They need the alliance first of all because they have 
contradictions with imperialism. Imperialism especially 
at this time because of the deep capitalist crisis, 
has been putting the squeeze on the national bourgeoisie* 
They can't always get letters of credit, every month 
the banks make the terms for the letters of credit more 
difficult instead of three month repayment, it becomes 
one month. Sometimes they get not even one day. Also 
they can't get the kinds of loans they want. And when 
they do get loans, they have to pay high interest 
rates, iind overall, of oc^urse, the fact of the 
recession - the capitalist crisis makes it more 
difficult for them to develop in the way in which they 
would like. This is so because the capitalist crisis 
affects Grenada and helps to soueeze our economy because 
their demand for our goods - cocoa, banana, nutmegs - 
has fallen. And when we can't sell cocoa, banana, 
nutmegs-, then it neans the stantlard of living falls 
because there is less ^oney floating around. So & let 
of the capitalists are vexed with imperialism. That 
is the first point. 
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The second p it is t they have been vatching the 
Revolution and they are now convinced that the 
Revolution gives them new possibilities for making 
profits, new possibilities for expanding their businesses 
and moving on. They have watched the growth of 
infrastructure - the new International Airport, the 
coming Sandino Plant, the Emulsion Flant, the Quarry 
and Asphalt Flant, the new East Coast Road, the Feeder 
Road8» the West Coast road to come, the new Telephone 
system to come> the new Electricity system to come, 
the new f^torage ''ink Farm to come, the 40% more water 
in people's homes. They have watched all of that and 
understand that it represents the necessary basis for 
th«n to develop their business and to take profits. 
In other words they see the Revolution as provifUng 
th^ with the possibility of developing and expanding^ 

And don't forget that we have been encouraging than 
through holding many consultations with them. When we 
have a National Conference on the Economy with the mass 
organisations (as we did on 29th January), two weeks 
later, we held a \tio- al Conference with the Private 
Sector, and we are sitting down with them just like we 
did with the masses. 

Now we are settling with their participation a Tourism 
Code and an Investment Code. And Cde Coard, as the 
Minister of Fj.nance, has been meeting with them very 
regularly and giving them incentives, giving them 
concessions, helping them to develop the confidence 
that the state is not going to crush th^. And all 
of this has now had a qualitiative effect on the 
National Bourgeoisie. 

A third factor, comrades, and factor we s*^ Tie- 

times forget, is that the National Bourgeoisie has 
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'orn is the un-patriotlc capitalist and 
there is tho patriotic one, and it is the patriotic 
ones who will form the alliance with us. The un- 
patriotic ones vdll sell out and 90 abroad or will try 
to c-ngage in sabo --e. So the reality of patriotism 
is soraething tliat must not be overlooked. 

And fourthly and finally, it is important to remember 
tint part of the reason we can form the alliance with 
them is because of their oivn low level of class 
co:?3ciov^nGCs. Therefore, they don't really fully 
undciGtaiid v./:it it is we are doinfj. It comes over in a 
nil lion cl.inrj; cV.cy cay from time to time. They are 
not rP'"*'**" •%^e> still hoping that what we 

arc building is not cocia.i:. " me of them puts 

ir; soci- '-■-rt c^pitalicm or capitalist socialism - 
wha t c V SI" that raeans * 

So, thorc :.3 that area of confusion. But comrades a 
few r.oro v'orci^ on tho nature of the alliance that, we 
h'jve thcc.-? sections. First of all, it is important 

to nndcrjcr.r.d tl:at the olliance v/e have jives full, 
toli.i cc.:;p?.Gtc: control to the Party and the working 
pcc'pjioo 'x-.e p-'Vty cxnd the v/orking people have hegemory. 
A ncnopoly v ' ^-=^^1 total power, hegemony will mean 
total coiitrol; and that is the distinction we are 
dr:Lv;ing between hegcnony and monopoly. 

But there is i.bsoluteiy no doubt that we have a 
hegcnionic control on power and over all the capital 
ar the State- We can see this in several 

dixjTercnt -..'-^.yc. If you consider the question 
Cabinet- ^ns Cabinet of our country has ten (10) 
ninistcrs r,nd nine of these ten ministers are 
members of the r:irty: the -'>'^-'-o»^.ber of the 

Party is Ilorris Bain. If you look at the ruling 
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council of the People's Revolutionary Governnent, yoo 
will see it no longer has twenty-three people because 
Lloyd Noel is in detention. Pan Ruxo is out of the 
country^ Lyle Bullen is no lopger involved. Thefe are 
three people who are out, there are now twenty (20) 
people who are in the P.R.G. And if you look at the 
Party and ' * Cr.' Inet and you analyse them carefully, 
you will discover an over ^09S direct control by the 
Party of the ruling council of the FtK.G, and Cabinet. 

Secondly, to see further this hegemony or control I am 
talking about comrades, look at the composition of our 
army and militia* We don*t have any upper Petty- 
bourgeoisie or bourgeoisie in our army or militia.. When 
you look at the officers in the arr-y it is Working Class 
comrades or petty-bourgeois revolutionary democrats or 
communists who are the officers in the army - that*s 
the situation in our army. 

Thirdly comrades, consider our Zonal Councils and our 
Workers Councils and so on. The bourgeoisie is not 
invited deliberately a'-d consciously, so they don't 
have the opportunity to come and try to confuse people 
inside the councils. When we're having a "onal Council 
in this building or a Workers Parish Council, we send 
out the invitations, we decide who we want to invite 
and we live the bourgeoisie out deliberately and 
consciously. 

Consider the trade unions in our country, five of the 
eight leading trade unions are under the direct leader- 
ship and control of full members, candidate members and 
applicants of our Party. There is no doubt about it; 
what we have is hegemony; we have full control, 
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I want to think of another area. Just consider, comrades 
how laws are made in this country. Laws are made in 
this country when Cabinet agrees and when I sign a 
document on behalf of Cabinet. And th^ that is what 
everybody in the country - like it or don^t like it • 
has- to follow. Or consider how people get detained 
in this country. We don't go and call for no votes. 
You get detained when I sign an order after discuss- 
ing it with the National Security Committee of the 
Party or with a higher I'arty body. Once I sign it - 
like it or don't like it - its up the hill for them. 

It is also important to note comrades, that while we 
are in an alliance with sections of the bourgeoisie 
and upper petty-bourgeoisie, they are not part of our 
dictatorship. They are not part of our rule and control 
they are not part of it. We bring them in for what we 
want to bring them in for. They are not part of our 
dictatorship because when they try to hold public • 
meetings and we don't want that, the masses shut down 
the meeting. When we want to hold Zonal Councils and 
we don't want them there, we keep them out. When they 
want to put out newspaper and we don't want that, we 
close it down. When they want freedom of expression 
to attack the Government or to link up with the CIA 
and we don't want tha.t, we crush them and jail them. 
They are not part of the dictatorship. In fact, if the 
truth is told, they have been repressed by the 
dictatorship. They have lost some of the rights they 
used to have. Now it is the working people who have 
these rights, not the bourgeoisie. When the working 
p«?ople want to hold a public meeting, we don't stop 
them. When the working people want to go and hold a 
picket, we don't stop them. When they want to Picket 
Data, that is good, but if Rata want to picket workers 
we jail Data. The workers could Picket Bata, but Data

cannot picket no workers. When torchlight workers 
want to take over the company, we support then, n^t 
publicly and through making noise because that would 
not be in our interest* We pretend we don't know 
what's happening and let the trade unionists do it. 
But if the Torchlight owners try to crush the workers, 
we jail the Torchlight owners. 

The point is all ric^ts are not for them, all freedoms 
are not for them^ but all rights and freedoms are now 
for the majority who are no longer oppressed and rer 
pressed by a tiny minority. That is very important to 
understand because that is what dictatorship or rule 
means. And that is how every state operates. That is 
why the state came about in the first case; so that 
there would be a dictatorship and a minority, in the 
case of the capitalist state > would crush and oppress 
the majority^ In the case of the Socialist States tHe 
majority will crtish, oppress and repress the 
recal''itr-»'t minority. That is what it is, and that is 
what the nature of the dictatorship is, so they are 
not part of that. And that is very important for us 
to understand. 

Corarade% as we see it, this political t>ssencG - this 
dictatorship of the working people - is what we have to 
continue to develop and to build rapidly if we are to 
make substantial progress in building the national 
democratic anti-imperialist phase of the Revolution. 
And I would say, there are six (6) things to watch and 
to emphasise in terms of the political essence* 

First, it means control by the Farty and the working 
people. So we have to be guided by that at all times. 
The Tarty and the working people; the Party acting in 
26 the name of the working people and particularly, of 

course, the working class must control, guide and dir^^t* 
the process - must rule. 
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Secondly y it aeans an alliance has to continue to be 
maintainedi firstly, with the peasantry and other 
elements of the petty-bourgeoisie, and secondly with 

sections of the upper petty-bourgeoisie and the 
national bourgeoisie. That also means comrades, when 
we do work plans when we have particular actions we 
want to take or are about to take, we always have to 
be conscious of this alliance* In other words, comrades 
in St. Andrew^s area for example, who historically have 
given extra ordinary trouble in their dealings with 
Norris Bain, Minister of Housing and member of the 
ruling FRG Council must be very careful Over and over 
again, there would be activities, v/here there Is no 
no reason why the: comrade can not. be present, and they 
won't invite him. So we have him coming to us and 
complaining about all kinds of unnecessary problems 
because of stupidity. On the way in which some comrades 
choose to relate to, let's say a Lyden Ramdhanny or a 
Bernard Gittens. The fact is that we have an alliance 
and the alliance is important. And the same applies 
to the patriotic businessmen with whom we are develop- 
ing joint ventures and whom we are encouraging to 
invest. We can't meet them and curse them or get on 
arrogantly with them for no good' reason. Obviously, a 
trade union struggle is one kind of thing. But what I 
am saying is that for as long as the alliance is there, 
it calls for a certain kind of political maturity at 
the level of our behaviour in dealing with th^se with 
whom we are building an alliance. That is very 
important for us to watch. 

The third thing, comrades, the question of our people; 
their education (political and academic); the develop- 
ment of further democratic mechanisms and organisations 
and means and methods of- getting them to be involved 
and to participate and so on; The neoci for greater 
training in democracy for them, In other words, the 
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prepa ration for them to rule. That, of course, primarily 
refers to the working class but it applies in general to 
the working people and also to the broad masses in terms 
of the der ^l-.-^pricnt of democracy, in terms of the involve- 
ment in mass organisations, in terms of participation In 
the organs of popular power. 

The fourth point, the necessary emphasis we have to give 
at all times to the working class "(we are going to come 
back to that so I don't want to say too much on it). 
But for this political section, it has to be emphasised. 

And the fifth point, the building of the Party, because 
again it is the Party that has to be at the heaJ of this 
process, acting as representatives of the working people 
and in particular the working cxass. l*hat is the only 
way it can be because the working class does not have 
the ideological development or experience to build 
socialism on its own. The Party has to be there to 
ensure that the necessary steps and measures are taken. 
knd it is our primary responsibility to prepare and 
train the working class for what their historic mission 
will be later on down the road. That is why 7 he larty 
has to be built and built rapidly, through bringing in 
the first sons and daughters of the working class. 

And finally comrades, the need always for firmness and 
inflexibility on political questions that affect the 
building of socialism* On the economic front , you can 
have a lot of flexibility; on the political front the 
flexibility must be very little. We have to bo firm 
because we arc walking a real tight rope. On the one 
hand, you have to give encouragements and ^incentives 
and build the confidence of the bourgeoisie.. But on 
the other hand, when they stcj. out of line,, we still 
have to crush them. So it's that kind of tight-rope 
that has to be walked. 
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BCONOMIC ESSENCE OF THE NATIONAL ;EMOC»<ftTIC PATH 

I want to come corades, to the economic essence in the 
non -capitalist path, or more precisely the path of 
socialist orientation. That is what the economic 
essence of this national democratic business is- the non- 
capitalist path of economic development , the path of 
socialist orientation. That involves in particular 
building the state sector along particular lines which 
I now want to describe quickly. 

Firstly, the state sector must be built to be the dominant 
sector. As comrades know, that's happening already. 
Last year over 50^ of all investments in this country 
were by the public sector, by the state and. at this time 
^ the«controls about a quarter of the total economy. 

Building the state sector to be the dominant sector means 
a number of things:- 

(a) We must assume total control of all financial 
institutions over a period of time. I did not say 
total control tomorrow morning or next year, but 
equally over a period - that must happen: 

(b) We must assume total control of all foreign trade 
and also of some aspects of internal trade.> The 
Itf^in, of course, is helping us in that area already. 
This year, the MNIB will have a turnover of $20m. 
Right now ^f^I^; has $35m in stocks (quite a stagger- 
ing figure), iiight now , MNIB is buying over 70 
agricultural items from the farmers in Grenada. 
Right now, one in every ten farmers is selling his 
produce to NWI3. Right now, the three main depots 
for the MNID (Young Street, Hillsborough Carriacou, 
and Petit Martinique), in January, February, March 
of this year together, sold something like 300,000 
lbs of produce. And I'JLl give you something that's 
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even more staggering than that which was told to me 
by the Manager of the mih depot in Petit Martinique - 
Linus Helmar. Delmar told us that the Petit Martininse 
depot has a monthly turnover of $60,000 - a quite 
staggering figure. The role of the MNIB| both in the 
area of imports and exports, will have to be stepped 
up in the coming period. 

(c) We must assume total control of all Fublic Utilities <- 
electricity, telephone, water. National Transport 
Service. And here again, as comrades know, we 
already in fact control those four. The missing 

one for us now is Cable and Wireless and the 
Satelite Dish from the Soviet Union will be one 
aspect of the timing in relation to Cable and 
Wireless. 

(d) We must continue the building of the inf rasturcture - 
air port, sea ports, roads etc. - all aspects of 

inf rasturcture. 

(e) We must ensure the further development of tourism, 
of the manufacturing and industrial sectors; of 
the agricultural sector; of the agro-indus trial 
sector J of fisheries. In other words, all of the 
main pillars of the economy - agriculture, agro- 
industries, fisheries, tourism, manufacturing and light 
industry. 

(f ) We must develop central planning mechanisms for 
the economy and the society as a whole» Cut 
first of all we must start with the economy, in 
terms of the development of the economy comrades, 
over the next 10-15 years; as wc see it, the 
next 5 years - emphasis will undoubtedly be 
tourism. That is not to say that wo like tourism. 
That is because we have no choice. Tourism is 
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the sector that has the greatest potential for giving 
us the profits to invest in the areas we really want 
to invest in - agriculture, agro industries, fisheries, 
and non-agro industrialisation generally. That^s 
really where we v;ill like to go, but those cannot 
produce the money at this time, while tourism can. 
We estimate that we will spend about $350b in just 
tourism alone over the next couple of years, including 
the cost of the New International Air-port. 

The question is how to control that tourist develop- 
ment? And the plan there as you know is the Tourism 
Code, the Investment Code in general, and of course, 
a very, very careful policy and the development of 
careful guidelines at every stage to ensure that the 
negative social effects of tourism are at all times 
curbed. For example, take prostitution, if you catch 
local prostitutes - lock them up and rehabilitate them. 
If you catch foreign prostitutes coming in - deport 
tb«. So wo will have to develop a very careful set 
of rules and guidelines to ensure that tourism doesn't 
get our of hand. But at the same time, unfortunately 
for us is the way I will put it, tourism has to be 
the key for the immediate short term period. 

For ono thing, there is no way we can ever pay back 
for that International Air-port in a short or medium 
term if we don't have tourism developed. So that's 
where it's at for the next five years or so. The 
next five years after that - agriculture with a lot 
i^ore emphasis then too on Agro-Industries and Fisheries. 
But of course, in this first five-year period we also 
have to continue to do a lot of work on agriculture, 
agro industries and fisheries, so don't misunderstand 
what I am saying. I am talking about enpb^^is an! 
where the dollar bills will have to go because we 
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don't have nany dollars. Hut the fact of the mattei: is 
that all of these phases I am describing we will have 
to continue to work 06. all fronts. But we are not 
^going to be able to make the kind of returns we need 
on Agro, Agriculture or Fisheries in the upcoming 
period* Hence the importance of tourism. 

And in terms of agriculture comrades, the Youth Employ- 
ment Programme assumes predominant emphasis right now in 
this first period. 

In the third five year period (that is in ten years time), 
light industry, especially non-agro based industry and 
manufacturing will become more and more predominant » 
more and more important. 

It is important to observe? comrades that all of this 
lays the basis for the development of capitalism. iVnd 
that of course is a major problem because it means that 
if we are not careful capitalism rather than socialism 
will be the the end product, just like when Lenin had 
formulated NEP right after the Great October Socialist 
Revolution, the Bolsheviks too had that same problem 
and concern. 

Simultaneously we will be nurturing the shoots of 
capitalism and the shoots of socialism and the question 
is which one becomes predominant and how you control 
and ensure that socialism is what comes out and not 
capitalism. We have the sane problem as the young 
Soviet State faced but a million times more difficult, 
because our state sector is much smaller and does 
not have the potential in this immediate period for 
providing the profits to buil<l the economy and the 
country. And of course, we have a much smaller and 
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less ideologically developed workino class. On top of 
that we have this massive petty bourgeoisie; you have 
this low level of development of class consciousness; 
yoU have this total backwardness and primitiveness in 
the economy. In other words comrades, we have a ti(;ht 
rope that we have to monitor very carefully as we walk 
it - every single day , understanding clearly that all 
of this infrastructural development, and all of this 
activity we are describing not only can build socialism 
but also capitalist* 

What this means is that our primary task must be to 
sink the ideas of Marxism/Leninism amongst the working 
people so that their own idoolog^nal level can advance 
and they can begin to better understand what we are 
trying to do a.rd why their class consciousness can be 
raised in this way. Secondly, of course we can control 
the development 5 capitalism through the use of laws 
and regulations; because one thing we do have is 
political control (and we have that firmly) so we can 
decide on I'^*-.* much ta:<e3 to charge., we can decide vrho 
get credits. <. we can decide who gets concessions and 
pioneer incentives, we can decide what of Laws to 

pass and when, we can decide who to "manners" and when. 
In other words, we can use the apparatus of the State 
in order to effect those controls. But it is a tight 
rope and we just need to be careful and understand what 
we are involved in. 

TASKS OF THE NATION/tL OEMCXTRATIC STAGE 

Comrades,, the tasks of this national domocratic stace 
can perhaps be summarised in ten points; and I want to 
just quickly list thcTi. 

(1) Ensure the leading ro.le of the working class 
through its Marxist/Leninist Party backed by 
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some form of the dictatorship of the proletariat. But 
please note that I said some form of the dictatorship 
of the proletariat) because obviously at this stage we 
cannot have the dictatorship of the proletariat or the 
workinc? class, but the form we would have at this first 
stage is the dictatorship of the working people. 

(2) Build the alliance between the working class and 
mass of the working people; in other words, the 
alliance between the working class and the urban 
and rural bourgeoisie. At the same time, we must 
also build an alliance with those patriotic sections 
of the upper petty bourgeoisie and national 
bourgeoisie who are willing to help develop the 
country. 

(3) Ensure over a period, public ownership of the means 
of production. In other words, build the state 
spctor4 

(4) Work towards the gradual transformation of 
agriculture along socialist lines throuc^ develop- 
ment of voluntary co-operative farms and state 
farms. 

(5) Plan the development of the economy in order to 
lay the basis for the building of socialism and to 
raise living standards. 

(6) Begin the implementation of the cultural revolution. 
And this cultural revolution, as all of us knoi?, is 
one of the four revolutions we are building at the 
same time - the political, economic, scientific and 
technological and the cultural. And in the context 
of the cultural revolution, I want to emphasise 
three main points - the spreading of the* socialist 
idpolofjy, the wiping out of illiteracy and the 
building of a new patriotic and revolutionary- 
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democratic intolligentsi«* 

(7) Build the defence capacity of the country so. as to 
protect it anci to protect the revolution from 
internal and external enemic^st Comrades , the 
applicants on Saturday in one of the six workshops 
came back reporting that thoy were very concerned 
about the fact that there were so many non-party 
comrades who were leading the militiai and that is 
an area of concern that we share very strongly. 

We have to get more party comrades into the leader- 
ship of the militia. Just in terms of the means 
that we have here right now, we are short by over 
one fifth of the comrades that we need to operate 
them. Just in terms of what we have» I am not 
talking about what is to come. So if comrales are 
not preF>ared to come out and le^.rn to use those 
means, then it means that other comrades out there, 
hopefully supporters and strong sympathisers would 
bp the ones using them, which means that at the 
appropriate time we won't even have the guarantee 
that the guns can't be turned back on us. So I 
really hope comrades will take that comment from 
the workshop seriously. 

(8) develop proletarian internationalism. As represent 

atives of the working class in 'Grenada^ we have to 
ensure that our working class and the working peopl 
always demonstrate maximum solidarity with all 
international working class struggles. That is a 
fundamental responsibility. 

(9) Develop equal and friendly relations with all 
governments in the world, except the fascist 
military dictatorship and apartheid types. That 
is why comrades, we have been making trips to 
different countries in Latin America like Mexico, 
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Venezuelai Ecuador, Panama and so on. That is why in 
a few riays time we leave for Prance to another state 
visit. We must develop relations with all different 
kinds of countries - some of them revolutionary > 
democratic, some of them social -democratic, some of 
them, like in the ca- r? of many in CAi(lCGM| straight 
pro-capitalist and pro-imperialist in outlook. 

(10) Build rapidly our links with the Socialist World, 
especially the Soviet Union. And here I should 
hardly need to say more; we have just come back 
from an important visit to the land of Lenin, the 
Soviets in the last two days have arrived, nine of 
them including the Ambassador aw:l their Embassy is 
about to be opened and so on. So these links and 
relations are buil:ling reasonably satisf rctory. 

^ .. ^'FOI THE r.itESTtNT PEi^IQ D 

Coming out of all of this comrades, what are the tasks 
as seen by the Central Committee? 

The first task is sinking the ideas of Marxism/Leninism 
among the working class and thp working people. The 
main vehicle for this comrades is socialism classes. The 
Central Committee feels very strongly that this is the 
Number One task. And of course, there can be only one 
Number One task, and this the Central Committee regards 
as Number One - sinking the ideas of Marxism - Leninism 
among the working class and the working people. The 
fact of the matter is that a national lemocratic 
revolution can be turned back easily. For example in 
the case of Nasser's Egypt, not withstanding the years 
of hard work put in by Nasser and his party into trying 
to build the national viemocratic rrvolution in Egypt, 
After his death it took only a fpw years to roll back 
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aXl that had been accomplished, ^nd there were several 
reasons. One, the party was not in fact built along 
Leninist vanguard lines and secondly, because the ideas 
of Marxism Aeninism had not -^.aken root, there was no 
deep class consciousness in Egypt • We know that in mrny 
of these national democratic revolutions in Iraq, 
Somalia, Algeria and so on - the fact is that the ideas 
of Marxism/Leninism were and are not being spread. And 
therefore, with the ideological work being weak, at a 
certain point it becomes easy for forces opposed to 
revolutionary transformation to overturn what had been 
accomplished. 

2, The second task, comrades, the organisation of the 
working class and the working people through their trade 
unions, their organs for popular X)Ower, their mass 
organisations anr3 throu<2^ sports and culture - the 
Orgeoiisation of th working class and the working 
people. 

3. Thirdly, comrades, strengthening the Leninist character 
of the party by bringing in the best elemonts of the 
working people and in particular the working class , and 
through building the internal organisation of the Party. 

4, Fourth 'C' comrades, building the economy along the path 

of socialist orientation, thus providing more material 
benefits for the masses and laying the basis for the 
construction of socialism. 

5. The fifth task, d eveloping the defence capacity of the 
country through building the militia both quantitatively 
and qualitatively by strengthening the influence of the 
Party in the militia. 

We believe very firmly, comrades, that the tasks have beon 

put in the correct order r.c priority by the Central 

Committee. Unless the party as a whole foels very strongly i - 37 
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about this, and we decide to change this -ritisatioh, * 
these priorities in the order outlined will stand as 
1.2 .3 .4. and 5. You can . © two number ones and you 
can't .Ave three number twos. One is one and two is 

two. So we have to look at our workplans and committees 
and look at the rxogiammes that we are into and revise 
them to make aire that they are in line with the line 
of march set by the Centra^ Committee. One is one. 
Two is two, Three is three. Four is four and Fivo is 
five. Because, comrades, as you know another historic 
weakness of ours has been to set priorities one day 
and then the very next day to brpak the priorities that 
we have set; so we really need this time to take a very 
strong and firm position on this ouestion. 

THg SUBJECTIVE FACTOR - THE PkTTY 

Comrades I want to close, but what I want to close by 
saying will take another fifteen minutes or so. I want 
to close by going into the Question of the subjective 
factor, in other words the party, a very brief history 
of the party's development and the criteria for Party 
mexabership at this time. 

Over the past nine and a half years, our Party has 
passed through many stages of dGvelopmont ; all of us 
know that. We have analysed recently that there have 

been six major stages that the Party has gone through. 
The first stage began on the llth March, 1S73, with 
the merger, when came NJM out of JEWEL and M/iP led by 

- •--^cntsia and rural petty-bourgeoisie. The 
Strategy adopted was one of mass mobilisation with 
seizure of power coming through mass mobilisation, 
general strike, street marches anrl thereafter 
insurrection. Mistakes wore made, a deep class 
approach was not taken, no attempt was made to build 
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a teninist Party, there was an over-reliance on 

spontaneity and the possibilities of crowd politics. 

That perio* comrades, March '73 to April '74 is the 

period of mass mobilisation in action. Using the issue 

of Gairy's incorrect approach to the question of l4d«pendence 

as a base wont around the country agitating the 

masses for popular insurrection • :)uring that same 

period in fact, viithin the first two months of the 

Party being formed, we liberated 51 rifles from Gairy. 

It is true we did not hold them for as long as we would 

have liked; wo had then for one year and then Eielmar 

took them back, but in fact we stole 51 rifles as part 

of that preparation. 

During this period of mass mobilisation, we held the Teople^s 
Convention on Independence and the massively attended 
People's Congress where five historic, but nonetheless 
ultra-leftist, decisions were taken. You renenbor the 
decisions? Firstly, we tried Gairy, found him guilty 
of 27 crimes and gave him two v^eeks to resign. We 
suggested that a National Unity Council should be 
elected and a National Unity Council was elected and 
we said it would have the task of supervising the 
orderly transition to power of the new regime. We also 
decided that the people would take steps to remove the 
Gairy dictatorship if he did not resign within 2 weeks. 
So undoubtedly, this was ultra-leftism in action. 
Nonetheless the major weakness of this period was the 
subjective factory the fact that a Leninist approach 
to pary building and to strategy and tactics were not 
adopted; and this is notwithstanding the notable 
achievMenta of the period, inclu^'ing the publication of 
our Manifesto, 

After the defeat in January '74 the Party held its 
first major evaluation in April 1574, we were thax 
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exactly one year and one month old. ive sp^^nt a few 
days, a whole week-end , looking at the Party and 
trying to decide where we went wrong and what corrective 
action was needed. That is wht»n we docidod in theory 
and in principle that we should build a Lpninist Party • 
That decision was taken in April «74 but in practice 
that decision was not implement for many years* In 
fact, there was a constant struggle within the Party 
to get Leninist principles, in practice and in a 
concrete way going but it was always an uphill struggle, 
particularly on the need for collective study. In 
this second period, that is from April '74 to June '77, 
the Party was very much going through its period of 
early childhood, though our contpsting of the 1576 
General Elections and our policy on Alliances were 
evidence of a dpveloping political and ideological 
maturity. 

In the time period, July '77 to August •78, the party 
did make a qualitative leap forward in terms of Leninist 
standards and principles. That is the periorl when we 
stepped up our work among the working class, the work 
was not sufficiently deep, but at least it was starting. 
We tried to organise the agricultural working cUss 
but did not get very far because of Gairy's use of 
repression in protecting his base among the agricultural 
working class. Out we did some work during that period 
with the urban working class and with sections of the 
rural petty bourgeoisie - the farmers and the fishermen. 
That is the period too when the Orgnnising Committee of 
the Party was formed, thus taking some of the strain 
off the Political Fureau and Ipaving natters of 
discipline, party organisation and so on, for the 
Organising Committee to handle - a critical step 
forward. 
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And then we came to the next period^ the fourth period 
from August '78 to March "75, when the Party really 
moved into top gear. The timing was fortuitous for 
us because at the exact moment that a revolutionary 
situation was developing a number of key wtrk committees 
of the Party began to function. Inner party democracy 
was also being strengthened; party study was going on, 
and a mass scientific approach to organisation was 
beginning to develop. 

And from March *79 to this period, thp fifth (5th) we 
have had a lot of mass activity. It is the period 
when *:3 broadened and deepended our links with the 

working people and the masses in general, through the 
mass organisations - women, youth, pioneers-; through 
the organs of popular power - workers, parish and 
zonal councils-; through the socialism classes, very 
critically and also through our greatly expanded work 
in the trade unions. In this period, we have consider- 
ably deepened, broadened and expanded our links with 
the working people and the broad masses in general. 
This is the period too when the Party began to develop 
a number of critical new structures and committees, 
including the C.C. itself, PCP's and a Committee on the 
economy for the first time. They have not all done 
well as we woMld have liked but the fact is that 
important new structures have been set up and have 
begun to function. 

!?uring this period too, the Party has also been involved 
in supervising ^i»ny aspects of the State Apparatus and in 
running the state generally. The party is involved in all 
the key programmes of the Revolution, the Centre for 
Popular Education Programme, the Land i^eform Programme, 
Youth Employroen t Programme, and recently in the 
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discussions around the Budget and the Econony. So this 
is a period that has seen a number of new mechanisms, 
new structures and new work ccmm:;ttees and greatly 
expanded work in dosens of different areas at the sane 
time. 

But we believe very strongly, comrades , that as from 
now. Sept omber »82 the Tarty is definitely entering a 
new stage of the revolution and of our Party's develop- 
ment • Ive feel that because of the growing internal 
and external complexity of this period, because of the 
growing quantity of work required of the Party and in 
order to cope with the new complexities that once again 
we have to change c?ears and step up the pace. This 
year we have a major role to play in the development 
of the Economy because this is the essential basis 
for progressing on our path of socialist orientation. 
Furthermore; the question of the Armed Forces, 
especially the militia ^nd of the Party assuming 
leadership of the key positions there is something 
that we have to be involved in a lot more this year. 
The cues ti on of increasing the quantity and quality of 
our socialr.sis cl?.sses, as our priorities demand is 
also , something that we must take auch more seriously. 
The C F rooraame^ in its sec ond phase t must also get 
a lot of attontion this vg^ar . The Youth Enployment 
Prograsune and the Land Reform Programme are central to 
agricultur "^X and overs'Tl Economic development. 

in other words, we are reouirnJ to work on a doaen 
critical fronts at the sam-? time, and that is going 
to require a lot r : • V-VT' -J on of Leninist 
standards of discipline, consistency and seriousness. 
All of this, comrades, means tliat our ideological and 
organisational level as a Party will have to rise 
considerably. It is clear that if vc had not insisted 
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higher standards we would not have* reached where we have 
reached. But it is equally clear, comrades, that 
holding power is much more difficult than taking power. 
There is no doubt that the Party can be built more 
rapidly on the basis of lower standards but this will 
mean that the tasks we have set ourselves, including 
our historical task of building soci^^lism, would not 
be accompli -ihed. As Lenin told us a lonq time ngo 
"better fewer but better". Immortal '.»ords that we 
must never forget. 

During the Party's history, there are members who have 
dropped out; some for opportunist reasons; others because 
they were not willing to make the sacrifices required 
in the particular period; in other cases, as the Party's 
ideological outlook developed, they came to realise that 
they did not share the lesire to develop socialism; 
some others just could rot take the level of discipline, 
of organisation, of strain, of hard work, of sacrifice* 
Fut no one is a member for life in the serious Leninist 
Party and, at this point) the Central Committee would 
like to enumerate the criteria for party membership 
and to go into some details as to the qualities required 
for promotion in the Party- 

REQUlREMrNTS FOR MCMPEaSHlF 

The four basic recuirements for party membership are:- 

(1) Regular collective ideological study organised by 
the Party. 

(2) Engage in consistent political work under the 
guidance of an organ of the Party. 

(3) Consistent payment of party dues fixed at 5fft of 
gross salary. And comrades, gross means gross, it 
doesn't mean net - after you pay tax, or after you 
take out money to give to some member of the family. 
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So, if your salary is $800 per month and you - . paying 
$60 tax, that is not the Party's business; it is of 
the $800, so you have to pay ^•K), Onemployed comrades 
and students must pay $1.00 a month* I don't know how 
many unemployed comrades the Party has left^ but we 
certainly have students, 

(4) Understanding, accepting and implementing the 

principles and programme of the Party. This last 
requirement includes a complete willingness to 
accept Party discipline in many, many areas of one's, 
personal life, not just political life. To fully 
accept and really implement the principles and 
progrp-ii^o of the party requires you to let the 
Party decide when you can get vacation and sometimes 
even what kind of activities you can be involved in. 
In other words, even our personal life is under 
security to some extent. 

POTENTIAL APPLICANTS 

Comrades, we developed a new category called 
Potential ..pplicants after the Revolution, so as to 
ensure that opportunist?^, careerists, self-see'^ers and 
other elements like that who want to come into the 
Party because it seems easy, or bpcause the new conditions 
mean that they don't have to get "bull-pistle" if they 
join the Party now or because the Karty seems like a 
badge and passport to fame and prestige, are not 
allowed to enter the Party as applicants before they go 
through a tight screening process. And what we have 
been trying to do in choosing Potential Applicants is 
essentially to look for people with four main 'qualities 
and characteristics. Firstly, comrades with a 
genuinely revolutionary democratic outlook; secondly, 
comrades who engage in disciplined political work in 
a. particular area; thirdly, comrades who are basically 
^'*neGt and not opportunist in character; and fourthly 



Comrades whose relations to private prSrf^rty dr not 
involve them in the exploitation of labour, 

POTENTIAL APPLICANTS TO APPLICANTS 

From our experience, comrades, these are the people 
who are most likely to move to Marxism/Leninism. These 
comrades are then invited to join classes where they 
are tested to see whether they are hostile to, or 
accepting of the ideas of Marxism Lrainism. If they 
are not anti-communist, and if they continue to work 
well and show an honest approach, they are admitted 
as Applicants. AnfQas all comrades know the period 
of applicancy is one year. That gives both the Party 
and the applicant the tiiae to judge whecher the 
applicant really accepts the science of MarxisrVLenin^ sm 
and is willing to mako the sacrifices necessary to 
becoma a r'arty ucnbcr-* 



APFLICiN T S TO CANDI DA TE MEMBERS 

When assessing an ?,pplicant for promotion to Candidate 
Member the following five points are looked at ; - 

(1) '.Whether the applicant accepts the principles 
of Ilarxisru '^eninism and shows willingness to 
continue to develop o 

(2) V^hethsr the applicant has been working consistently 
end effectively in his/her - of political work 
and developing in terrs of organisational skills- 

(3) Whether the applicant has in practice accepted 
party discipline, in pract ice - 

(4) Whether the applicant has good relations with 
the masses, including party members and non- 
pp- ty members with whom he ha works in his 
Union, Mass Organisation.. Army, Workplace etc, 
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(5) Whether the Applicant continues to be of good 

character so as to present an example to the masses 
he/she comes in contact with; whether certain 
petty bourgeois traits such as individualism, 
hostility to criticism, arrogance, indiscipline 

and so on are being eroded; and whether proletarian 
qualities such as respect for the working class, 
co^perativeness and cooperation, disciplihe, 
modesty, self criticism are being built. If accepted 
as a Candid, te meniber, another year would now 
elapse before the comrade is eligible for consider- 
ation for full membership. 

CANDIDATE MRMBMS TC MfiMBE>?S 

At this stage, the stage of moving from Candidate Member 
to Member, the Party looks for the fullest possible 
development of six factors. 

(1) Ideological development as seen in a development 
of the ability to analyse and cope well with many 
different situations and to correctly apply 
strategy and tactics - the essence of correct 
Marxism/Leninism Leadership. 

12) The development of correct leadership. A professional 
approach to his/her political work, expressing 
Leninist organisational standards in all aspects 
of the work. 

(3) The development of an ability to supervise and 
guide the work of junior party comrades. 

(4) The removal of petty bourgeois character faults 
and the development of a character which 
provides 
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an outstanding example to other party comrades and the 
masses alike* 

(5) The development of very good relations with the 
masses and other party comrades* 

(6) The development of the technical and professional 
skills needed by the comrade in his or her job. 

Comrades, some comrades feel that it takes too lonr, to 
become a full member in our Party. Some comrades feel 
it is rough enough to have applicants, then candidate 
members and then members so that on top of that to 
have Potential Applicants is really just pushing the 
pace too much. And yet the truth is that some comrades 
in the Party are right now proposing another now 
category of not just Potential Applicants but of 
Prospective Potential Applicant, to make it even more 
difficult to gain entry. Th« fact is-, comrades, that 
we feel it is correct in our situation for us to have 
this long process of what, at one level, can be seen 
as probation before comrades can become full members. 
We think it is important n--v because at the level of 
party leadership we want to keep the number down; in 
fact at the level of the Central Committee of the 
Party, our anxiety and concern is to sec the Party 
lifted in terms of quantity and nuality in the shortest 
possible time. But we also know from experience that 
this whole question of coming to accept full membership 
in the party and really internationalism and 
operationalising in a serious way party discipline and 
party duties is something that does take time to really 
sink home. Sometimes comrades might last two or three 
years but then on a certain issue when the class struggl 
is really heightened they break and then leave the Party 

The truth is that it is not roally a case of the Party 
Leadership laying down harsh conditions; it is real 
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life and the demand of the strugyli^ that make it 
necessary for us to have these difficult conditions and 
for us to ensure that comrades who are full members, 
and also candidate members, are truly the finest 
representatives of the working class and the most 
stMled in struggle, in discipline, in dedication, in 
commitment and in total commitment for the working 
class and their interests. That is not the C.C. laying 
laws down, that is real life laying the laws down. And 
that is why comrades, we feel very strongly that these 
criteria are critical and necessary. 

We believe it must become more and more difficult for 
comrades to become full members and candidate members 
and it must become more difficult for new coB'radQS to 
remain as members and candidate members and those who 
are unwilling to live up to the demands Of this 
membership would have to be moved. We believe comrades 
that this stage of our process requires this. Deing a 
Communist, comrades meansbecoming a different kind of 
person. Our society is deeply petty bourgeois and 
this means the majority of our people aro deeply 
individualistic, ill-disciplined, disorganised, un- 
proletarian, hostile to criticism and so on. Many in 
the middle strata and intelligentsia often find it 
difficult to relate as equals with the working people 
while at the same time many working people lack 
confidence in dealing with certain types of people. 
It takes time for a new proletarian person to be built. 
It takes time for a Communist to be built. So in 
reality, comrades, promotion is not decided on by the 
Party but by the development of comrades themselves. 

On behalf of the Central Committee of our Party, I 
want to congratulate all the comrades who have been 
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recently promoted from applicants to candidate members 
who are here with us today for the first time in that 
capacity, and who as a result of that new status have 
assumed new richts, duties and responsibilities. I 
also want to congratulate in advance those comrades in 
this room who will shortly be promoted from candidate* 
members to full members. Comrades now know the basis 
on which they have been promoted. Those comrades who 
have not been promoted at this time will also, we hope, 
understand and accept the reasons why they have not 
been promoted. 

We believe comrades, that this line of march will equipt 
us to go into the field and to move rapidly to ensure 
that this first stage of the path v;e are on - the 
socialist orientation stage - is rapidly built. We 
believe that we have correctly defined the new tasks 
required to handle the new situation .that has developed. 
We believe that as Party, individually and collectively, 
we most now develop ourselves into becoming more 
professional, more disciplined, more Leninist so that 
we would be able to meet the demands of this period. 
We also believe firmly that the path we have chosen 
is the ONLY correct one. Wg believe that this path 
would certainly bring us to our second major historical 
objective to seeing socialism, of seeing socialist 
construction achieved in our country, thus ensuring that 
the working class in Grenada would assume their rightful 
role and becomp fully emancipated for the first time.

reform issue and about the mechanisms of response to the recent Buo- 
Dons to the Church. We told Cde. Straqhan that the report on the visit 
would be -sent to him not "before the second fortnight of September. 

The constant, efficient, diligent support by Cde. Cast6n Dfaz, our 
Embassy's First Secretary who at the time was head of the Ulssiony 
played an important role in the positive results we might have achieved 
in this visit* We left him in charge of finding and sending two impor- 
tant informative sourcess the Handbook of Caribbean Churches, 1962 . to 
be bought in Barbados, and the book written by Raymund Devas in 1932, 
which in case of not being obtained from P. Martin Simmonds, efforts 
should be made to borrow it trom the public library so as to photocopy 
it*

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CQWCLUSIOMS 3 

The religious situation in Qrenada ehows a seriee of charaeteri sties 
which can be sufflmarised as follows: 

1) Since the revolutionary triumph in 1979, the diocese showed signs 
of re8ei:vatioh and started to insist on the holding of elections* Du- 
ring the three years of revolutionary government , the Catholic hierar- 
chy has added to its electoral claim a position of mediation in favor 
of the 1979 pro-Cairy prisoners and .of advocate of the "freedom of the 
press** in the face of governmental measures to atop counterrevolutio- 
nary propaganda. The emphasis of the Church is in harmony with the 
campaigns carried out by the reactionary governments in the Caribbean 
against Grenada's PB(^and now has an institutional argument formalised 
in the p astoral o f the Caribbean Catholic bishops in February this year. 
This pastoral marks a new reference , which goes backward in comparison 
with that of 1975, and starting from it, political sectors in the area 
have promoted the summons to the Church for a confrontation of forces 
with the fSG of Grenada. 

2) For the Crenadian Church (particularly the Catholic one) the moment 
can be described as one of definitions. It c annot be ^id yet (i»i our 
opinion) that tfag hj^erarchyJas ^decide ^ Q*^ fi^? "p^'^'^or.lrr^ntptinn, Al- 
though the pressure from the reactionary forces in the region within 
and outsidte the Church is aimed. at confrontation, the position of the 
diocese seems to lean towards a combination of the pastoral attacks 
with repeated reference to the disposition to dialogue and the insis- 
tence upon the fact that their position towards the PRG is not uncoro- 
promising.

3) There are reasons to think that there is a potential contradicti 
between the foreign clergy (mainly the Eritish and the Irish) and the 
West Indian minority. That majority, whom the vicar of the cathedral 
himself think is alien and inadaptable to the local realities, is at 
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first sight the most active coiaxiterpart of the oppositiozust dynamics 
brought about by the February pastoral ana by the provocations of reac- 
tionary forces in the region. 

4) There are no signs of systematic proci esaive projections within the 
Grenadian clergy. It seems that within the institution there is not a 
trend in the theological and social line sympathetic to the revolutio- 
nary project, and there are no indications of a community organization 
of this kind at the grass roots. Hoivever, some believers belonging to 
Catholic organizations, who gather around the Pope PaiO. Camp (with 
whom we could not get in touch during this visit) and who actively ' 
collaborate with the NJU, can constitute a ferment in this direction. 

5) The sifl'ong point of the Grenadian churches (both the Catholic and 
traditional Protestant ones) regarding their social influence is the 
educational sector. The religious schools are, at a very high percent, 
in charge of elementary and secondary education because throughout the 
colonial, period the State traditionally neglected this sector. The PRC 
does not %ave a public educational system. In our opinion, the tea- 
chine centers are t^e st rongh old of the ecclesiasti-cal institutions 
and the possibi lity of a reform that should bring about their exclu - 
si on i s the ir main conc ern. 

6} The incorporation of the Catholic chiirches of the Caribbean to the 
Conference of Caribbean Churches (CCC), which also includes over 20 
Protestaiyt churches since its creation in 1973 1 besides being an ex- 
ceptional characteristic of ecumenism, establishes an associational 
link among the Christian institutions that admits a game of influen- 
ces in their projection: the Grenada Catholic diocese is a member of the 
Conference of Churches of Grenada (CCG) and with its positions it can 
influence on the the Protestant churches, and the other way around; 
at the same time, the fact that the Catholic Church belongs to the 
CCC means a similar gaiie of influences at the regional level* In this 
interaction, the most positive positions of the CCC act tfg~a restrai- 
ning factor to the behaviour of the Catholic Church at the local (and 
regional) level. However, the CQCis not a homogeneous body and the 



possibility of a reversal _of its pos itions -should no be underestima- 
ted, which would be in harmony with the tone of the criticisnis to 
the PBG by the Grenadian churches (see diagram in page 4)* 

7) The estimated believing population is over 80 percent, made up 
jnainly by Catholics (59 percent), Protestant from the historical ch\jr- 
ches (Anglicans, Presbyterians and Uethodists}, and a ntuDber of sects 
cuDong which the Hastafarians seem to be widely disseminated. The le- 
vel of participation observed in the Sunday service is high. There 
does not seem to exist a significant difference in the degree of re- 
ligiosity among Protestants and Catholics. The Charismatic Catholic 
movement has expanded and it is thought to reach no less than a quar- 
ter of Catholics. The African roots and their possible syncretic ex- 
pressions should be studied. 

8) The Catholic Chwrch is organized in a diocese wit h 20 parish chur- 
ches. It has one Bishop^and 22 priests, with a rate of one priest for 
every 2,950 Catholics (baptized). Sixteen of the priests are reli- 
gious Aid. 6 are diocesan; 16 are English, Irish, and Americftn; 4 are 
frojn other West Indian countries euid 2 fr om Grena da: 15 are white and 
7 are mestizo or black. Thus, because of their origin and race this 
iB a.^clerfi3LJKiJJi_chM;^ the problems 
of«jth£. .Island • 

9) The diocese is suffragan to the archd.ioces£__of Castries (St. Lucia) 
and beings to the Episcopal Conference of the West Indies, whose main 
seats are Jaiiiaica.,^nd__Tr3i^^ Thus the easlesiastical orga- 
nization takes on a supranational character and the projection of the 
Grenadian Church is linked to the strategy carried out by the *.Vest 
Xndian^ody. (Regarding the framework of institutional relationship of 
dependence, see the following diagram.)

1. V(fe underline the iniport&:ice of the fact th&t e coairade responsible 
for the attention to the religious problems be appointed by the Kew • 
Jewel Movement: This activity woidd basically include the information 
work at the beginning and regular contacts with collaborators from 
Christian organizations • If it is thought to be relevant, this can also 
include contacts with the clergy. We repeat the recommendation that the 
person to be appointed should spend 15-20 days in Cuba so as to be able 
to know our experiences, be trained in the tasks of Byr.tematic infor- 
mation on the Bubjeot, and exchange ideas on the most controversial 
aspects of the work. Comrade Strachan expressed his agreement on this 
proposal^ 

2. It vi>uld be advisable to study the possibility of formally creating 
a Reg ister o f^^Asso&iaiio ns (or a ^imilar mechanism) attached to the co- 
rresponding governmental body. Such a body could be legally established 
on the basis of the public need to make an inventory of the existing, 
associations in the country and their activities (this, would not only 
inclvide the religious institutions, but the Chamber of Commerce, asso- 
ciations of professionals, clubs such as the Rotarians, the Lions, etc.). 
This would enable the counting of members, posts, premisec, etc., the 
knowledge on special and regular activities, the means of financing of 
activities , etc. Both the terms of the resolution or law and the con- 
crete co|itents of the register and modus operandi would be defined ac- 
cording to the specific conditions. This proposal is based on the need 
to regularize the access by the PRG to systematic factual information 
on the religious institutions and their activities. Our recommendation 
does not dismiss the fact that the resposibility regarding the register 
could be, closely linked to the abovE-mentioned proposal. 

3. To promote contacts among clergymen and members :;.c laity from 
lacaragua .and _p.ther_ Latins eric an circles linked to -'ul theology of « 
liberation and, in genersLl, to the idea of a ch\jrch committed to the 
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revolutionary positionsi and the ChriBtiaii sec tore in Grenada throoj^^* 
the Pope Paul Camp and maybe through talks with religious clergymen 
ft-om a same order, particularly the Dominicans. These contacts should 
positively influence the Christian sectors of Grenada. 

4. To consider the possibility of the Matanzas Evangelical Seminarv 
inviting pastors from the Grenadian Protestant churches helongine to $ 
the Conference of Caribbean Churches (CCC), of which the Conference 
of Evangelical Churches of Cuba Is e member, to short or annual cour- 
ses. The language problem wovOld be solved here* 

5. To promote the invitation of Grenadian members of the laity and 
clergymen, through the appropriate channels, to visit Cuba. In my opi- 
nion, ft would be useful to immediately invite F. Cyril Lamontagne, 
Vicar of the Cathedral of St. George's (second figure in the diocese), 
who in our interview expressed his willingness to visit Cuba and was 
interested in knowing how he could be invited. Afterwards, I think 
arrangements should be made for a visit of P. Kartin Simmonds, supe- 
rior of the Order of the Dominicans in the British West Indies, in 
case the trip he told us he was planning to make' to Havana from Jamai- 
ca early next October would not take place. In case he would travel in 
October, we should be kept informed on his visit so as to organize 
activities that should help to positively influence his positions. 

P. Simmonds is the only clergyman who, in spite of his institutional 
respoi^ibility, enjoys a positive reputation in the revolutionary cir- 
cles of the Island. I think that after a new inquiry in Grenada we 
should assess the advisability of continuing this program of visits 
with other West Indian priests of the diocese. 

6. Th^ result of this visit ratifies an existing proposal in the sense 
of regularizinf, a reciprocal information link and an exchange of cri- 
teria 'OS the strategy and tactics of the Church and the mechanisms of 
prevention and response. The action of the Church - particularly the 
Catholic one has its origin in the policy of the Vat ican towa rd s 
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Central Anerica and the Caribbean, and therefore, entails ^e exlateaee- 
of Bediemisme of combined action vdthin the institution* The exchange 
on our part ehould comppiee two levels: a regular one vrith a NJU-PCC 
bilateral character, and another one with a trilateral iDharacter in . 
vdiich the 7SLN of Nicaragua would aleo participate. 

I think it is indiepensable to make a second brief visit within a 
short time (if possible within the present yeai') with a view to widen 
and deepen the gathering of testifflonial infomation and to carry out 
tasks of observation which were not possible to undertake during the 
first visit and that are essential both to complete the chciracteriEa- 
tion of the phenomenon and to propose effective measures. I summarize 
below the main concrete aims which have been left for a second visit: 

a) Interviews with Christian collaborators with the NJTiS (initially, 
Judy Vi'iUiams, Annette Campbell and Susan Berkley) and visits to the 
Pope Paul Camp* 

b) Interviews with Mons. Sidxiey Charles, Catholic Bishop; Uev. John 
Withington, Superintendent of the Methodist Church; and Rev. Hoskins 
Huggins, Archdeacon of the Anglican Church. According to the first 
contacts established, these interviews seem feasible and would result 
in direct assessments by the local hierarchies. 

c) Visit to Catholic communities with P. Kartin Simmonds, This was 
proposed by P. Simmonds during the intezview with him, and it would 
give vk a series of worthy elements. 

d) Interview with officials of the PRG and leaders of the NJU who 
could contribute with criteria on the religious phenomenon in Grenada. 

e) Tovkeep active the contacts with P. Lamontagne and Deacon Lucky 
Bernard, for whose optimum preparation there are good possibilities.

(Annex 1) regarding the provisional character both of the conclusions 
and recommendations of the present report.

In any case, it ie neceeBary t- remember that the Catholic sources 
only take into account the amount of baptized people, 5:hat is why 
the actual number of believers is always inferior* The Anglican 
Church «( official religion tinder 'the English Crown since 1795) fol- 
lows Catholicism as to the amount of believers^ and in smaller 
amounts, other traditional Protestant cults (Presbyterian and Metho- 
dist) and Apocalyptic siscts (mainly Adventist and Pentecostal, fol- 
lowed by a score of smaller denominations)* The Rastafarian sect, 
of Jamtfican origin, seems to be widely disseminated, identified by 
the testimonies obtained in pre-criminal environments. Altho\jeh in 
the first visit we did not achieve other statistical references thaK 
the ones mentioned regarding Catholicism, the criteria obtained showF 
that the believing population in the country is of no less than 8Cv. 
Though the number of Catholics is predominant, the proportion of 
Protestant cults is relatively high. As to the beliefs of African 
origin,, there are references to the survival of elements of the Yoru- 
ha pantheon, particularly Shang6, which were supposed to enter the 
Island in the 19th century, with the trade of freedmen as salaried 
labor for the plantations after the abolition of slavery. 
» 

Likewise we have heard about witchcraft practices under the rite cf 
African origin called "Obeah". We still do not have references which

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analize Afro-Christian syncretianst a question which shoiild be 
tEiken into account, l^either we are in conditions to asseee the spe- 
cific weight of the Rastafarian sect in the framework of the most 
disseainated religions; for thiB res-soni I have limited myself * to 
Indicate its existence. 

In a summarised way, the study of Spica^^ ^recognises that the insti- 
tutionalised religions existing today in Grenada are the CatholiCi 

Anglican, Presbyterian'^, and tSethodist ones, the Salvation Ariqy, tte 

African Methodist Bpiscopal Church, the Church of God, three Baptist 

denominations, Berians, Pentecostals and Seventh Iiay Adventists, the 

Rastafarians, the ISuslims, and the Bahalsts. It does not mention, 

however, other religions aleo present, such as the Church of the Na- 

zarene,9and some Literalist sects whose temples I was able to see* 

Regarding the Jehovah Witnesses, their presence was mentioned in » 
some interviews, but it was described as insignificant. It shoxild 
be noted that some sects are distributing pamphlets in Spanish in 
the streets, which seems to be purposely aimed at our internationa- 
list workers. 

1»2. Historical reference 

In the British West Indies, Grenada seems to be the only one where 
the most disseminated religion is the Catholic one. In St. Vincent, 
Barbados, Antigua and the rest of the British West Indies the Angli- 
can and Uethodist Churches have greater influence, while in the 
French West Indies the Catholics arc predominant. 

This majority of Catholics in Grenada is explained starting from- the 

colonization of the Island by the French Crown. The first Catholic 

nissi oners arrived in 16^1 from France. Under the British domination, 
*» 

the Anglican Church was introduced, which became the official reli- 
gion, ana likewise other Protestant cults v/ere introduced. The status 
of official religion gave the Anglican Church certain pirivileges over 
other religions. With the substitution of the French institutions by

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the Britieh ones, the Catholic Church, which atruggled for a auccesa- 
ful survival, also became Britiah: since 1795 on and throughout a 
century Irish secular prieets predominated in the Island, and since 
the beginning of this century, the Dominicans from the Engliah pro- 
yince have made up most of the Catholic clergy. 

It la worth noting the historical weight ifAiich the order of the Do- 
minicans has had in the eccleBiaatical government in the Island and 
the sub-region. The diocese of the Vest Indies was created in 1613 
and since 1863 to 1930 (at least) it was led by Dominican bishops. 
The Catholic historian E. Devas listed 202 Catholic priests in the 
history of Grenada up to 1930, all of them foreigners, out of whom 
52 have jDeen Dominicans. Likewise the absence of Jesviists in this 
list is fcignificant.^-" 

The year 1956 marked the creation of the diocese of St. George* s, 
in Grenada, sxiffragant to the archdiocese of Port-of-Spain up to 
1974, when Castries (St. Lucia) acquired the rank of archdiocese, 
with Grenada subordinated to it* The Benedictine Patrick Webster, 
Bishop of Grenada sice 1970, was appointed Archbishop in Castries 
in 1974 f and then the diocesan priest Sidney A. Charles, from Trini- 
dad, was appointed Bishop of the Greneida diocese, a post he still 

ea- 

holds. 

The moving of Bishop Webster to Castries was considered in the Epica 
study as meneouver of the Vatican due to his position on the side 
of the Conference of Churches of Grenada in the face of the repres- 
sion by the Gairy regime after the 1973 Bloody Sunday. Webster de- ^ 
finitiyely retired last year and is living in Paris. 

The coming -into the Island of the Adventist, Pentecostal and other 

sects is described as a phenomenon of the second post-war period and he 

as having a typically American influence. Bven more recent is the ^y, 

arrival of the Rastafarian sect, which took place in the second half aur-

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of the *608 and was linked to the "Black Power** boom in the United 
States, and which also had another aspect of political i;afluence in 
the Island and in other West Indian countries* 

- 1.3^ The Catholic Church: Composition, structure and dependence re - 
lation ship* 

Grenada is a small diocese, made up by one Bishop and 22 priests 
(23 in 1979, 27 in 1972, according to various sources) which 

represents a rate of one priest for every 2,950 believers, approxi- 
mately. 

Out of the 22 priests, 16 belong to religious orders and there are 
only 6^diocesan, the majority of them being Dominicans and the Irish 
Father* of St. Patrick (Kiltegan). The Dominicans, who evidently 
play a predominant role in the Brenadian Church, also have four bro- 
thers who make up a small community of a dozen religious, who in- 
cludes the regional Superior of the Order (P. Kartin Sinmonds) for 
the British West Indies. In relation to ttie nationality of the cler- 
gy, only two of them are Grenadians, fbur oothers come from other West 
Indian countries, send sixteen are missioners of European origin (13), 
and Americans (3). 

.Consequently, the clergy is mostly religious, foreign and white. The 
mmebers of the institution are completed with 24 nuns, 2 permanent dea- 
cons, 8 lay missioners and 4 seminarists (out of the country). 

The two largest Beminaries in the region, which depend on the Seat 
Indian Episcopal Conference, are: one in Trinidad, with about 20 se- 
minarists, and another one in Jamaica with another 10 students. Both 
are diocesan and their teaching level is ratified by the University 
of the West Indies, with seat in Kingston.

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Th9 Catholic instltutioo hae 20 parish churches and another 33 nie- 
sionary facilities and chapels wit'hout resident priests. 

In the framework of the social activity, the action of the Church 
focuses on education. They have 6 secondary education Institutions, 
headed hy 23 relieious and with 52 lay teachers and around 1,400 etu- 
dentsP^ The source reports likewise 30 elementary schools with 
11,141 students. In 1925 there was a total of 58 elementary schools 
in the Island, out of idiich 10 were pid>lio and 48 religious (27 Catho- 
lic and 21 I>rotestant). The work of the churches Xn education has his- 
torically prevailed in the country and even today it is advocated hy 
the clergy as a contribution to the Greixadian society. P. Sinmonds in- 
Bxeted^upon this aspect, showing the intention of the Church to save- 
guard the continuity of the religious orientation through teaching. 

The diocese in Grenada is subordinated to Hons. Kelvin Felix, Arch- 
bishop of Castries (St. Lucia), one of the four archdioceses inte- 
grating the Episcopal Conference of the West Indies. At present, the 
Confei4nce is headad by Hons. Anthony Pantin, Archbi^shop of Port-of- 
Spain since 1979. This structure, which divides the region into- four 
archdioceseB with 13 suffragant dioceses, exists since 1975. V/ith 
this organization, the country is a Catholic province which is arti- 
culated within a West Indian Episcopal body out of the national demar- 
cation. This is one oof the most significant structural characteris- 
tics of the Grenadian Church. One cannot speak about autonwwy regar - 
ding the national Episcopate, because the Episcopate has a regional 
character. 

The second characteristic to be taken into consideration is that, 
unlike Cuba, the Dominican Republic, Haiti, Puerto Rico, and the rest 
of the' continent, the so-called "Lesser Antilles" are considered te- 
rritory of mission and answer to the supervision of the Congregation 
for the Evangelisation and Propagation of the Paith, like the African

A third characteristic to be taken into consideration is that the 
Catholic Episcopal Conference ie part of the Conference of Caribbean 
Churches (CCC), which has an ecumenical character* In no other part 
of the continent has the Catholic Church accepted to integrate the cor- 
responding conferences of churchesi which group the most representa- 
tive part of the Protestant churches. 

Finally, the relationship vdth the Holy See equally adopt suprana- 
tional features. Between 1977 and 1979 Trinidad -Tobago, Barbados, 
Grenada, Jamaica and Bahamas inij^iated diplomatic relations with the 
Vatican, thus establishing the nunciature of the Caribbean with seat 
in Port-of-Spain and Archbishop Paul Tabet was appointed Internuncio. 

1.4. Elements on religiosity 

The riigurous chsiracterization of religiosity requires data and tests 
which have not been carried out. However, at the risk of being ne- 
glectful, it is indispensable that we organize some assessments of 
these first contacts. 

a) In the first place, the features of the present Christian religio- 
sity have to be considered in the framework of cultwal patterns of 
Anglo-Saxon origin; there seems to be little difference between Ca- 
tholic and Protestant religiosity. It is the view of ?. Lsjaontagne 
that there is no difference between the Protestant and the Catholic 
cults as to the proportion of participants in S\inday mass and in 

lay organizations within the total of the believers; he considers 
this proportion low, although he does not dare to estimate it in 
percentage. 

b) In spite of LajLontagne*8 assessment, we cowted around 200 atten- 
dants to Catholic mass and some 130 to Ahgtl'can~Tnaas , lu Loth ca ses • 
during the first session (between 7 and 9 in the norniag). Through- 
out that Sunday we could observe a significant movement In around

a dozen halle and templee of diverse denofflinations* In eupy we fiot 
the inpreseion that the attendance to Sunday mass is high, if we 
take into account that St. aeorge'a is a city of around 20,000 in- 
habiteChts. Attendaince to xnass maintains all the characteriaties 
not only of a religious hut also of a social celebration, attention 
being drawn to the oare of Sunday clothes. 

c) The Charismatic movement is considerably disseminated within the 
Catholic Church. Having arrived .in the country in the early 'TOs, 
interviewed priests estimate that toaay no less than 25St of the Ca- 
tholics belong to Charismatic groups. These are attended to 
prieBts. In November 1976, the Conference of Bishops of the West 
Indieg declared in an official document the legitimacy of the Catho- 
lic Charismatic renewal. This movement has gained followers mainly 
in the humblest sectors. 

d) In some of the information received the presence of elements of 
African origin was mentioned, but we could neither observe nor ob- 
tain aoncrete written or testimonial references t© syncretism with 
African elements, which require deeper research. 

e) In conclusion, the first impression received is that of a Chris- 
tian parish which constitutes a considerable percentage of the popu- 
lation and presents a degree of participation in the cult which caii 
be described as high* 

2, T>^ positions of the churches with regard to the revolutionary 
transformations . 

After the meeting held in IJartinica, in november, 1975 » the Episcopal 
Conference of the West Indies then headed by the Archbishop of Kings- 
ton, Hons. Samuel Carter, S.J., issued a pastoral entitled "Justice

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2.1. The 1975 Pastoral > 

This document declared itself to be in haroony with the Report of 
the Opening Assembly of the Conference of Caribbean Churches (1973) 
in the praising of social justicsi describing itself (the Church) as 
"^being identified with the poor and the oppressed, making their 
6tri]ggle its own"* It started from a stroiig self-criticisjn: *'Our 
Chtirch is also to be blamed on occasions for acts of racial discri- 
mination and of perpetuation of social and class divisions*'* The Bi- 
shops go far enough to state here that **the Catholic Church does not 
indiscriminatedly condemn all forms of Socialism** .^^^ 

The text differentiated Ifiarxism as unacceptable for Christianism for 
belng^a Atheistic doctrine, and conditioned the Christian support to 
movements or parties carrying out Socialist programs to their links 
with materialist positions. 

This pastoral, which indicates the adaptational shift of the Catho- 
lic Church when an epoch of definitions takes place in the Caribbean, 
is particularly important for measuring the orientation of the Carib- 
bean Church after the germination and triumph of the people's revolu- 
tion headed by the New Jewel Movement in Grenada. In it, after dif- 
ferentiating and conditioning the Christian positions around Socia- 
lism, the Bishops concentrate their attention on the rights of the 
individual, especially those referring to suffrage, the possibility 
of public dissent, and equal protection before the law. Ko mention 
is made here to the right to work, survival, education, and health. 
So the dociiment presents a shift which begins by assuring an ethical 
cover which denotes a sense of guilt and by looking for an opportuni- 
ty to make c3:ear its rejection to atheism and to end by defending the 
constitutions in force to prevent the revolutionary transformation as 
elitist displacements. Likewise it formulates a reinforcement of the 
pastoral tactics towards feunily life and, what is much more intereetix)

Even with these anbiguitiee, one hae to note that it ie a highly 

tinged, document, with Btatements which fragpientarily contain much

2.2. mie 1982 Pastoral 

Last Pebruary the Weat Indian Biahopa issued a new Pastoral entitled 
•»True Liberty and Development in the Caribbean**. This new document 
presents explicit connections with the most recent encyclical of 
John Paia II, Laborem Exercens . which is quoted on 10 occasions. 
In thi papacy line, it intends, since its first paces, to place it- 
self over Capitalism and Socialism, adopting an equally critical at- 
titude towards both regimes. 

Here the Bishops reiterate the considerations around the possibility 
of a Socialism "without atheism" and without total abolition of pri- 
vate property (they admit the legitimacy of nationalization of key 
productive sectors). 

But the main issue of this document is expressed in the next to 
last epigraph under the title ••Political Coups" • It begins with a 
reflection on the vulnerability of the West Indian government?, and 
leads to a decisive criticism of violence, noting that "frequently 
the political coups simply substitute one tyranny for another". It 
underscores that the coup does not leeitimize the government and su- 
bordinates all such legitimization to the rights of the individual. 
The epigraph ends sanctioning that although in the Caribbean the "tra-j 
ditipnal pacific means of political change through elections'* have 
been forced, "these are the only adequate ones even when they do not 
guarantee a good government". 

This, second pastoral contains, therefore, a tacit allusion to the 
people's revolution in Grenada, and the consequent warning as to 
what are the values that the Church is willing to defend and advo- 
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oate. Surely this document wae nede public from the pulpit during 
the Sunday ma 86 in the Grenadian chuirchesi giving rise to the cor* 
responding uneaainess among the Catholic parishioner a* 

Both pastorale show a high level of polltization in their wordings* 
That of 1S7^ since its initial lines warns that **in reading this 
letter some will argue that the Church is once more meddling in po- 
lities'** In the second letter there is no longer the need to prevent 
in spite of the fact that it has statements such as the following: 
"There are still strong efforts to submit our region to noxious fo- 
reign influences which threaten our peace" ^ followed by: "There cure 
attempts to impose the ideology of atheistic Marxism on our peoples'*. 
After these affirmations, a brief critical mention to Capitalist ex- 
ploitation, as a moderate counterweight, clearly shows what the 
Bishops are emphasizing as preeminent danger* 

V/e have not hesurd - between February and the present time » about 
any document of the Conference of Caribbean Churches (CCC), which 
gathers both Catholics and Protestants, and whose positions are more 
open because they even admit complete progressive expressions* 

2*3* The recent provocations 

Under the enunciation on human rights, the Caribbean reaction has 
strengthened a campaign against the PRG of Grenada regarding a hun- 
dred of Gairy followers who are kept in jail since the arrests in 
1979. * 

In this campaign the Church, vdiich internally has functioned as media- 
tor, can even become an open oposition factor, which is the aspiration 
of the reactionary forces in the subregion* 

Last July the annual convention of the r\iling party of Dominica served 
as framework for this campaign* In an allocution by the journalist of 
Grenadian origin, Alister Hughes, linked to political positions in 
the previous regime, the Church is reproached for its moderation and 
its action is demanded to move the public opinion against the FR6, 
taking advantage of its sensitivity to people's pressure* 



The New Jewel Movement answered the provocation in two separate state* 
nents. The first one rejects the interference of the ruling party of 
]>oittinica in the Grenada internal affairs and characterises the reac- 
tionary 'positions of that government. The second one places Hughes in 
his alignment with the Caribbean reaction and alerts the Grenadian 
people as to the call issued to the Church for them to join the po- 
sitions of the Coiant err evoluti on. {^^^ 

The Church, which has interceded vith the PftG regarding the question 
of the people kept in jail sixice 1979 1 has not pronounced Itself on 
Hughes' summons. To a certain extent, it can consider that the res- 
ponse of the NJI3 tacitly frees it from that necessity. 

In an ipterview with the Vicar of the Cathedral, F. Cyril Iismontagne, 
the question of the people imprisoned in 1979 wae mentioned as a point 
of fundamental disagreement of the Church with the PRG. However, Jia- 
montagne condemned Hughes' pronoimceinent in Dominica and expressed 
his disagreement in that the Church be taken as opposition instrument. 
He recognises that the Church has to adapt itself to the new social 
situation existing in the country Eind says that its greatest difficul- 
ty is to move from being a Church that rules to one which is destined 
to serve. 

In the interview F. Lamontagne underscores the differences between 
the positions of the Church and those of the foreign clergy, which 
cannot manage to understemd the social situation. He raises objections 
to the JRG in that these positions be understood as those of the ins- 
titution. He, however, admits that the inadaptation of a British or 
Irish clergy is an objective factor which has an unfavorable bearinf. 
on the understanding with the Goverzunent. 

After our return, in its September 1982 edition the monthly publica- 
tion of the CCC has published an article entitled **Church-State Rela - 
tions in Grenada**, which contains the points of view of Archdeacon

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fioBkinge Hugeins, Chief of the Anglican Church and Presiaent of^the 
Christian Conference of Grenada (CCG). Huggins expressly answered 
on behalf of the CCG, cpnflraing the existing complete freedom of 
^cult, the recognition of the achievements of the 7HG, and the ^willing- 
ness of the churches to cooperate. At the same time, it lists the 
disagreements, (''areas of concern*') wifii the revolutionary government: 
1} the differendum on the imprisonments in 1979; 2) the lack of 
elections; 3) the delay of worl^ing permission for clergymen; 4) res- 
trictions to the local ecclesiastic publications; ^} an administra- 
tive contentious affair regarding the acquisition of a building;. 
6) difficulties to meet with the ministers of the Government. 

The contributor includes afterwards answers given by the Prime l^i- 
ni8ter*8 office to all the points, as well as a rejoinder by Rev. 
Huggins limiting itself to the dispute aroimd the building. ^^^^ 

In conclusion, I think it can be said that the position of the 
churches has become tense, but that it cannot be affirmed that it 
has reached a critical point because it is not expressed in the 
level of open confrontation. The tactics of the CGG seems more in- 
clined to tone down the contentious problems with favourable 
statements, as the above article shows. There is a difference be - 
tween the level of pressure against the PHG demanded by the V/est 
Indian reaction from the churches and that which the COG is in a 
posi*tion to exert.

* Was bom in St Lucia; 55 years old - diocesan with around 16 years 
in Grenada - General Vicar of the diocese* 

* He explains that in St, Vincent, Barbados, and Antigua most of the 
believers belong to the Anglican and Methodist Churches, while in 
the French West Indies, as in the Spanish ones, the majority ere 
Catholic. Grenada keeps the Catholic predominance of the colonial 
period under France, which has also culturally left other marks. 

* He establishes a difference between the massive level of participa 
tion, which includes attendance to Sunday mass, and the intense 
participation, which is by a minority* His view is that in Grenada 
the levels of attendance to the historical Protestant churchejj are 
close to those of Catholicism: more intense during the festivities 
•Christmas, Holy Week, Lent* 

^ As to the liturgy, he says that there are several priests trying to 
assimilate the reforms of the Vatican II* 

« On being asked about his opinion regarding the theology of libera- 
tion, and in general regarding this renewed line of thought, he an- 
swered that Grenada is not a country with a large concentration of 
wealth; that there are neither the very rich nor the extremely poor; 
that there is a predominance of a poverty characterized by a low stand^ 
ard of living, but not by misery (only in unusual cases); he adds that 
attendance to church is representative of this composition, and that 
he thinks this specific fact makes a theology of liberation that would 
adjust to other realities to be less adequate in the country* These 
observations follow his doubts about the strictly theological charac- 
ter of these theories* 

* Composition of the clergy by countries: at present there are only 2 
Grenadian priests and another four from the West Indies; there are 16 

2-24 Irish, British, Canadians and Americans, which complete the present 
22 priests. 



In the 'TOs three priests were brought from Nigeria with the aim of 
increasing the proportion of blacks, but he says this experience was 
a failure because they did not have a good adaptation and that 2 of 
them lefty and the third one will soon go back to Nigeria* Thqr chose 
Nigeria because of the experience and contacts of the Kiltegan friars 
there • 

On assessing negative reactions on the part of the clergy to social 
change in Grenada, he puts them down to the difficulties of the trein- 
sition from a church that rules to a church that serves. He centers 
the problems on the Buropean clergy whom he thinks should proportion* 
ally decrease in years ahead in favour of an indigenous clergy from 
the region. 

The Catholic Episcopal Conference (West Indies) has two major semina- 
ries s one in Trinidad and another in Jamaica* Both seminaries are — 
diocesan aiid the former now has around 20 seminarists, while the lat- 
ter has around 10, They are affiliated to the University of the West 
Indies (UWI) so that their level would fit to that which is tought — 
there and the degree confered would be correspondent. 

He explains the dependence of the West Indian dioceses on the Congre- 
gation for the Evangelization of the Peoples and the Propagation of 
the Faith instead of on the Congregation of Bishops, like in the rest 
• of America, due. to financial reasons. The Caribbean Church is not able 

to finance itself and subordination to the above Congregation assures 
its 

/financing as the region is considered a territory of Mission. 

He points out that the relations Church-State under Gairy were not ea- 
sy, but that the Church managed to keep its status because the govern- 
ment knew its social influence. He adds that the Church has to show - 
its capacity to carry out its mission beyond the ideologies being pre- 
dominant in society. 
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* He said that at present the Church does not object the changes Isy the 
FRGy but that it has critical apprisals* He understands that there 
have been mistakes both by the TRG leadership and the Chux'ch* In the 
Church the forei^ clergy is not as able as to understand the internal 
questions and reacts hastily, adopting wrong positions. 'She PRG has 
interpreted these positions as being those of the Church, but it has 
been made clear that those manifestations do not express the position 
of the Church* 

* In spite of maintaining these criteria, he admitted that the statement 
hy the journalist Alister Hughes in the Congress of the D]<!P of Domini- 
ca, summoning the Chiirch to exert pressure on the public opinion around 
this question,.

OTHER CHURCHES 

Generally the other Churches - Berean, Jehovah's Witnesses, Baptists, 
ZhuTch of the Open Bible, Pentecostal, Garden of Prayer, Church of Christ - 
re very quiet. The Baptist and Church of the Open Bible are on the increase 
:i numbers. These Churches also eppose the Revolution from the position that 
t is tbaching Mm "Atheism and turning away from God", but these Churches 
• net consistently attack the Revolution. Generally pre-occupied in the 
process of "winning souls" and attacking the Catholic Church in order to 
build their numbers. In my opinion the most reactionary of the lesser 
Churches are (1) The Jehovah* s Witnesses (20 The Church of the Open 
Bible rnd (3<) The Baptists.

ANALYSIS OP THE CHURCH IN GRENADA 
(1) A BRIEF HISTORICAL OVERVIEW ; 

The real history of the Chxirch In Grenada can be said to have begun 
with the coming of Columbus to the island and the subsequent attempts by 
the different religious sects to "christieoiize" the Inhabitants. 

With the changing of the balance of power by the constant squabbles 
between the Colonial powers and the subsequent changing of ownership of 
the island of the religious institutions of .those powere were extended to 
Grenada; first the English Anglican Church, then the Roman Catholic Church, r 
Uethodist and Presbyterian Churches* 

All these Churches served the interests of the ruling classes and 
helped to strengthen the position of the Colonial Governments. *hlle 
helping the ruling class, these Churches also played a key role in uniting 
different sections of our society. Por example, the Anglican Church 
traditionally comprised the elite of Grenadian Society while the Roman 
Catholic Church drew it's members from the poor and oppressed classes. 
This serves, today, to explain why the Roman Catholic Church is the most 
powerful in Grenada with approximately 70,000 baptised members. 

Poor living conditions, poverty and dispair during the era of 
Colonialism served to strengthen the position of the Church among the 
broad masses of our country because the Church is strongest where there 
exists poverty, illiteracy and an educational system designed to suit the 
interests of the* Church, where religious knowledge was compulsory at 
schools controlled by the Church, served to entrench further a deep 
idealism among our people which today, is one of the main reasons for our 
people's deep and strong religious feelings. 

To compound matters more a flood of new-fangled religious sects and 
denominations came to Grenada just after the Second World War. These are 
the Non-Traditional American types. This flood continues even to this day. 
Thus, the bases of the traditional religions have been somewhat eroded 
and the social composition of Grenadian society further subdivided into a 
multitude of various sects of different shades and creeds.

2) TH3 CHURCH AS A THREAT TO THE RSVOLUTION 

March 13, 1979 forced all Churches in Grenada to take a new look at 
hemselves and to analyse their role in a Revolutionary society. At first 
hey played a wait and see game, hut, when it became clear where the 
devolution was going and what it stood for, they took up a clear position. 
:t is safe, here, to say that there is no clear "left" religion in Grenada, 
ut, since our Revolution enjoys popular support, then the broad mass of 
Church goers are to varlng extents supporters of the Grenada Revolution, 
his cannot be said about the Leaders of the Churches in Grenada and I 
?ontend that- we have no support among them, all are to different degrees 
.ostile to the Revolution. This is true even though some are less vocal 
han others. The following analysis of events taken at different periods 
.p to the present tine will suffice to here identify the ^hurch as the 
ain potential source of major internal counterrevolution* 



, 1980 - 1981 - The main line pushed for this period by the Traditional 
Churches was the question of the Detainees at Richnond Hill and the 
holding, of elections* The Roman Catholic Church in particular used 
every forum to push this line. This Church organised retreats, semi- 
nars an;? conferences and at every one of these activities, hostile 
statements were hurled against the Grenada Revolution on so-called 
violation of Human rights* livery Sunday at one Church or another 
priests were heard to ask people to "pray for the detainees" whose' 
rights have been denied. 

While the Traditional religious were on the human rights/election line, 
? non-traditioiial religions were on a different line. They were preaching 
e so-called " last days doctrine" and saying that "man has turned away 
•era god" a subtle attack on our ideological positions. This line was 
.rticularly strong among the Baptists and the Open Bible Churches. 

19^*0-1981 period saw the Catholic ^hurch making efforts to obtain 
•lest versed in the knowledge of submitting our ideological position, and 
I.SO saw the Roman Catholic Priests begin to print pamphlets on "civic and 
man Rights" and "notes on Marxism". In reality anti -Marxism/Leninism. 

. 1932 - The first half of the year was relatively quiet as the Churches 
started to plan new strategy and tactics. In November 1982 the Roman 
Catholic Church emerged as the No. 1 antagonist of the Revolution. 
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The Bishop, Sydney Charles, began to push the line that the Church 
will face its biggest "challenge" in 1983. A new strategy was developed 
that of re-organization of all Catholic Youth under the direct control of 
the Bishop. Two new organizations were formed for this purpose (a) the 
Diocesean Youth CoinmisBion and (b) the Diocesean Youth Council. The latter 
organization whose chairman is appointed by the Bishop, replaces the 
Catholic Youth Congress (CYC) whom the Bishop saw as "too political". 

On 10th December, 1982, 4,365 copies of the Jerusulem Bible arrived 
in Grenade for the Catholic Church. A very simple bible it is written in 
novel form so as to make it easier for the church masses to read. This 
indicates the Church's understanding of the ideological struggle. The call 
by A. Huges for the church to voice its opinion on matters of human rights, 
and the statement that it is the main hope at this time. The Bishop 
speaks of the "challenge" to the Church in 1983 In his Christmas Uessage. 

i 

The situation took on a new turn when Methodist Minister Ledson 
refused to officiate at the burial of Cde. Demo Grant and had to be kicked 
out of Grenada. All the traditional Churches saw this as "persecution" and 
lardened their position against the PRO and Revolution. 

In December of the same year, in his Christmas sermon. Arch Deacon 
Huggins of the Anglican Church, spoke of the need to safeguard the right to 
iforship, and acted in a way that would make anyone feel that this right 
was about to be taken away. 

3. 1903 - Upsurge in open air crusades, house to house and tract giving 
by the non-traditional religions. More house to house work done by 
Jehovah's Witnesses. There seem to be a frenzied drive by these 
churches to win new members. This process is continuing now. There 
has also been a number of visits to Grenada by pastors and preachers 
from abroad to "beef up" the work In "evangelization". 

The Roman Catholic Clergy, for the first time, has instituted a 
>rescheduled list of meetings led by the Bishop for the year. Nine (9) In 
.11, Three (3) have been held so far, all at different venues. The fourth 
eeting will take place on 12th July, 1983 at the Grand Roy Presbytry. 
^his activity Indicates that the Clergy is becoming more and more organized 
inder the leadership of the Bishop 

The organization of the youths continue at an accelerated rate, with 
ill ages included in this drive. The Bishop, at a meeting of all Catholic 
jouths leaders in May, said that the enemy was organized *nd that it was 
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necefisapy that the church organize also to combat the enen^y. At an early 
meeting In April, the Bishop again spoke of a subtle form of destebillzation 
against the churchy The Anglican Church has started to re-orgtmize its 
fouth Groups after a lapse of three (3) years. This year was the first 
time the Anglican and Catholic Churches had a joint Corpus Chris ti Pro- 
session* 

Based on these developments and the knowledge of the large percentage 
.f Grenadians who have very deep trust in the church and also taking into 

ccount the weakness in all our mass organizations and, therefore, our 
^.nfluence over the masses, we see this development as a very dangerous one. 
7e think that in the medium term, if serious measures are not taken, we can 
'Ind ourselves faced with a Poland situation. In this light, we see the 

hurch in the immediate period as being the most dangerbus sector for the 

evelopment of internal counter revolution* 

FUTURE TREKDS 

1) We forsee the continuation of the onganieation of all Youths by the 
Catholic and 'Siglican Churches. 

2) We forsee stronger unity among all G.C.C, churches. 

3) We think that the unity among Catholic Clergy will grow steadily. 

4) Infiltration of antl l^arxist/Leninlst from outside. 

5) The Bishop becoming bolder in his attacks against the Revolution. 

6) The Catholic Church overall hardening its position against the 
Revolution. 

7) ^re and more foreign Pastors and Preachers of non-traditional 
religious will want to come to Grenada to work and hold crusades.

Paddock is a sznall area and it is the nearest village to the 
town of St .Georges. There is many housewives in the area and also 
state workers. 

Before the Revolution the area was a strong base Tor the I^.J.IH 
Party and was fully anti-gairy, moreso the youths. The residential 
lives of the people was a stable one, but sioved to a petty bourgeosie 
character made up of the people froc the middle strata. At that time 
the ones that support Gairy was much skore vocal and active as for 
political work was concern. It was very easy curing th^t period to 
rally around the youths, around the issues that were confronting 
them, because they were able xo identify some of the problem. 

But following the period after the Revolution things began to 
.change soae what. Some of the people who was living in the area 
then began to move out, being replaced by new coshers, who really 
never sextle down for any long tim= and this is the pattern up to 
this present time, leaving a small percentage of the people who 
actually grow up in the area. Presently they seem xo moved with the 
tide, however things may go. They t±re very dirficult to organised 
into groups and md.ss organisations, but the majority support the 
Revolution in what ever way.

Belfflont is one of tbe lareest area in the south. Most fasilies earn a living 
due to the father or the Rale in the house being a Bock worker. There is soae cob- 
mercial tiorkers and agrieultral workers. 

Belmont before the Bevolution was a Gari; strong area. Gariy had organise the 
Dock mrkers around him resulting in a strong base for his Govemsent. The foraer 
govemnient had a strong support base asong the elderly people. Due to these facts 
there was still some conflict among the Pock workers and some of the elderly people 
that was supporting his Government « because there was constant clashes between' the 
Mongoose Gang and the Belmont Dock workers during the reign of his Government. 'Al- 
though these clashes, some of the Dock Vorkers still reniain loral to the Gariy 
Government. During the latter years of Gariy ruling the ciiddle class section of 
the people in the area wa^ anti Gariy, but there is a few middle class elements 
who still loyal to Gariy. 

After the Revolution thS area have benefit from the program.T.es being put out 
by the P.B.G. In the beginning of the Revolution period many people ceae out in 
support of the overthrow, roaipJ.y the youths. The majority of these youths still 
give full support to the Revolution . The majority of cass activities organise by 
the P.R.G, there is always a large turn out to these activities.

ANALYSIS ; 

Before the Revolution, the Grand Anse area was a Gariy etrong hole. The people 
.relied noatly on the Tourist Trade in the area, due to so sany Tourist Vendors. The 
others wree nade up of Eotels workers* 

Is that area Gariy had his Green 3east amy, his personal business places, 
where aost of his night life was spent. Gsriy had orr&nised the Corszunity Builders 
KoTeEsent, which had key persons in it , such as Dow 90c Calliste, Fhillis Taith, the 
Me In tyres excluding Jessey. Gariy had the Isrgest percentage of unionise workers 
living in the area and there was a union office situated in the area. The Tourist 
vendors and liotel wrkers base in his union. 

The amy and police used to carry out regular checks and petrol in the area 
and oadef search in homes of the strongest supporters of the K.J.K party, one such 
exanrple is Aabrose Phillip. Besides these roughnecks, Gariy also had oany infonaers 
In- the area. About 6^ of the people support vent to Gariy. 

Grand Anse was one of the area that Gariy was detercine to carry out Operation 

Boothstrap. He used to bring his supporters into the area to do the work. In the 

area of sports Gariy again organised the Grand Anse women, such as the Mc Intyres 

and aany of the youths. A sporting cosplex built in the area also« The main people 

who control the sporting activities in the Grand Anse area are still the Kc Intyres 
i 

A housing Scheme was also built in the area in which sost of his supporters, his 
Green Beast men, Secret Policemen and policemen who obtain houses. In the area many 
of the Gariy supporters were armed, mainly in the Mt. Hartaan area. 

After the Revolution many of the Gariy supporters became inactive, due to the 
absent of the firm Gariy supporters, such as "Sparrow", The initial respond to 
the Revolution by the youths in the area was good, because at the beginning most 
of these youths picked up gun when their wree told to come out. The work done by 
the Revolutionaries among the Gariy supporters was able to moved them to the Revo- 
lution side ( house repair, milk distribution programme, the drain project in the 
Kt. Eartman area and other prograomes of the Revolution). The strength of the Rev* 
olution fflobolisation manisfested itself in the clean up drive during the first 
Festival of the Revolution. Gariy had difficulty in mcbolising the people. 

The manners being put on the counters in the country prevented the most back- 
ward of the Gariy Ites to keep calm. The Cubans presence in the area helped the 
Gariy. supporters in organising maroons and helped out the peopel in general. The 
personal relationship some of the Cubans. build the Gariy supporters also moved 
them to the Revolution side.

The aeeting coaaenced proaptly by Marshal Ogarkov who extended 
a warn welcoae to Major Louison. In dfting ao, Marahel Ogarkov 
enquired whether Major Louison wss hsving sny probleas with his 
studies snd living conditions* 

Major Louison expreeeed thsnks for the worde of welcome and 
explained that he had no difficulty with atudiee and thought 
that he wee Making progreee becauae there waa no report to the 
contrary froa the profeeaore at the achool. 

Speaking about the Greneda Revolution Major Louiaon pointed 
out that the econoay had grown by 5. 5S ^percent) in 1982 and 
living atandarde by 3 percent. He explained that the United 
States continuss with its plans to deetebilize the revolution, 
undermine tourism, linking our intsrnstionsl sirport with military 
potsntisl and treining of mercenariee in Venezuela, in ad^dition^^

to the United States itself. Major Louieon then eBphesieed that 
the Grenada Revolution got around these probleas and atill 
continued to aake advancea. He alao inforaed Harahal Ogarkov 
that at the Seventh Non-Aligned Susait Grenada was again 
elected to the coordinating Bureau of the Nove«ent« 

At that aoaent Marshal Ofarkov aaid thet he was glad for the 
inforaation on Grenada. About the aituatien in the world 
Marshal Ogarkov pointed out that the United Statea would try 
now and in the future to sake things difficult for progrsssivs 
chsngee in sll rsgions and continenta. The Marahal said that 
over two decedea ago, there was only Cuba in LAtin Aaerica» 
today there are Nicaragua, Grenada and a aerioue battle ia 
going on in tl Salvador. The Marahal of the Soviet Union then 
atreaaad that United Statea inperialiaB would try to prevent 
progreaa but that there wev* no proapecta for iMparialiaa to 
turn back hiatory* 

Moreover, Merehal Ogarkov eaphaaised that in an aggraasive 
eliaate the ailitayy people hove taaka to dd. He explained that 
ainee Grenada waa located eloae to US iaperialiaa and waa not 
developed Militarily the Grenada Revolution would have to be 
apecifically vigilant at all tiaea. Furtheraore, the Marahal 
declared that once the aaaaea have a burning deaire for progreaa 
the leederahip should aove ahead decisivsly and firaly. On 
that point Harahal Ogarkov aaaured Major Louiaon that the plana 
outlined by Priae Minister Maurice Bishop during his visit to 
ths Soviet Union in 1982 were good and had the aupport of the 
Grenedian people. 
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Further etill, the Marehel of the Soviet Union reainded Major 
Louison thet the Soviet Union would contribute to rsising the 
coabst readineea and preparednees of the Araed Forcea of Grenada 
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He InforMd the Grenada Chief of Staff that aeeording to the 
agreeaent algned In July 19829 one-third of the aeane for 1983 
were already aupplied and the root would be delivered during 
thia year. 

In reaponee Major Louieon expreaeed hie gratitude for the 
euppliee aent to Grenada and Mentioned that he waa confident 
that More deliveriea would be eent to Grenada in the future. 

Howevert Major Louieon explained that he wiehed to introduce 
another eatter for diecueaion which waa not included in the 
protocol* The Chief of Staff of Grenada explained that he waa 
refferring to the text of e letter froa Priae Miniater Biehop 
addreeaed to Priae Mtnieter Tikhonov dated 28th July 1982. 
Major Louieon eaid that in the letter, Grenada waa requeating 
edditional aeaiatance int food, fuel, apare parte, treneportation, 
engineering kite, uniforaa and othera. He diaeloaed that the 
greateat part of the budget waa uaed for food and fuel and that 
apare parte were alao of aerieue concern beceuae aany vehielee 
were grounded ainee the baaic apare parte were unavailable. 

Merehal Ogarkov replied rather Jokingly that atudente ehould be 
eoncerned with atudiee, but that Major Louaion who would grad- 
uate on 10th Hay waa alao eoncerned about the probleae of hie 
eoldiere. Nevertheleee, the Merehel indicated thet he wee aware 
of euch -requeeta, but haatened to aaeure Major Louieon that all 
iteae contained in the protocol would be delivered. Merehal 
Ogarkov further aaaured Major Louiaon that the requeate eontaintd 
in the letter to P.M. Tikhonov were preeently under eoneidere- 
tion and that even though they were hendled by GKS end Minietry 
of Foreign Trede, the Minietry of Defence would exercise eoae 
control on the eolution.

As a rule, the Hi in particular, and I would also say the 
Deputy I'M should only entertain courtesy calls not exceeding 15 to 50 ruiuutes. 

The nansaemont of state affairs 

The Soviets have been burnt quite often in the past by giving support to 
Goven»eBt8 which have either squandered that 3up7>ort, or turned around and 
beeooe agents of imperialism , or lost power. One is reminded of Egypt, Samolirf, 
Ghana and Peru. They are therefor© very careful, and for us sometimes maddingly 
slow, in making aiaking up their minds about who to support. They have docided to 
suT«port ua for two main: reasons. 1. Cuba has stT-owfrly championed our cause. 
2. They are genuinely impressed with our inanat;emont of the econouy and atate 
affaira in general* They are Impresseil with our nom-dtBicint to plautd?'*c, the 
absence of corruption, t)ie ethic of hard work Auion^j the let.dorship, the ability 
of the leadership to spreiad this ethic among the population, the willinene.'ss 
to sacrifice. They are also impreaved with the policj on the comuiunication mttdia, 
the close links with the maasaa, the practice of popular deoocxacy and the 
iiq>lementation of the policy of democratic oentraliSM as a guiding principle 
and not a de^ma. Also of ijrqportanoe is the stability of our leadership.

The Sovieta' are very impressed with our management of state power, tfe should 
coatlBoe along this line with a continuing emphasis on the "step by step" 
approach* 

Development of State to State ReUtjons . . ^. < r i 

The principal item here is the implementation of the Agreements signed in July 
1982, la the area of Trade and Collaboration - this is generally being implementec 
in aocoxdancaa with the agreements, iSome collaboration agreements however, have, 
been delayed as a result of pirocrastination on our part, In particular, the 
sattelite dish agreement- has not yet been 3i<sneti by our side. As far as the 
Sovieta as9 ooacomed, thie is the centerpiec<; of our July agroenonto, the onljr 
oogotiable Itema in it. ara how %re house and transport the technicians, and 
how we pay them, in local currency, 'i'he other items are fixed. '£he credit for 
this project cannot be ut»>lised for any other project. »'e really need to get 
on with this matter. The same holds true for the Fifteen Teachers project. In 
any event, the reasons for not signing these agreements promptly^ sould be 
routinely communicated to the Embassy, ^ are not infrequently faced with the 
question as to what is the state of affairs on this or that project and we are plae 
in the very embaraasing possition of not being able to answer. Haanwfaile, our 
Soviet colleagues who ask thAoe questions often laow the answer because . their 
£mbaaay in Grenada has informed them. But even with these shorteoolngs, X would sa} 
that we are OKT^u this area of trade and collaboration. 

State to state relations are also fundamentally influenced by the development 
of relations in other fieli as well. We have a good record of collaborntion at 
the military and trade union levels, 'Wieds are positive factors in the development 
of our state to state relations. A lot more could be done ,^t the IIWO and Peace . 
levels. It is important always to remember tkat plans for visits and inte rchang es 
should be made at least one year in advance. 'l!he NXO level is developing ■■ttifiii^ 
satisfactorily. 

One of the aost diffioult areas ia at the University and Technical cducatloa 
levels. As in. all the above, the Sovieta a3oe;jo the level of state to state relafcip 
by, among other things, the extent to which we are willing to share our 
experiences with them, and learn from their experiences. When trade unionists^" 0.; 
youth, vonsn and pioneers come to study in the tJS^R, we are in effect slgaallitg^^J. 
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to thfm that we recognize that we c:\u l'?arn I'rom their crpHtiences and thereby 
acndixiii the coort-ct Id^iolofi-ccil me^jaage aa w*?!!, 'ITxe aan:<9 holdc true for our 
University and tcchudcol students, Tho yveaence of ten of our top plannera bao 
made a Tery favourable imjjact on the doveiopoivrnt of our state to state relationa. 
But the same Is not true in the area of the Univtraity and Technical education^ 
To date we have been offered 30 (eigthy) lluivfiraity or Technical tscholarships - 
20 in 1981, 20 in 19B2 and 40 In I9b3. W© hare accepted cichteen (l?^) of which 
two of our atud#5iit3 have given up the course , Of the remaining sixteen (16) at 
least eifi^t (8; do not have the miniiaum requirenienta for entry to the level of 
ettuoation they expected to receive upon leaving Grennda«Thia, it aeema to me, 
is requesting more than we know that we can absorb. It is much better to ask for 
five scholarships and fill four than to ask for 40 and send only fo^or people. 
This glTea the impression, false aa it may be, that our etudenta prefer not to 
study in the USiiK, It introduces a certain question mark and works in a negative 
way on atate to state relations* Of course, it nee<i hardly be mentioned that 
the behaviou* of ova students can alkao have an effect on state to state relationa, 
and WB must therefore be careful! to select hl^jhly motivated students. 

'fhe establishment of the GronadiwSoviflt l''ri.:-nd."hip society has a positive ^ 
effect on our relations. It in now oritioisl tiir.l thlti organjiution iimc tiou . 

Ijtate to state relations are very aerioaaly affected bj the uae that is laade 
of the aid and aaeistaaco i^endered to Grenada at ttic oaterlal aiid technic.' .! levels. 
In the case of technicians, it is important tliat jicoper provisions be made for 
their- stay in. Grenada, and they be tal± fully utilized for the entire time of their 
stay-in^ Grenada,. In geaeral we have received very good feed-back on this aspect 
and- the- technicians are ftill of praiso for the enthuaiaam and comad.tmBttt of their 
Grenadian hosts. 

In the case of the use of nn materials, the feedback has also been general 1; 
good. But there have evidently been some laps as, mi: and we oust always take 
care to ensure that we order the na correct item with full information and 
apeetfications for everything associated with its use. The case of the first set 
of tractors which arrived without the neoejsary attachments simply because the 
Soviets did not know what te±t "attachments" we were tilkinc about; the case 
of watarpumpo eoine unused besnuse of no' hose; and the case of military vehicles 
without spare-parts in part beoauoe of poor specifications on our p^irt - all 
contribute to a negative impreaaion. There seems to have been some slip-up also 
in relation to the V The inforiuation needed for certification should

^n important aspect of the development of state to state relations ia the 
operation and functioning of the iimbassy. All countries use the .quality and 
quantity of personnel oseigneu as diplomatic staff to particular limbaasie:: aa 
aa indication of the nature of a country's priorities in dom^.atic an-J intemationa' 
affairs. The Soviet Union is no expeption in thia regard. Their own Smbaasy in 
Grenada is not only an indication of their resource bane, but equally a reflection 
of the fact that they have considortible intere^it in the develonment of relatione 
.vith Grenada. 

I have on a previous occasion pointed out that for any >:tabassy to operate 
efficiently, the following officers are absolutely edsentia.! - Aobaaaador, 
Deputy ut the level of lat.

All me^rs of our leadorahip vrith whoiu I have raised this matter of atarriii 
agree that we need additional staff at the tinbasay in tloscow. This matter should 
be given the moat urgent attention.

oup interests. j j 

I mentioned earlier about the repreoentaticnal role of the Ambassador- and 
need for information for this task to be properly performed. 1 wish to draw on th 
example of the PM'e reoeat mioaion to the O.SA. I was in tho GDH at the time of th 
Blttsion and I happened to hear on VOA a report of the PK'a olsaion juat before 
a aeoting with the Foreign Mints Ministry, l-he PH's mission turned out to be- 
the Bain item on tho agenda. Iwao able to handle the issue beoiiuse as part of 
the information package on the March mobilisation, the ?o (Foreign Affairs; had 
sent an up-to-date package on our relations with the USjI. '*fhen. I returned to 
^aeow, the issue was raised by Kazimirov - Director of the First Latin American 
Oopartment - who temdles Grenada's affairs in the jJ'orei^ Ministry. Basically, 
he wanted, to know what ma the nature of the meeting with Clark. I told him that 
thus far the results are confidential. He said to me in the usual light vein of t 
typee of conversations that if he were friends' with the American Ambassador he 
could ijot the Intbrnation from himll The basic point that he auccessftOly got ove 
to me io that in tlje circumstances of our relations with the USSR and their and 
our relations with the USA, it would have* been courteous to inform them of -the . 
intention to visit. I agree with that. The contents of the diocusaion with. 
Clark is another matter since,, among other things, 1 am certain that the USA 
could Mite break our code if they wanted to. ijiaimirov told me that he first, 
read of the visit in, the newopapers and that he first heard that th& Ptt had a. 
meeting with Clark when the Canadian Ambnot-adoriWho was on a visit to his office, 
mentioned It to him. I feel eurv that eiihor hia Ambanoador in Grenada or BSA 
would hav« informed him of this, but the baaic point that he is making Is that 
he would have expected the information to come from me. 

Tho other piece of Infoonation whicli is really crucial for our state to stat 
relatiote deals with the. IMP loan that I understand that we are negotiating^ or ha 
signed. Koir^vbea the m xaiaed the possibiUty of a U^onillion with Gromyko in. 
April he made the point that we could get tho money nowhere else. 1 have been 
monitoring the response here and the latest thing that they told me is that we 
may get a reply by mid July. I aseume that the I^^P loan has nothing to do with th 
airport project and therefore we are still going ahead vdth the U3^6 million 
request which ia strictly for the airport. But this is oxay an educated guess 
on my part, 1 have no hard information, and it would have been appropriate to 
let the Sovlete kna» through our H^basey here that we were about to apply for thi 
loan* Of coux9ev> as I understai^ it, they have no problem with us going- to the 

But the communication of this kind of information adds to a stable, reliable 
friendly state to state relations atmosphere. And equally important, it devalopes 
an expectation of z^pn reeoprosity - they will give vie information in the future 
Recommendationa 

iT ve should uke every effort to implomont ni all oollaboration and personnel- 
exehaege agreements. In the ease of pemonnel exchange, when it is not possible 
for the Grenada party to fulfill the agroemoet, the Kmbaaey must be promptly 
imfnrmed. No individual should aj-rive in the UiwH witliout previously informing 
the Eubaesy.

Our revolution has to be viewed as a world-wide process with its original ronta 
ia the Graat October Eevoluttoa.Por Grenada to assume a position of lACxeasis^y 
greater importance, we have to be seen as influencing at least regional events. 
Ve have to establish ourselves as the authority on events in at least the < 
£n«ll8h-spealclng Caribbean, and be the sponsor of revolutionary activity and 
progressive developaonts In this region at least. At the same time, we have to 
develop and aalntaia normal state to state relations vd.th our neighbours and 
concretely operational lae our good-noighbourlynesa policy. The twice per year 
meetings with the progreoBive and revolutionary parties in the region is therefort 
critical to the development of closer relations with the US;iH. Inorder to keep 
both the iilmbassy and the iovloto informed of the outcome of such aii? stings, perhap: 
a good model would be for a member, of the OC to pay a visit to the UBali after 
each such meeting.. The niasion of such a person could without difficulty be mixed 
with other activities. We must ensure thoti^ that we become the principal point 
of aceesa to the USSR for all these groups even to the point of having our 
Bmbassy serve as ,their representative while in the 

Equally important is our relationship with those neighbours who tiie Soviets 
regard as our potential adversaries. Ve have not been making a blf; deal of the 
Re^oaal Defence force but the oovieta never fail to mention tkat to their 
Bind ^13 is one of the Boat serloua future dangers that we face.

It ia indescetit to be seen aa wanting to revisean acreement arrived 
by the two Heada of Government. I have no evidence that this view hasten 
BamsBcfcsaiaAslm regarding our apparent desire to revise a soloim agreement has 
been commnicated to other monbera of the ooninmity, but I would be very .surpriaec 
if it has not. In any event, 1 m have not formed the impresaion that there is 
any rich geaaraliaed view within, the conciuhity *ind it is of course in our interesi 
to ensure that wa retain the reputaUon aa honest brokers idio keep their word 
regardlesa. It la worth acting also that any effort to revise an agreement signed 
by the two Heads af Govamment below the leval of Heads of Uovemment will be 
next to impossible and could only serva to unhderniae the prestige and autljority 
of the offioa of the Prime ifiinister. 

Aa far aa the relations with the other socialist countries are concerned, it 
la uaeful to have our people visit ther* as frequeiitly ap posobile as veil as to • 
have siate offlcialo viait uo aa frequently as. pos.^ible. I think that of ficiala 
who travel r^-iotom Kuror<: yhould as & matter of policy include on their 
itlnnlary, at least one otKoj: coclAlist country in a planned and «)tatioTs;al way 
so that we get to touch aa many basieu as poasiblo.

Party to Party HelationB 

Itt the socialist community, it has emerged that there is a very close 
intes^relatlondSip between party to party and state to state relatione. Kany of 
the things that the party wa» able to arrange in Cuba (eg airline tickets and 
Bpeolal considerations of aeveraX kinds) are passed on to tiie state here. L^lrthex, 
as we diseoyazed during the PR* 8 mluoion and after, there la auch am Intlmato 
linkage between the party and state at all lavala, and notably at the highest 
levels that t)» distinctions that we have been inclined to make are not applicable 
in the socialist community. 

One of the direct consequances of this ia that the perception of party to 
party relations is fundamentally influenced by the nature of atate to state 
relations and^ it is important to oonstattly keep this in mind. 

Of course the implementation of the party to party agreements . is paramount. 
By and large, we have implonfjnted theee agreementa faithfully. Our first batch of 
party school students, although they were some two years late, have made a very 
good impression.

At the noa-alignod movement, th-.-y havti a hit^i vlauation cf our role, iou vili 
recall that before the Kew Uclhi Confarwncci they ijavo me a detailed briefing on 
their positions and when Comrade Whiteah-ui visited afterwards they expresned 
adoiraitto for our v^Tfonpance* I think however, tliat we niust inaiut tMt we form 
the inner circle of the advisers to Mr». ilandhi in line with our lo-^dino role in 
New Delhi especially in reaard to tha Mew International jilconoraic Order and the 
Umall States Conference.

Ac far: as our rlmbaesieB are concerned, the moat important thin^ is that they 
carry the aasfr lli:e on all matters - ecotiomic and political, interiMl and cxtein/il. 
to do this suoceoafully, we need to have a con»;uon fund of Information. Ohvioualy, 
SAoh mission would have ita area of opecialty and would have more information on 
that area than any other Embassy.. Bat a regular aeries of directives, instructions 
and informtloB from, the Party or the Poroi/^ lUniatry would ensure that a coruaon 
lino ia naintaioed throut^rhout .

Of these, Bulgaria ia the Dean and has littA* time for socio-political interaction. 
Checoslovakia, GDR axui Rumania have been particularly waxffi* '^e have it e$ a high 
priority to eatuhlisb and maintain the closest personal and official relatione 
with these countries. And although the Korean Ambassador for example, is re^jarded 
aa a recluse, I have t had him over to dinner and he has recipz'ocated, as is the 
case witlL many of the others. 

«0n the whole, I have farmed thr viow tlwt th*.- !t.;;u ia uatinfinsi uith th^ 
ao4;rci»' of support that th«y receive? fr<»«ii v:r<«iiaua.

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like louijoslaria and Crreoc* for extmple and otren^itiion our links tfith "off centra" 
coujitritts like Koroa^joni Kmaauia, and Huri{:;nry. But these calculations have to be 
done very carefully and in a very aophisticated wiy,\*o have to thi:jk Uiem out.

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Translation of Document #33 



The following is a transcription of some notes on the meeting of 
the Socialist International Committee for the Defense of the 
Revolution in Nicaragua, held the 25th of this month of June in 
Managua. This meeting is the second held by the Committee. The 
first took place on December 6, 1980 in Washington. 

The Committee was officially created on the initiative of Willy 
Brandt, at the XV Congress of the Socialist International held in 
Madrid last November; it consisted of the following members: Willy 
Brandt, Bernt Carlsson, Bottino Craxi, Michael Foot, Felipe 
Gonzalez, Michael Barrington, Anker Joergensen, Bruno Kreisky, 
Michael Manley, Francois Mitterrand, Olof Palme, Jose Francisco, 
Pena Gomez, Carlos Andres Perez, Michel Rocard, Pierre Schori, Mario 
Scares, Malevi Sorsa, Joop den Uyll, and Hans-Juergen Wischnewski. 

Attendees at this meeting in Managua included Bernt Carlsson, 
Secretary General of the Socialist International: Felipe Gonzalez, 
chairman of the Committee; Carlos Andres Perez of Accion 
Democratics; Pierre Schori of the Swedish Social Democratic Party; 
and Michael Harrington of the DSCC of the United States, all members 
of the Committee. The absence of one of the West Germans proved to 
be very significant, since it undoubtedly reveals the intention of 
the SPD to moderate its actions vis a vis the Central American 
situation and to give its Latin American administration within S.I. 
a low and less conspicuous profile with developments in that 
region. Attached is a letter sent by the International Secretary of 
the SPD to International Secretary of the Austrian Social Democratic 
Party on the occasion of this meeting. 

U.S. pressures and the difficult domestic situation experienced 
by the SPD explains in good part the West German caution toward the 
Nicaraguan Revolution. From the bilateral contacts developed with 
the participants, the document which was approved, and the 
development itself of the meeting, we considered: 

1) In general, two tendencies were observed among the 
participants. One, led by Felipe Gonzalez and Carlos Andres, with 
open, neutralizing objectives, assuming positions of relative 
pressure interested in clearly expressing the limits of "S.l.'s 
solidarity" with Nicaragua, and stressing that the support of S.I. 
is to the democratic and pluralist political project. This faction 
reflected fears of the course which, in their judgment, the process 
was taking, and especially of what they called the supply of Cuban 
and Soviet arms; in short, concern over the " Cubanizat ion" and 
"Sovietization" of the process. This tendency, quantitatively, was 
in the minority, but, qualitatively, carries the most weight. The 
other faction did not give much attention to these considerations 
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and in general showed understanding and interest in getting to k^n^wlr

This is not a case of the S.I. strategically varyin%-i 
from its policy toward Nicaragua, but rather demonstrates, to th^^j 
highest degree possible, caution and discretion, and It will watch' j 
very closely the next steps in the Revolution.

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Conversation Between Bayardo and Carlos Andres and Felipe Gonzalez 



Carlos Andres and Felipe indicated that they were absolutely 
convinced of the dangers, threats, and pressures which were being 
exerted on Nicaragua, principally by the U.S., and the difficult 
situation which the process is experiencing. That precisely what 
the U.S. wants to do is harass Nicaragua, pushing it into a 
radicalization of the process, and thus giving itself a pretext and 
evidence for implementing military aggression. 

Both were worried that the Sandinista junta would fall into this 
trap and play into the hands of the U.S. and that, in their 
judgment, it was already doing so; therefore, the Sandinistas must 
take into account that reality and not let themselves be provoked. 
So it becomes absolutely indispensable that the revolutionary 
project be kept within the democratic and pluralistic guidelines, 
and that this was the condition for maintaining the support of S.I. 
They indicated that they (the social democrats) were in a very 
difficult situation, undergoing strong and continuous attacks and 
pressures from the U.S.; they added that the absence of the Germans 
at the meeting was a clear example of that difficult situation. 

They stressed that it was urgent that a minimal platform be 
drawn up which protects the relationship of social democracy with 
the Nicaraguan process and that they come to some understanding. 
That to continue the trend toward closeness with the Soviet bloc, it 
would be very difficult to sustain the present position of 
solidarity. 

Referring to steps which could be taken by the Sandinistas, 
Carlos Andres suggested a decrease in the Cuban presence. Both 
mentioned the concern over the Soviet presence and in particular the 
tanks. They requested that Bayardo set up a meeting for them with 
the whole National Junta to bring up all of these questions and as 
well as others outside the framework of the meeting of the S.I. 

Bayardo summarized the difficulties and problems which they 
faced, emphasizing that they (the Sandinistas) were not the ones who 
had closed doors, and that if all the roads were closed to the 
Revolution, they would have to go where they could get help; that 
the revolution has to guarantee its right to continue to exist and 
defend itself. 

Regarding the tanks and weapons, Bayardo went over the problem, 
questioning why so much was being made of that problem when nobody 
was saying anything about the English tanks which were entering 
Honduras. In sum, he did not categorically deny the matter, but 
neither did he confirm it. 
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Referring to the previously alluded to Cuban presence, Bayardo 
wondered what Cuban presence was being talked about, adding that he 
had just returned from Havana where he went to convince Fidel to 
quickly replace the contingent of teachers which will soon leave 
since 60,000 children will be left teacherless, and 2,000 are 
needed, although up until now no one, no country has offered to send 
any except Cuba, Bayardo argues the plan of Cuban operation with 
Nicaragua along these same lines. 

He also said that the Sandinistas understood perfectly the 
situation faced by social democracy and even understood that at a 
given point in time the social democrats would cease to support the 
revolution; but he also asked that the alternatives be considered. 

Insofar as the meeting that was requested with the full National 
Junta, Bayardo evaded the issue, citing reasons of workload, 
although, in one of the meeting's sessions, participants had the 
opportunity to engage in a direct interchange with the members of 
the Policy/Political (?) Commission (Bayardo, Humberto Ortega, and 
Wheelock ) .

Regarding Nicaragua, I have to inform you that neither Willy 
Brandt nor Hans-Juergen Wischnewski will be able to attend the 
meeting of the S.I. committee for the defense of the Nicaraguan 
revolution to be held in Managua on June 25. Neither, 
unfortunately, will Klaus Lindenberg nor I. We will explain this 
directly to our Nicaraguan friends. At any rate, we have asked our 
colleague Butterbach to act as an observer in the discussions and 
meetings. 

Willy Brandt wrote Felipe Gonzalez and gave him his and our 
opinions on certain things which have taken place in Nicaragua. You 
should also read this letter. 
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I hope that you agree with me that our solidarity with the 
revolution cannot be interpreted by some Sandinista colleagues as 
carte-blanche for whatever they do. For many reasons our assistance 
not only politically but also morally cannot be interpreted as if it 
were in only one direction. 

I suppose you know of the last internal struggle in the 
Sandinista movement, with the Ortega brothers enmeshed in a desperate 
battle against those who advocate the hard-line policy considered by 
many to be supported by Arce, Wheelock and Borge. 

With more than normal interest, I would like to read your report 
and to know if I should go to Stockholm or meet you halfway on your 
return from Managua. 

With respect to the trip of our friend Marten Van Traa and others 
to Uruguay and Argentina, I expect that everything is going well. I 
wrote to Marten and asked him to be careful and prudent because the 
real Argentinian situation is full of complications; some government 
circles will certainly be thankful that a dialogue has been started 
with our political forces in Europe as long as we do not upset their 
national pride. 

Regarding the meeting of the S.I. Committee on Latin America and 
the Caribbean to be held July 25 in Grenada, we question, for obvious 
reasons, the rationale and decision to hold this meeting on that 
island; it could be interpreted by some as a provocation. I hope 
that our Salvadoran friends are not the ones to suffer most because 
of this.

Undoubtedly, the contradictory nature of the actions of international 
Social Democracy lies in its very roots.

The preparatory work for this Congress and the direction given 
to it at various previous meetings of the Bureau of the International,

2, The introductory' speech on the Declaration of Principles by 
Felipe Gonzalez, where reference is made to the inconvenience 
of presenting at the Madrid Congress a new programmatic 
basis, postponing its elaboration for the next Congress, using 
various pretexts.

In our opinion, the text is deliberately aoderate axid eztreaely 
csutioiis la its political statements. It could be said that, by omission, 
it vas poor and weak. Zhe reasons for this were, undoubtedly, the 
heterogensiiy of the Drafting Committee on the one hand, and the purpose 
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for the docuoent to Berre excIUBlrely r.n basis for ths dobatls in the 
Congress on the other. 

It flhofuld be pointed out tha't Latin Anerica vas dealt vith in an 
obscure and indiscriminate faahion» and that the global approach on 
Latin imerica proved hollov, politically weak and negligent, 

Hev-ertheless, it should be noted that the draft contained two issues 
of major importance to measure the S.I.'S political position: 

- Support to the Prench-Polish idea favoring a European Conference 
on Disaxoaaent, which undoubtedly was a bridge with the socialist 
coimtries. 

- Petition of the immediate ratij^ication of SAIiT-II, which naturaa.X7 
clashed with the election of the fie publican candidate in the United 
States, 

Since the first working day of the Congress (Hovenber 13) » the 
efforts of the rightist and conservative sectors of the International aimed 
at depriving the text of the previously mentioned positive features and 
at introducing word±Dgs denoting anti-Sovietian and enhancing the ideological 
values of Social Democratic reformism became manifest. tChrough various 
friendly sources worth mentioning — some Latin-American delegations, 
Pierre Schozl and members of the V5FS participating in the organizational 
work — we leajmed of the passionate debate on this issue iA the Bureau 
meeting. 

On th» 14th, a second draft General Resolution — * which we obtained 
through the same sources — also circulated confidentially among the 
members of the Bureau. As can be seen in this text, the debate within the 
Bureau resulted in the inclusion of various issues: the Afghan problem; 
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events In Poland; cli&rge on the USSH*a alleged azBfl-zrace policy i and to 
restrain the foiaulation of economic probleoa only to uonetaiy and ooaercial 
matters. Jlb to Latin Aaerican Batters, the text reflected, howerer, «oae 
of the main prohlems of the region, although atill in a veak and Issufflcieat 
manner* 

Saturday evening (HoTemher 14 to 15) a reiy lengthy »es8ion of the 
Bureau was held — alao reported to us hy the sane aourcea — which resulted 
in the foiBtulation of a third draft General Reaolutioaa. In general, thia 
vas the text finally adopted by the plenaiy on Sunday l6th with the addition, 
of three topics proposed by the delegations of the oountriea ooncezned; 
Cyprus, Halta and Grenada, ained at higlighting, of course, the political 
objectires of their reepectire S.I. member parties (EDEK, consultatiTe 
party; Labor Party of U&lta, full jneober; and Hew Jewel, admitted as fiai 
member diiring this Congress). 

In its Introduction, the document describes the present international 
sitTiation by the aggravation of the economic crisis, the speeding up of the 
aims race, the deepening of the Horth-South gap, and the increasing 
violation of ti m ^^ rights. As can be noted, all these assertions oppose 
the S.I. progiMoatic objectives. It goes on affirming that "peace is 
threatened more seriously than at any other moment in the past ten years 
and relations among the great powers have worsened considerably". We 
believe that the S.I. deliberately starts with such a statement to conceal 
the sharp differences in the political atmosphere of the Madrid Congress and 
the previous Geneva and Vancouver Congresses, where the atmosphere was of 
relative success. 

Additionally, — and this can be considered undoubtedly as a victory of 
the progressive positions and of the will to oppose the future Republican 
Administration — the International calls for the ratification of SALT-II. 
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CklthoQ^ In a flrubtle maimer backs tho beglnnlnf ot the SALT-HI negotiations 
soon* In this chapter ot the text^ a fozvalation r«a&ained ^vhioh, in our 
opinion, is the most iaportant concetsion of the Congress to US interests 
statizig that should negotiations on the limitation of strategic weapons be 
suspended, this *coiild lead to the USSR«8 greater accixnnilation of new aiasiles** 
It should be tmderstood that in spite of the negative content of this 
f ozBrilation» it does not fail to rerreal also a pressing intesition on the 
United States. 

Another element contained in the introduction ±a the Iran-Iraq conflict. 
After rafaxlng to its dangezotw nature, the document cautiously speals of 
the actions Olof ?alme had Just initiated, tj malcing his success lie on 
"the coBoitcent of non-interference by the great povers and the nations of the 
region'* According to our knowledge, it seems that Palme's actions vers 
preceded by a coBiaitment expressed in the fozm of a declazBtios. of intentions 
by the factors potentially inrolved in the conflict favoring the actions and 
refraining from any material implications in the confrontation between the two 
countries. 

Pollowing the introduction, the Polish issue is dealt with also in 
cautious terms although reiterating the reformist S.I. 's traditional stand 
on the oi^anized labor moTement to be found also in Brandt's opening speech* 

Another significant element is the insistence oh the need to savegnard 
the continuation of the Uadrld Conference on Suropean Security and cooperation* 
It should be stressed that this f oxmalation becomes particularly important 
if we take into consideration that the atmosphere in Kadrld and the general 
political assessments eoneeznlng the Conference aeemed to indicate than a 
general blocking of its possibilities to go beyoi^ f oznal opening on 
Horember 11. Without doubt, the strong support given by the S*I. to the 
Conference was aimed at highlighting a constructive position as opposed to 
the situation prevailing then* 
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IX is also porticulaxOy Important that, although iiaitedly, the 
introduction contains support to the holding of a Bui^pean Conference on 
Diaamaaent. Ve believe it reveals the Interest of the International to 
please the positions of the Trench, the SDP and of a group of najor 
European social daaaocratic parties, and also constitutes a poUtical 
gesture towards the socialist countries, particularly the USSR. 

ZB8sediatel7, the Besolution approaches a chapter on the economic 
crisis, stressing its aggravation and stating that it is "the proof of the 
existing econooiic order's inability to achieve a »ore ^uat distribution of 
wealth". Analyzing this paragraph within S.I.'s characteristic approach, 
we believe that it presents more advanced theoretical f onaulations than 
those agreed upon in the Geneva and Vancouver Congresses, since, although the 
Intemational nat^jxally stresses its false distribution solution as a remedy 
for econcoic exploitation and insists on t}}e foraula of productivity and 
purchasing power increases as miraculous panaceas, it is also true that the 
need for reform In the international econoaic order is clearly established 
and opposition to the thesis on the solutions through free market eoononies 
is formulated, which undoubtedly constitutes a direct attack against the US 
Republican Barty's policy. 

Ohen comes an extremely brief chapter on Sorope that reflects caution 
and care in its foronilation. It contalaa, however, two veiy significant 
aspects : 

a) Bsiteration of S.I. aupport to all msaauw* contributing to the 
withdrawal or non-stationing of ntm intermediate-range missiles in 
eentral Sorope, which is an ondorsoBoat of the idea of a moratoriua 
promoted by tho TSO. 
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b) Hoitoration of the need for Westom Barope to expr^tfs and publicize 
its oim interests and responsibilities ooneesnlng the probleos of 
world peace, even by opposing them to the United States. 

Both issues without doubt reveal two basic aspects of S.I«»s political 
objectives in Europe and« in its broader sense, in East-Vest relations, and 
clearly oophasize the will of not yielding before the new US Adninistiation. 
In a conversation with Francois Mitterand at a reception given at the 
Ayuntaniento de Madrid, he said that the inclusion of these two issues in the 
Hesolution meant a face-to-face confrontation with the United States and 
embodied the will of the S.I. to persevere in its objectives. 

ConcemijQg the ttiddle East, the moat relevant element was the decisive and 
full support given to the efforts of the Labor Party of Israel to retujm to 
the government of tliat countiy. It is noteworthy to stress that the 
leadership of the S.I, undoubtedly took two bold measures t2iat reveal its 
degree of coimitment in this connection. On the one hand, Brandt, Kreiaky 
and P^lipe Gonzalez, among others, signed a joint document together with the 
Eg3>tian Foreign minister Eoutros Ghali and Sliiaon Peres himself — which was 
afterwards mentioned in the Resolution only in teias of "noting", thus 
revealing the degree of internal debate aroused. In this connection, we 
were able to leain that in the Bureau meeting irtiere this topic was dealt with, 
a sharp confrontation aroused in which the position that intended to make the 
Congress adopt a more direct support to the contant of the Declaration in 
its Resolution was. defeated >y 14 votes against 5. 

Moreover, the Congress decided to acknowledge consultative status to the 
lULFAll Party of Israel, inviting it to make up a Joint representation with 
the sxistisg member party* 

!!!he position adopted on the Middle East bec^e one of the most vulnerable 
points and a critical factor for Brandt himself, «ho was blamed on several 
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ocaBslons during the press eonTerenctt held at the olosljag ot the meetiag« 
as can be seen in the Hamoirea pabliahed. 
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Horeover^ as can be seen in the Resolution, the fonnuititioa on the 
Palestinian probleo actually does not go heyond the Camp D&vid A^roeaents 
established by the govemnente of Israel and the United States. 

We believe that a relevant element in the chapter devoted to the 
Middle East is the recognition of ilalta's new policy of iieutrality; this 
position of the S.I, should lead us to a closer exanination of the 
present actions of the government of Malta — • "riiich has recently adopted 
firm stands on issues as important as Italian-Maltese and Libyan-Maltese 
relations — and laalta's position at the Belgrade Conference on the 
European Security and Cooperation Conference, vhich was further stressed 
In the present round of negotiations in Madrid. This topic ;ifl interesting 
^en detezmning the degree of Yugoslav influence in ISalta's policy. 

In the chapter devoted to Asia two central elements should be 
pointed out: 

1. Tr).e position on China 

2. The treatment of the Cambodia and Afghanistan problesis. 

As for China, the strategy adopted by the S.I. clearly favors the 
position of the US, en2iancing the new Chinese policy of broader 
"international dialogue". It is significant that the Hesolution also 
denotes interest in the development of events in China. 

It should be pointed out that in spite of our inquiries in this 
respect, ve could not leaiu of the presence on any Chinese officials in 
the Congress with any capacity. 



Concerning the Cambodian and Afghan probleos, the Besolution calls 
tor a "reconciliation of the Caabodian people to guarantee Its neutrality" 
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And althou^ no reference is lasde on Tietnaa or on any specific claims — 
vhich are expressed in connection vith the situation in Eastern Timor 
and the presence of Indonesian troops there — undoubtedly, the nature, 
of the deoand is negatire. 

In the case of Afghanistan, it should be pointed out that the 
S«I. adopted an orertly aggressire style in stating "that it is terrified 
and deceived" because the USSR has not yet withdrawn its troops fron 
Afghanistan, and concludes saying that it "mipports the resistence of 
the Afghan people to the occupation of the country". In a conversation 
held with many journalists attending the Congress and in the speeches 
delivered by most speakers at the Congress, an extraordinary insistence on 
the Afghan problem as an element of denunciation of the USSR became 
manifest. These circiaastances should be taJcen into consideration when 
evaluating this part of the text. 

Lastly, in connection with Asia, India's position as a decisive 
force in the Hon-Aligned Movement is stressed, but no further mention 
of the Kovement itself or its policies is made. 

As for the chapter devoted to Africa it is also extremely brief, and 
is dealt with veiy conventionally, as usual in S.I.*6 congresses and 
conferences. Its main considerations refer to the denonciation of the 
South African regime and the struggle against apartheid. The S.I. seems 
to consider that the phenomena of class exploitation, neocolonialism 
and military dictatorships in the region do not exist. 



We wish to stress that this Congress Essolutlon contained an entirely 
new formulation w&ich constitutes an implicit attack agalnst'^^^raS^^uf 
demanding, the withdrawal of foreign troops from the Afrioalx Horn ^ 

conflict *and others". 
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Vh^ only posltire element to ^e stressed in this chapter Is the 
actual areeegBltioB of the POLZSiRIO ?xont wlthia the ooatext of the 
reafflxsation of the right of the Seharan people to self^detezulxiation. 

Th9 analytical section of the Resolution that refers to Latin Aaeriea 
and the Caribbean is specially significant both for its content and for 
its length, when compared with the rest of the Resolution. An assesement 
of the doouaent rereals a shaz? contrast between the chapter deroted to 
Latin iaerican probleos and the treatment of other topics such as detente, 
disamament, the Kiddle East, Africa, and others, 3!he chapter devoted to 
Latin America is undoubtedly the most positive and advanced in the document. 

The most important issues in the analysis of the Latin American 
situation were: 

- Central America, pjarticularly El Salvador 

- Latin America policy of the new US Republican Administration 

- Hicaragua 

It is enli^tening to note the positions contained in the Resolution 
that show the positive trend we have already referred to: 

a) **a!be Socialist International challenges the US government to put 
an end to its political and militaxy support to the present 
Salvadorian Junta and to admit its inability to prevent more bloodshed. 
We reject the thesis of the Salvadorian problem is that of a Junta 
fighting against an eztreae xlght or an extreme left. It is rather 
that of a despotic regime whose actions have led to a state of civil 
war". 

- 18 
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b) **Te bftlioTft that the vlctoz7 and achlarmants of the licaraguan 
rerolutlon reTleet the expectations for aooial change in the entire 
region* We reiterate our support for the Sandialata Vational 
Liberation ?ront*. 

c) "The Socialist Xnteroatiosal roices its aolidarity with the people 
of Grenada and our new affiliated party, the Hew JSWSL Hoyement. 
Zhe International will nerer adnit foreign interference in the 
econoolc or nilitaxy affairs of Granada?. 

d) "The Socialiflt International aericujly wama against any attempt 

front foreign powers at interfering in the inteinal affairs of 
Latin American azui Caribbean countries", 

a) are concerned about some resarlc of the then Republiov^ candide 

to the preBidsncy of the United States on Latin Aaerica,j>articularl 
hifl expressions of support to the dictatorial regimes of El 
Salvador fir><^ Guatemala, and his attaclcs against Grenada and 
Hicaragua, . We hope that our fears be groundless. We will await 
for the political statenents of the new Adainistration before 
passing ^udgenent. But we see the attitude of the new Ad mlni strati 
towards Latin America and the Caribbean as a sample of its stand 
towards the whole world". 

To sua up, the position of the S.I in the Pinal Resolution on El 
Salvador represented a defeat for the United States and Latin American 
canter right sectors, who could not laposa their thesis. 

Prcn the point of riew of the progressive and Irft forces, the 
aaalytical chapter on Latin America is in essence — giren the present 
international Juncture— undoubtedly positive and to a great extent meets 
the objectives pursued in this context* 
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SufXlca it to reiterate that the first draft Resolutiw repreeented a 
aet back not only vhen compared vith the resulta of the Santo Bocningo 
Cooference hat also vlth vhat was stated at the prervioras TancouTer CoiJgreas; 
it was Bisply hollov, full of rethorios, and aroided any definition on 
the noet huznlng and relevant probleu of the oontinent* 

In this positive evolution of the Resolution concerning Latin Aaerioan 
issues, the action of the delegates frcca VSR and FDE of £1 Salvador and 
the Hicaraguan delegation headed by Cooanander Bayardo Area vas aost 
Inflaential, 

The behavior of the three key elements in the analysis of the Latin 
liaerican situation — the Europeans, the Latin American group and the 
actions of the US State Department — gives an approxljnate picture of 
the contradictions and trends deeling with the treatment of the 
Latin Aaerlcan issue in the Congress* 
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a) The Eirropesng 

Xn general, the position of Biu:^peen parties on the Latin Axaezlca 
reality was good; this was reflected both la public addresses in the plenary 
and In the Bureau meetings azid bilateral conversations and contacts, !ZIhe 
Spanish, Svedes, Bngllsh Laborites, Patch, Pinna, Belgians, French, 
Canadians, among others, were part cf this trend. 

To give an example: the draftijag of the paragraph where the S.I. 
challenges the United States to put an end to its political and military 
support to the present Junta in Kl Salvador, was proposed by Jenny Little 
from the British Labour Party, when Willy Brandt was presiding over one 
of the Biireau sessions • It was also she, who, together with the PKP 
delegation from Jaiaaica, defeated a motion presented by Fanny Simon from 
the US Social Democratic Party against Cuba, which received only onie' 
vote in favor, from said party. 

The German Social Democratic Party lAiich was divided into two main 
trends on the Latin American problem deserves special mention: one tr«id 
was led by SPD Vice Chaiiman, Hans Jurgen WischnswBlci with more 
conservative positions and more susceptible to US influences, and the other led 
Willy Brandt with a realistic and receptive attitude towards the 
positions of the most progressive and radical sectors of the Latin 
iaerlcan group. 

It must be taken into account that WischnewsJci has been leading the 
conversations of the SPD with the State Department on S.I.'s positions on 

Latin America. 

In his opening end closing speeches, Brandt ratified S.I.*s line of 
solidarity with the Hicaiaguan Revolution and of support for the struggle 
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in El SalTador, which seanfl to reject U.S. Btroag preSBurss to change the 
sltuatloQ. Itwaa preoieoly at the second Bureau neetlng where the 
wording of the Latin Aaerican chapter was diaoussed, that Bzudt 
sarcastloall^ revealed that he had recelred a letter Xron Secretary of 
State, Huskie, stating that the positions of the S.I. Congress on SI 
Salvador should be strictly aoderate. 

b) Ihe Latin Aneriean group 

In the Latin American group, differences were more clearly defined: 

- ghe center right sector , led by Carlos Andres Perez, Daniel Oduber 
and the Panamanian representation led by Blandon. The mA^Ti objective of 
this sector was to make the S.I. change positions on Central American 
realities, particiilarly on El Salvador, attempting to receive suppoit 
for an alleged inmediate political or negotiated solution of the 
Salvadorian conflict and for this to be Included in the Congr<JSS 
Hesolution on those terms. Zhey cited the military weakness of the 
revolutionary forces in El Salvador and their incapability to defeat the 
arm3 stating that negotiations ware liB sole solution — which would in 
essence entail the capitulation of the revolutionary forces and the 
Impleaentatlon of a formiila acceptable by the United States. Basically, 
this position agrees with the alternatives the State X>epartment is 
planning for £1 Salvador. 

• The center left sector , made up by Pena Gomez, Anselno Sule and 
Jorge Arturo Eeyna, did not speak in favor of the positions of the center 
right sector but maintained an eclectic attitude and showed little 
activity, reflected ups and downs and attempted to conciliate the fo^zvulations 
of the most progressive and left sectors. 
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- The sector of progreeslye and reTolutlon&ry forcag . made up by 
-the Salrador^ representatives (DHU» 7DH and UTH), Coamander B&Tardo 
Arce of the ?SLHy Jamaica's FH?, the Vew JEWEL of Grenada, and others. 
The positire role played ty Manael Ungo and Hector Oqueli of the USR 
should he stressed, as veil as the work done by Conmajider Bayard o Arce. 
The main objective of th.ese forces was to thwart the maneuvers of the 
center right, stronigly stimiliited by the Panamanians, and avoid a set back 
of S»I. positions on Latin America and the Caribbean. 

To this end, a plan of acticTn w&s scheduled to held meetings and 
contacts with the main European and Latin America leaders , the results of 
which were positive. 

c) Actions of the US State Department 

After the Santo Dondjago Conference, the State Departaent intensified 
its efforts euid activities to change the policy the S.I. was following 
toward Latin Amei'ica and the Caribbean «hioh, as is known, shows important 
signs of friction with the Latin Aaerican projection of Carter's 
Administration. 

Contacts and see tinga took place before the holding of the Congress 
among State Department officials and Social Democracy leaders. The main 
interest for the US govemaent remained unchanged: to avoid the S.I. »o 
condemzsation of the Junta in £1 Salvador and actually to promote its 
support, and to prevent criticisms on the policy of the United States 
toward Latin America and the Caribbean. 

As stated before in this report » during the Congress we leaned of 
four documents that had been distributed by the State Department and 
the US aabassy in Kadrid, in which the basic issue demanded was for the 
"Socialist International to condemn the use of violence whatever its 
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origin^ makijog an appeal to all those InrolYed In the conflict of El 
Salvador to etop the rlolence and accept the aediatin^ offers of the 
bishops". 

It vas also learned, on the other hand, that the State r>epartnent. 
seat a large group of officials for lobbj-iag, including Raj Prosterman, 
who is veil known for his participation in setting up the "strategic 
irlllages** in Tietnam and for his being at present an adriser in the 
Inplsoantation of the agrarian raf ozn intsnded for Kl Salrador. Also 
present, and on the saae job, vas Eey Frendes, the Uajor of San 
Salvador f who vaa sent by the Aaericans. 

She continued presence of the US Asbassador to Xadrid, Terence Todoan 
la the Cozsgress halls was also coonBon. 

In mftVlTig a cooparatire analysis of -this Congress* section on Latin 
Anerica and the Caribbean vith the previous Congress, one clearly obsezvs 
iaportant progress. She fozBulations adopted relate to tho most important 
issues of the region's politioal life at present and t« a large extent 
aeet the objeotives that the progressive and revolutionary forces aspired 
to have reflected in the docuaent, although vhen coMpared vith the 
Santo Domingo Conference, there are important elements that are not 
contained in the Resolution of the Congress: 

- Support to the struggle of the people of Puerto Rico for their 
independence, an itchy issue for the United States, that brotight 
about strong reactions on the part of the State Department. 

^ She recognition of the "legitimacy of the use of violence idien 
other paths to attain the peoples* objectives of liberty and 
social justice are closed?. 
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In thlfi rogcird, It is algnific&Dt that no raftrezLce was made about 
the Santo Domingo Doclaration, "itiile only aatisf action weib expressed on 
the Septianber 13i 1960 Declaiiatian of the Latin Anerican Parties meeting in 
Caracas. Shis vaff, undoubtedlgr, a eoncaeaion to the United States. 

On the other hand, one shoiild not forget that due to this forum's 
hierarchy, the wei^t and significance of the statements on Latin America 
contained dLn the Resolution of the Congress relerantly go beyond the 
scope of the Declaration of Santo Doeiingo, which was a regional meeting. 

In our riew, the reasons that explain the poBltire projection of the 
position on Latin America adopted by the ^^th Congress of the S.I, are 
the following: 

1.. Since the early part of this decade, the S.I. started to make a 
turn in its relations with the so-called Third World and specially 
with our region. S!hi8 change takes place within a period of 
deepening of the stractural crisis of State monopoly eapitalion, 
which imposes new demands on the naLin Buropean countries, ^e 
collapse of the system of colonial dowl nation, the blows dealt 
to the traditional structure of neo-colonial domination beginning 
with the change in the international correlation of forces and the 
economic attraction the countries of the region offer, are basic 
elements behind the actions of the Socialist International. 

2. Undoubtedly, Latin America is a touchstone of the political 
opening of the S.I. to the »o-oalled mrd World. Ihere are 
factors of greater socio-econsodc development and of the reglon^s 
Booio-classist structure among others, that offer Social Deanocrate 
better possibilities of Influence when compared to other areas of 
the underdeveloped world. 
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3. On the other haiad, we cannot loae aight of the eodfltance of 
interimperialiflt contradictiona, mainly between the ?EG and the 
United States. Vest Ceimans are aware of the changes occurring 
in the continent and of the tranaf oraationfl that will vsndoubtedly 
take place in the future; thoy also know that this reality la 
affecting and will affect US hegemony to a great extent. Their 
aspiration, in the face of this displaceaent, ia to guarantee 
space and influence that, to he efficient, must count on the 
credibility and acceptance of the democratic, progreaaive and 
even left forces of the area. 

4. The we^ the Congress dealt with Hicaragua ds truly Illustrative. 
The Hicaraguan Revolution is, without doubt, a trial test for 
the S.I. policy toward Latin Aaerica. The establishiaent of an 
Inteiaational Corzaittee for the Defease of the Hicartiguan 
Eevolution and the support of the S.I. to the Sandinista Front, 
is an unmistakable proof of its interest to continue m»\rir^^ 
efforts to influence this process, which i« decisive for their 
influence work in the area and specially ia Central JUaerica. 

3« In the Congress, therefore, a set back in the positive f ozisulationa 
the S.I. had naintained on Latin Aaerica and the Caribbean until 
then^ would have neant the failure and collapse of a policy that 
represents the main achievement Social Democracy can show in ita 
Third World projection; and an open defeat of its efforts to 
neutralize revolutionaxy processes in the continent. 

6« The prospect for the new fiepubllcan Adsiinlstration's Latin Aaexlcan 
policy has aroused fear and ali&oat the oonvlction of important 
sectors of the European Social Democracy that Reagan will mllitaniy 
attack Latin America. In our rlew, that assimption farored the 
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recoptlye attitude of aoet Exxrope&n Social Democratic forties 
in the Congresa before the poaitionB adopted on the area* ?roa 
theip point of view, it is a Batter of warning the new AdndJiistration 
to act persuasiTelj in the future policy to he inplemented hj the 
US CoTemnent* 

The last part of the General Resolution contains, in various sections, 
the f^in probleos for the eo»e from the S,I* point of view. Undoubtedly, 
what was most significant was the statement contained in the second 
paragraph of this chapter in the sense that "The political pendulum has 
moved to the right in certain parts of the world". 

The treatment given to the remaining items, throtagh having once again 
a bearing an the Social Democrats' theoretical ground, shows same 
fonsulations that are more positive than others in past Congresses ted 
Conferences. This la particularly significant concerning the: 

- Treatment of the role of transnationals , irtiile underlining the need of 
their subordination to the "peoples' interests"* 

» Beep ref ozma, not only in the international aonetary system, but 
also tn its institutions. 

- Fonnulation of a thesis on the owerooBing of the economic crisis la 
the developed world that rejects the unilateral interpretation of its 
ijBflationaiy origin and proposes a world-wide social solution in the 
search for employnent sources. 

- Adoption of the postulates of the Report of ths Brandt Coamdssion. 
which basically laplies the ratification of Its aost .posltira 
oonslderatlons • 
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Presentation: Social Democracy in Latin America and the Caribbean (until 197 



In this presentation we intend to examine how Social Democracy has become 
ever more active in Latin America and the Caribbean in the past few 
years » which are the objectives and characteristics that make up its 
projection in the area, irtilch are the elements that have conditioned it 
and the true possibilitiea Social Democrats count on to develop their 
strategy In the continent* 

In the past five years, the international Social Democracy has Intensified 
its activities in the so-called ISiird World* specially in Latin America 
and the Caribbean, showia^ particular interest in expanding its political 
space and influence in this region. 

It is timely to recall, —in order to evaluate the true dimensions of this 
offensive — that Social Democracy as a political trend had, until then, 
expressed itself basically as a European jdienomenon. This does not mean, 
nevertheless, that our sub-continent was narginated within the framework of th 
strategic interests of certain European Social Democratic parties such as 
the Ge'Xttan Social Democratic Vaxtj that as an azprnssion of West Geznan 
monopoly interests and through the "renowned" Priedrich Ebert Poundation 

created the basis for its work of systematio and long-texa penetration 

in the area. The establishment of the Latin American Institute for 
Social Research (ILDIS) in Chile (1966) and of the Center for Democratic 
Studies on Latin America (CSDAL) (1968) proves this. 

Although it is true that since the 70 *s the SI maintained relations with 
scne Latin American parties sueh as the Socialist Party of Uruguay, the 
MHR of Bolivia, APSA in Peru, amongst others, these relations were veiy 
weak and lacked true prospects. 

On the other hand, Latin America's political histoiy does not record 
the existence of a significant aovenent vtieh could be defined as Social 
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In the field of capital investmenta, an accelerated increase of West Geioan 
presence la observed; in the past 10 yaars. inyeetttente have multiplied by 
five. In 1978, West Gexnan investments in Latin America represented 63,3% 
of their total investments in the so-called Third World and 13.5 * of the 
total direct investments of the TRfi abroad. 

3.- On the other band, the estimates of the Social Democracy concerning 
Latin America take into account the exLstende of historical and cultural 
bonds and similarities of the latter with the Old Continent and the most 
favorable, conditions offered by the area*e dependent capitalist development 
(when compared with Africa and Asia) in terms of class structure and of more 
appropria* socio-economic conditions when compared with the rest of the 
wxderdeveloped world to implement the Social Democratic project . 

Seen from a different prospect, this SD offensive is launched in a period 
of developaent of military dictatorships and of the establishment of 
fascist regimes in the continent as a result of the deep crisis in the 
representative democratic-bourgeoise system and of the develo^ent of the 
revolutionary and democratic forces; in this manner, Social Democracy 
presents itself as an "alternative to save the system" by offering an 
alleeed path that woiad eacclude both fascism and socialist revolutions. 

The following statements by some of the most outstanding Suropean Social 
Democratic leaders, contained in an exchange of letters between Willy Brandt, 
Olaf Palme and Bruno Kreich from 1972 to 1975 are txtily eloquent. 

In one of these letters, Olaf Palme states: "fflxe talJcs I have had during 
the past few years with representatives f*wi ©lird World countries have 
indicated ^t those couatxles are searohiag for their owi path in a world 
like todsy*s, subject to a clear polari»atloa otf forces... Most Bxird World 
countries reject both Soviet eoHBaanin and OS eapltaliam and do not accept 
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*33y of thos© BjstmB aa ralid development oodela. The strength and value 

of Social Democracy lies in the fact that it does .jiot constitute a political 

threat for these countries at all". 

Palme goes on saying: "What we do want is to have close and open contacts 
with these countries and discuss with them the problems that the 
world's progressive forces are faced with. Our International canndt become 
an exclusively European organization. We must find responsible and non- 
bureaucnatic formulas to make of the International a forum open for debates 
and the cooperation of representatives from all over the world. lo do this, 
the basic thing is not that we all fully agree on all ideological matters". 

On his part, Willy Brandt stated: "We should not end this exchange of 
views without clarifying our criteria on which is the best way to improve 
cooperation among Social Democrats and other forces of similar id^plogy 
throughout the world. In order to efficiently cany out this task, our 
International is quite limited. We must attain a flexible and non-schematic 
coopeimtion with political forces frco other parts of the world that somehow 
coincide with our parties although with different starting points 

Brandt goes on ssying: "Let us take Central America as an example. There 
are various parties there that come very close to what we understand as 
democratic socialism, but these parties do not fit within a framework 
as rigid and conditioned by traditions as the Socialist International. 
Therefore, some form of exchange of views among oar parties and theirs would 
have to be found... We should speak of fundamental theoretical matters, but 
also of basically practical topics. We should be flexible enough to 
establish contacts with these forces and find coomon fields of action 
in spite of possible differences. This Is an Important goal for all European 
Social Democrats". 



Ihe 13th Congress of th© SI» held in Geneva in 1976, considered the new 
changes that were talcing place in the projection and relations of Social 
Democracy with the so-called Third World, specially Latin Aoerica and the 
Caribbean; it planned the Si's interest to overcome its Eurccentrism and 
expand its political space; a special resolution on Latin America was 
adopted for the first time, denouncing the militaiy dictatorships and 
existing repression in various oountries of the continent; the D omini can 
Revolutionaiy Party and Costa Rica's PLH were added to the list of 5I»s 
member parties and Accion Democratica and Movimiento Electoral del Pueblo, 
both froB Venezuela, and Pai«iguAy»fl Partido RevQlucionario Pabrerista 
were given consultative atatus, thus walfing up a total of 5 new full member 
parties and 3 with conmiltative statiis. Daniel Oduber of the PUT of 
CoBta Rica and Anaelno Sule of the Partido Radical de Chile were elected 
▼ice-chaimen of the organization, which is significant if we take into 
account that Latin Americans had access to those positions for the first 
tine. 

It ahould be stressed that the documents adopted did not contain the 
traditional f oxtmiXations of obstinate aati-eoanuniso of the times of the 
"cold* war" that had characterized Si's atand» which, naturally, does not 
mean it has abandoned the anti-conxsunist cbjectives that inspire the 
organization, nor the negative references to socialist countries. 

Besides,, the so-called "democratic socialism", expression of the doctrines 
of contempoxaxy bourgeoiae refomism, was not stressed as an "alternative 
project" between capitaliBm and conmuniam; a certain flexibility of the 
stubbozn stand concexnlng relations with other ccomunist parties and 
progressive forces took place. 

Since the 13th Congress of the SI was held up to now, the activities and 
actions of the SI concerning Latin America have multiplied: holding of 
International meetings, visits of delegations of the organization and of 
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its main leaders to various countries of the continent have taken place, 
such as those of Willy Brandt, Mario Scares, Al Eez^d and Pelipe Gonzalez; 
added to this is the fact that at all ordlnaiy neetings of the SI Bureau, 
the Latin American issue has been relsTsnt. 

These actions of the SI have included denunciationj^ of the Bilitaiy and fascist 
dictatorships of the area in such terns, the ceasing of repression, the 
need to sake demooratio ohanges and the promotion of the so-called "democratic 
sooiallaa" as a faasible alternative for the countries of the continent 
in the face of decaying capitalism and "totalitarian socialism". 

To this one must add the meetings and reunions that have been held cc various 
ocaasions and that had not been officially convened by the SI, that is, not 
organically committed to It and that counted with a large participation of 
Latin American parties, Including some of the left. This type of Anfonaal 
meetings are part of the SI«s policy of dialogue and rapprochement with the 
progressive and left forces of the area, outside of its organizational framewoa 
using for this purpose someshat powerful parties such as liezico''s PRI, 
Venezuela's AH and Portugal's PS, amongst others. 

In general, the agreements snd resolutions of this type of meeting have had 
a marked progressive content, even to the point of denouncing the US for 
its policy on the area. 



The international Social Seaooratic organization showed particular activity 
concerning the struggle of the Hicaraguan people against Somosa, waging 
an international soUdarlJy campaio with their atzuggle and speaking in 
favor of the axmed line asaan azoeption la the case of Hioaiwgua, as stated 
by Willy Brandt at the I5th Vancouver Congress held in Bov«Bber last year. 
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RepreBantatiTfts of over twenty parties and political organlzatlonB of 
Latin Ajnerlca attended this aeetlng and two resolutlona signed 
tham were adopted, a general one on Latin Aaerlea and another one 
supporting the Independenoe of Puerto Rico, idilch were basically more 
progresslTe than the ono officially passed by the Congress on the area« 
Besides, four Latin Aserloans were elected as Tice-chaizmen of the SI, 
two other parties of the area joined the organization and the establishment 
of a Coffloittee of the SI on Latin Aaerloa was proposed. 

Let us now briefly examine, stricly from the Latin American perspective, 
the real forces Social Democracy counts with in the region « 

At present, there are 10 Latin American parties organizationally linked to 
the SI- As full members we have: Partido Socialista de Argentina, Barbados 
Labour Par-ty, Partido Radical de Chile, Partido Liberacion Kacion^ de 
Costa Rica, Partido Revolucionario Dominicano , El Salvador's Movlmiento 
Hacional Revolucionario, Jamaica's Peoples National Party and with 
consultative status: Partido Revolucionario Pebrerista de Paraguay, 
Accion Democratlca and Movimlento Electoral del Pueblo, both of Venezuela. 

Undoubtedly, in spite of its heterogeneity in classist teims, these ten 
parties are a political expression of the interests of sectors of the 
bourgeoisie in their respective countries; this general classist framework 
does not, of course, exclude the difference in the class compositions of the 
parties, a circumstance that, among others, gives each party a more or less 
UbersJ. or progressive, or more or less conservative orientation. 

On the other hand, we should add that some of these parties, like the 
Partido Revolucionario Dosalnleano, Jaaalca'a HTP and Costa Rlca*s PLN to 
a lesser degree, represent important foroes of the soall and middle 
bo\irgeoisl6 and, above all, the foimer one, whose infltience reaches somewhat 
large sectors of the people, oountiag with leaders of the charisma of 
Pranoisco Pef&a Gooes, Secretazy Oeneral of the PRD* 
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BttBides, It Bhoiad be atated that out of these parties, there are four with 
a apecifically Important Influence in the political life of their respective 
countries : 

- In Santo Ikmingo, the PRD won the past elections and is, without doubt, 
the main political force of the nation, 

- the PHP of Jamaica was elected t6 gOTeioBent by a najority support, 

- Venezuela's AD and Costa Bica*B PLV continue being, in spite of having 
lost the majority in the past elections, the most important political 
forces in their respective countries, 

Biere is another group of oi^janizations and parties in the sub-contiaent 
idilch, although presently lacking oiTganiaational bonds with the SI, 
have ralationfl and contacts of relative importance with said organization, 
or move within the ephere of influence of the "Social Democratic tJwnd", 
or if anything, flirt with it. 

Among the main forces of this category, we have the following organizations: 

- Partido Revolucionario Hohdureao 

- Prente Unido de la Revolucion de Guatenala (POH) 

- Partido Socialista Democratico de Guatemala 

- Partido Eevolucionario Inetitucional de Uetzico (PRI) 

- Partido liberal de Colombia 

- Movimiento Kacionalista Revolucionario de Izquierda de BoUvia (UZTR-I) 

- Izquierda Democratica de Bcuador 

- Union c£vioa Radical de Argentina 

- Partido Revolucionario Democratico de Panama 

- Partido Ihtranslgente de Argentina 

- Partido Socialista TTnifieado de Argentina 

- APRA de Peru 

- Partido taiballista BrasileAo 
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» Bartido Democx^tlco dt Curazao 

. Puirtido Independent lata de Puerto Rioo 

22xese organizations have attended the activities, eenlnarB and neetings 
sponsored tj the S.Z. or the West Gexman SDP» and most of them have 
declared their ideological adherence to the Social Democratic trend. 

The differences In the programnstlc formulations, national projections, 
composition and actual political force in their respective countries among 
the parties listed above are unquestionahle* Bowever all these peurties 
establish their political projects and actions within the framework of 
the capitalist system and in line with representative democracy. 

There is another group of parties and movements, a minority indeed, which 
has maintained irregiilar and peripheral contacts with the S.I. or'aooe 
major European social democratic parties. We are referring to the 
UontoneroB, the Fartldo Socialista Oruguayo, the fartido Socialista 
Revoluolonario del Peru, sectors within the Pturtido Socialista of Chile 
and the PSLH, among others. 

These revolutionary and left forces affixn that they bave nothing to do 
with social democracy ideologically — in some cases we have no doubts — , 
and that they simply use these contacts cirouastanclally to promote their 
objectives in the struggle, in terms of requesting aolidarity for their 
causes, denouncing fascist regimes, and so on. 

She parties organically linked to the S.I. — which we have mentioned — 
declare w^ith varied approaches, their basic prograBmatle goal to be the so 
called, deaooxatio socialisa based on the theoretical and ideological 
Request of Bernstein's revisiosiam of the Second Intemational which Lenin 
brilliantly defined and rejected in his struggle against this trend. 
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To this we Bust add that these parties vindicate » to a greater or 
lesser degree » the alleged solutions ofXered Suropean Social 
Beaocracy to the serious problems the countries of the area face. 
In the socio-econoadc field they favor a ^ust ^distribution of Income, 
the creation of stable sources of eaploynent for all, deoaad fair 
treatment in Intenational economie relations, more advantageous 
prices on raw materials, and so on; in the political sphere they 
demand a democratic opening, the alimination of military and fascist 
regiaes, respect for individual freedom, and othen. 

In fulfill zing the past six years of European Social Democracy's 
activity it is imperative to record an objective fact: in 1973 European 
Social Democrats had more or less stable links with 8 or 10 related 
organizations in the area, while at present more than 24 parties 
are linked with Social Democracy* 

let us now review how do other mechanisms of the European Social 
Democracy — specifically West German as predominant force in the S.I.— 
operate In the continent, to do its penetration work in the area in 
order to promote its strategic objectives. 

We are refering to the ?riedri.ch Ebert ?oundation, a tool of the German 
Social Democratic Party and, to be exact, of test Gexnan monopoly 
capital. 

Ihe essential objectives of this institutton in the area can be briefly 
described as follows: 

- to create favorable conditions for West Geznan capital 
penetration and the promotion of its economic Interests in 
the region« 



• to curb flfid/or neutralize the revolutionary novement by 
eneouraeing the development of the political forces related to 
Social Ztemocrac/i 

* to subtly nurture anti«*eoB8mmiSBi and hostile activities against 
the socialist oaap* 

Shese aimsa of course, are not manifest nor evident in the activities 
carried out by the foundation. In outstanting feature of its vozk 
its subtle and refined methods and practices* 

?or this purpose^ its relies on training and research institutions 
covering almost all countries of the area» such as the Costa Bica^based 
Center for Democratic Studies an Latin America, and the Latin America 
Institute for Social Research with branches in Caracas and Quito, It 
also has experts and advisors on different matters in charge of 
representation offices in various countries of the continent. 

Through «^Tt these means it organizes numerons international seminars 
and -training courses for trade tmion, peasant, businesst youth, 
political party leaders and others. 

Koreover, it provides material azid financial siipport to political parties 
and movements that favor the Social Democratic trend. 

CZDAL alone orgaziizes some 63 to 70 varied amual seminarB in which 
approxlaately 2000 persons participate evezy year. It la astinated 
that CEDAL operates co a 2*2»3 million dollar annual budget. 

It is appropriate to xeoallt as an axaoplat the holdijag of an 
International Seminar in Solidarity with Vicaragoa convened last April 
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by CEDIL to aBsesa the aituatlon In Kicaragua and agree upon concrete 
solidarity actions vith the ?SL2r, the Patriotic Front and the Group 
of TveXve, aa was publio^ announced. 

Apart from the repreaentatives of the Hiearaguian groupd^s that 
fought a^aioBt Somoza, this meeting was attended by 19 parties and 
organizations from 13 countries linked with the Social Democracy. 

She followlQg signi f icant fozmulations in the resolutions of this event 
are worth mentioning: 

- the denunciation of US policy of intervention in Latin America 
and the Oaribbean, specially CSarter AlninistrBtion's abetment 
of Somoza* s regime* Imperialism was condemned and denounced 
by name; 

- recognition of the need for unity of the left in every 
cotaatry and In Central America; therefore, a proposal waa 
advanced for launching a campaign to resolutely struggle 
against anti-communist and anti-socialist mentality^ 

w the Central American projection of the struggle that was then 
being waged against Somoza was stressed, and it was literally 
stated that: "HioaxBgua»s liberation trascends to the freedom 
of other latlja imezican peoples such as Ouatemala and KL 
Salvador, and that the will to support Hicaragu4»s liberation, 
will mean the pormotion of freedom for the Guatemalan and 
Salvadoxlan peoples** 

in overall assessment of the results of the event we have xefered to 
shotad inevitably include the following: 
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• First 9 it vaa aa internatlozial B»«ti2i£ ot Social Democracy-related 
parties but not binding on the S.I* or£anlcally since it was 

held outside of its structure. 

• Seoond, the posltlTO foannulations and decisions made passed 
the filter of coined phrases ^ also included in the dociment — 
such as "changes only in democracy and freedom**, ** social 
justice in freedom** and others obviously intended to differentiate 
them from the achierements of real socialism* 

. Zhird, in the case of Kicara£aa» European Social Democracy 

Jmenr veil that the struggle waged against Somoza was irrerersible* 
Qbl the one hand, they tried to prevent that process tram 
becoming a true revolution of socialist nature while searching 
for a possibility to obtain political and economic benefiits 
in a Somoza-free Sicaragm* In this respect, ISG's intention 
to compete with the US is evidenced in its clear purposes of 
appearing as '"alternative partner** , taking advantage of 
the anti*US sentiments and positions of a aajozlty of the 
Slcaraguan opposition forces* 

. Lastly, we must not lose sight of the positive role played In 
the Seminar by Jamaica's P12P, Guatemalans FUR and PSD, Kl 
Salvador's ISSR and by most representatives of the Group of 
Twelve, the Patriotic Pront and the PSI^« 

So sum up we would liJce to conclude with the following oonsids rations 
on the ^bovementioned items: 
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1* We aee a dual nature in the projection of Social Democracy in 
Latin American and the Carihhean. On the- one hand» it does 
represent a peroanent enaxny of the essential objeetires of 
the consaunist and left moTements in that this trend intends 
to prevent the triumph odT socialist revolutions and the 
aaterialization of the comimmlst ideal. On the other* it is 
obvious tliat certain political positions of the Social 
Democracy can be used by the revolutionaxy and progressive forces 
of the continent at given junctures of the atruggle against the 
T9^3alr^ and fasolst sdlitazy regimes and of the confrontation 
with US imperialism. 
2. Hence, in our view, wliile ideological struggle against this 
trend is necessaryy we should iXDplement ways and methods of 
ease-by-case treatment of the parties related to Social 
Democracy whose positions coincide with certain tactical objetives 
of the Latin American revolutionary movement • 

3« On the oder hand, we must bear in mind that, although in the 
main contradiction of our tijaes between capitalism and socialism, 
led by US imperialism and the USSR respectively. Social Democrats 
as a whole are on the imperialist side up to now, is not always 
from a position of more satelites, since inter-imperialist 
contradictions also affaet social democracy. Shis is the case of 
Vest German Social Democracy^ representative, in essence, of 
German financial capital — which is it present one of the leading 
oontendexsof US imperialism, although remaining as its patcer in 
the stxuggle against socialism, the USSH and the socialist camp 
with con^roffllsing and often ccntradletozy policies* 

4« In this sense, the demagogio policy of ** human sights ** and of 
encouragement of **demooratic opeaisgs in the countries ruled by 
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ropr«8siv# adlltftry regimes, insistently promoted by Cartep's 
laministration in its early yeara 1b powers favexed the deployment 
of Sooial Demoeratio polieiea la tbe region. So this ve must 
add that it is extremely difficult to coneeive of the deTolopaeat 
of this orerall Social Demoevatie effenslTO without the oonsent 
and encouragement, or at least the laplleit tolerance of Us 
Ifflpezialismi including a certain degree of political agreement 
on hasic aspects. 

Herertheless, recently« and beginning with the reactivation of 
Christian Semocraey in the area with the Tlctoxy of COPSI in yenezuela and 
the defeat of the PLK In Costa Rica by a coalition la which Christian 
Democracy holds a prominent place, there are si^ that the US is 
favoring the pzojeets of Christiaa Democracy more than those of Sooial 
Deoocracy, considering, among othei^ things, that the first is a mo^ft 
moderete force and less dangerous to its- interest than Social Democracy. 

5. is for the strategy of the international Sodal D»mocracy on 
Latin America and the Gazibbean, in our opinion, it points to 
the following directions: 

. to oppose the "model of democratic socialism" to scientific 
socialism la an attempt to recover tho essential values of the 
bourgeois representative democracy system 

- to deviate and neutrallxe the revolutioxxary and progressive 

movement, that is to prevent the victory of mow sooialist' revolutions 

• to undermine the influence and progress of the socialist camp, 
particularly of Cuba end the UBSS. 
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To this tnd: 

- it txiw to secure its presenoe la countxies ruled by ndlitsry 
diotatorshlps or fascist regimes in osse of an eventual "opening". 
Shis has been the case in Santo Domingo « Bolivia » Ecuador p 
Hioaragua and lately la 21 Salvador* 

- it strengthess its bonds with those countries related member 
parties and implements a recruitment policy including 
revolutionary movements — with those organisations capable of 
beoofflisg suitable counterparts for its policy In the area* 

6« Finally, we would like to stress that, — irrespective of the 

repercussion and propagandizing impact of the activation of Social 
Democracy in the area in recent years — the real effects of this 
policy so far show that, in spite of the circumstantial or 
eventual sucesses Social Democracy may have achieved in given 
countries by contributing to implement oportuniatic openings 
Its medium - and long-term historic prospects are doomed to 
failure.

Arrangenents were subsequently made for me ar Astoria Hotel, a reasonable 
distance away from Tulpenfeld. 

After settling in, I returned to Tulpenfeld. There was a meeting with the Cuban 
delegation, the Nicaraguan delegation, the British delegation which was headed by 
Michael Foot, leader of the Laaour Party,' the Guatamalan delegation, the 
Venezuelan delegation headed by Carlos Cuidros Perez, a member of the Swedish 
delegation and GuiUermo Lingo of the El Salvador delegation. 

Before these meetings I spoke to representatives and later on Bernt Carlsson

5>) Kcvertheless, proceeding fror:» the social-democratic view- 
roint of not provoking the United states and of facilitating 
a channel of c cmrr.unicution to tJtc Administration, the resolu- 
tion makes no reference to the US rcs]'onsibility for the Situa- 
tion the region finds Itself In, nor to the dangers of ita 
interventionist actions. The resolution llDlts itself to under- 
lining the importance of the suspension of any intervention by 
one state in the affairs of another.

(d) Rodrigo Borja (Democratic l^e ft ^-Ecuad or) discussed t/ie very poor 
economic situation in Ecuador. He said public opinion polls, inside 
Ecuador showed ttiat his jfarty, the democratic left wi.l win tiie next 
elections in January 190-^.

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nhiB S.I, Connittee for Latin America and the Caribbean 
was held between 19th and 21st of AuguBt, 19Ji3. Hovever 
because of late organisation of our part I was only ablce 
to attend the second half of the second day and the final 
day. The agenda for that period ar.d the entire conference 
is enclosed, Snclosed also are a list of participants, 
the (>only) Portuguese version of the Rio declaration and 
al"i other docunents I received fron: the Conference, 

First of all let me raise what seemed to ne, the "unexplaln- 

able" presence of a nuniber of European Parties. Ky 
understanding was that the meeting was a Latin Ainerican 
caucus and as such some fourteen Latin American countries 
were to be present. This concern of the presence of the 
European parties stemmed from the fact that most of the 
representatives of these parties held baclrward and In 
so-ic cases reactionary positions daring the day aiid a half. 

Two exa.T.ples ir. particular could be cited, 
C:ie: ?he position of the Holland delegate on the Social 
ar.Q 2conoraic Crisis was that the crux of the problem with 
the Third World was and is the question of the internal 
distribution of wealth, 'i'he debt probleri and all other 
external econor.ic and social problenis affecting the tnird 
world sten from the Internal distribution system In 
operation.. True enough. But the position went further 
to say that the Third World's problens have nothing to do 
with tiielr external economic relations. In other words 
we are laying bla.T.e on the developed capitalist economics 
for their problens. This position, however, was success- 
fully defeated by the Braslllan deleeatlon. 

Two: In the case of Portucal tnelr position on a 
solution to the problem was for Portugal and Its former 
colonies (14. }Jra£il , Angola, l-ozambique etc.) should 
bond ther^selves together in a sort of union to worlc 
collectively by tnemselves to solve the Third »orld problen.

In terns of criticisn of the presentation two specific ones 
could be nade. In the first instance the correctness of 
naning Barbados as the country frors wjiich Uatry vas operat- 
ing is questionable. In the con*cxt of the type of satrjer- 
mg it seenjed later to me that iisplying Barbados without 
nanir.g it could have been more appropriate. Secondly, the 
final part of the presentation did not call on the raeeting 
to express concern and condemnation of U.S. interference in 
the internal affairs of Grenada. However, inplicit in the 
presentation was the cry for such, but specific reference 
to it would have gone a longer way. A mild concern for the 
GrAada situation was In the final declaration. 
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By va/ of eencral criticiar of the entire plari'jin^ and 
arrtn sen. cuts for tireiiada to attend the oeetlnj let ne 
r.BV.e a few rtnarlis. In the firt-t instance late pre- 
paration (or even no preparations) were r.ede. As a 
result I was 6^>le to attend only half of the necting. 
Besides that the lateness Tseent the follovinc! 

1. lost of time and noney. I had to fly north 
and thea eoutb and vlcl verse on isy return. 
It was possible to fly south only. 

2. Absolutely no briefing with respect to the 
content of the meeting (before leaving) and 
what we as a party wanted fron: the meeting. 

3. No contacts on information as to the venue of 
the neeting. I only knew it was in Rio. I 

was therefore stranded in Hlo for over five hours. 

4. There was also a security probleic related to point 
three in that I had to unavoidably release inforiTfa- 
tion of myself and riy nission in Kio before I could 
have established contact with St. George's. This 
is in the context of £er7it Uarlsson, a V.?. of 
S.l, been arrested at the airport and detained for 
couple hours and a murder at the airport only 
fifteen minutes after I left it, Anythinc could 
have happened. 

Finally, I want to make a few rvecorinendations on our 
approach' to future missions. 

1, The I.R.C. have someone specialised in S.I. 
matters (and other organs of equal or greater 
importance). Ky expsvienee was that continuity 
and personal contact, relations and faniliarity 
are necessary at these fora. 

2. All travel requirements should be found out at 
least three days before soTiieone goes on a mission. 
(Visa, routing etc.). This will save time, money 
and luininise security risks.

A list of some of the names of the parti- 
cipants is included with the report. It is instruct ive to note that onl 
two Caribbean countries were represented, Jamaica and Grenada.

from the Caribbean, both StiVincent and Guyana (2 Peace Councils in 
Guyana) are vice-presidents of the WPC and all were absent from the 
meeting. This cannot be t'he onlty andicati>on, but it seems that the 
Caribbean Peace Movement is underdeveloped and immobilised. 
A very inipiirtant dc vc J upmont - in my view - in the World Piiuce Councl 
and Movement at the present international situation is the great urge 
to build the strength and unity of the world's peace forces, regardles 
of political, ideological or religious persuasions, on the question of 
the need to avert a ther mo -nuclear catastrophe. The Leadership of the 
WPC puts it this way, "the onl y^/quaJ i f i rat i on for joan3ng the Peace 
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Movement is the support of the struggle to prevent a nuclear Mtr". 

Furthermorei a very aignificant focus of the World Peace noveaent 
and its leftership is the inextricable link between the struggle for Morld 
Peace and the struggle for national liberation^ independanca « democracy 
and social progress. This link is profoundly proclaimed at every opportu 
ni ty • 

for lhi!3 Ifinl |-|}n::oii, il t :i my ijiMiuifit* rrcutnititMidut J uii fur lu 
develop our Grenada Peace Council to a very high and prominent level. 
Since Grenada leads the s^lTuggle in the Eastern Caribbean for national 
liberation, social progress and economic independence , it behoves of us 
that we have a dear role to mobilise and put in action the Caribbean 
peace forces. The WPC expects that of the Grenada Revolution and the GPC 
Members of the WPC Secretariat informed that Trinidad and Tobago has a 
good Peace Council which is a good^point for our regional activities; 
|so too is Jamaica and Guyana. St . Vincent * s^movement is not vibrant. 

RESULTS 

The assessment of the WPC is that the results of the meetings Mere 
good. This is based on the concensus reached by all the participants on 
the documents'^and resolutions adopted. A copy of these documents - witho 
the finaJ amendments - forms part of this overall report. The list of th 
final documents will be sent to the GPC at a later date. 

Of interest to Latin America and the Caribbeanj the result is as followE 

1. The Latin American Commission at the meeting agreed to coordinate 
these activities in 1983: a. The bicentenary of Simon Bbl i var ; b . The 10th 
anniversary of the fascist coup in Chile and c. support for Nicaragua in 
United Nations Security CounciJ. 

2. A resolution was unanimously adopted which gives support to progress: 
vo forces in I hp region, iiicludinrj t!iu Grnnuda Revolution. 

3. A press conference was held by all representatives of the region, thi 
focus being the situation around Nicaragua, fully expounded by the Nica 
gua delegation. A r enounr i at i on of the aggressive activities against 

Ni c.'ir agua wan signed by particjpnnls of peace movem?»ts from latin Ameri 
\&nd the Caribbean. 
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Solidarity with Nicaragua'* in view of the dangerous acheme jt>l«nncd 
by the Reagan Administration in collusion with the reactionary 
Ho'iluran Government in Central America for, the beginning of 

December . 

INITIATIVES BY GRENADA 

1. 1 spoke with the KPC President Romesh Chandra and extended an 
invitation to come to Grenada for the Uth Anniversary of the 
Grenada Revolution on March 13» 1983, on behalf of Prime Minister, 
Maurice Bishop, tie was thankful for the invitation and accepted it 
orally; he expressed his eagerness to come to Grenada. On his 
suggestion, I publicly announced the invitation from the Prime 
Hinislcr Lu riesident Itumculi ChanJiu, in my iiiLerveiit ioii ul the 
meeting. 

Prime Minister, Maurice Bishop would, therefore have to send this 
letter of invitation to Moscow Jby December in order for us to 
present it to Romesh Chandra, President of the WPC soon afterwards. 

2. A meeting was held with WPC Vice- President and several dicussions 
with officials and workers at the WPC headqu/ters. 

They all turned out to be very useful, 

I presented three proposals for WPC activities in Grenada in 1983. 

i. That a meeting of the Caribbean peace movements should be held 
in Grenada in April as a build up to the Prague Assembly in June so 
that the region's peace movements could present a united position; 

ii. That the WPC should convene a conference in Grenada in November, 
the Theme being: The Caribbean as a zone of Peace, Independence 

and Development. 

iii. Solidarity posters with Grenada for March 1983. These proposals 
were presented in the form of a letter to the Latin Amercian Depart- 
ment of the WPC and the last two were also give to the President of 
the WPC, 

It was later reported to me that in principle the suggestions were 
accepted but that they would be further discussed in Helsinki, 
headquaters of the WPC, before a final decision is taken. 
Additionally, three other suggestions were put forward: 

a. That the WPC should circulate information of the World Peace 
Movement to the Peace committees in the Caribbean; 

b. That the WPC should invite representatives of the regions' peace 
committees to participate in WPC meetings, seminars, conferences etc 
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c. Thai the WPC should send films of the Peace Movement to the 
CPC. 

On this suggestion 1 was advised that the MPC does not make films, 
and that we should approach the CDR Peace Movement because they 
have good films of the Peace Movements. I spoke with • Geraan on 
the subject and asked that he raise it for the GPC with the 6DR 
Peace Committee. 

On this matter the GPC should follow up directly and immed- 
iately. 

During a meeting with WPC Regional Secretary comrade Hill Arboled^ 
of Panama, a member of the WPC Secretariat, he mentioned that the 
WPC tiighly assess ttte tireiiada Kevolutxpn and the work of the GPC. 
However, he pointed out that the flow of information from the 
GPC to the Secretariat of the WPC is not very good. In fact, this 
is more or less the same situation with the Peace movements in 
the Caribbean. The WPC knows little about the activities of the 
region's Peace movements except Cuba and Guyana. 
On this score I firmly recommend, with a degree of urgency and 
consistency , that the Grenada Peace Council should i«nmediately 
undertake to circulate regular information to the WPC Secretatiat 
on its activities and events of the Revolution. The information 
could be in the form of ^reports on its work, news, articles, up- 
coming activities^ letters etc. This is urgent and absolutely 
necessary. We should bombard the WPC with information on the 
Revolution and work of the GPC. This is important if we are going 
to raise our standing and prestige in the WPC. 

The WPC has several magazines and news-sheets, but has never 
written an article on the Grenada Revolution for the simple 
reason that the WPC has little or no information on Grenada. 

Additionally, the WPC is leaning and depending on the Grenada 
Peace Council in order that the WPC could develop wider and deeper 
relations with the Peace movements in Guyana, the fastern Caribbean 
Trench Caribbean, Cayenne, Barbados and Trinidad and Tobago. This 
was mentioned to me by Comrade Hill Arboleda. 

rurther still, Cde. Arboleda of the WPC suggested that the WPC 
would like the GPC to send addresses of the Peace Movements of 
the Caribbean to it. AIf.o n.c-ntioned was that the CPC could 
organise visits to the various peace moverr.ents i.n-«tr-he Caribbean. 



Since the new PrcBidental Committee of the HPC would be elected 
during the Prague Assembly in June 19B3, we spoke about the poss- 
ibility of Grenada putting up a candidate for vice-president. This 
was strongly supported. The GPC should groom someone and present 
a written recommendation to the WPC before the Assembly, ic. by 
April 1983 or earlier. Also, the CPC should recomnend to the WPC 
its desire to work in one of ite commissions. 

finally, on the question of participation in WPC acti vit ies ,the 
one drawback of the WPC is finance to buy tickets. I was told 
that the Soviet'Peace Fund, through AER^'LOT, Soviet Airlines and 
Cubans make some contributions; plus the various Peace committees 
around the world. For examplp, nt provinnn mnolingn I hr» I ul in 
American Peace Committees assisted the WPC by paying 80 000 US 
dollars for tickets. 

Concretely, as far as the GPC is concerned, it would be invited 
to participate in WPC activities, but would be called upon to 
pay for its participants for part of the flight, namely, from 
Grenada to Havana where the future delegates would collect 
Aeroflot and get a free ticket. If the GPC could raise sufficient 
funds and pay up to Havana, it could send up to six (6) delegates 
to the Prague Assembly from June 14 to 19, 1983. 

My last recommendation to the GPC is that it should send all 
information to the World Peace Council via the Embassy of Grenada 
in the USSR.

(1) NEW YORK FROPAGANDA - Ode, Owusu who camo to the meeting specifi- 
cally on this question reported that Dave Maresh of CBS televi- 
sion in the United States and was here for the Airport Rally, 

has now returned to the U.S. and has been on a wicked, massive pro- 
raeanda campaign against Grenada, Before coming* Maresh had said 
thet he was impressed with the social and economic developments of 

Grenada.^^^^^ he was here he was picked up by the Police, but only 
spent two, three hours in custody.. Now he has returned home and has 
a thrice-weekly TV programme called "Prisoner In A Police State" . 
This programme comes on at the peak television viewing hours j 6.00 
p.m. and ll.OO p.m. « ^ 

. The proeranme according to Cde. Owusu has been 
on the defensive and has been advertised in the entire nedia for the 
r-ast three weeks. Ke has also made allegations of torture of police 
Prisoner aiid about while in custody. He also raised the issue of 
Grenada being a one-party state and that of the Torchlight. In gener- 
al, the CBS programme has been on the defensive and apart from the 
television, the attacks have been coning from both the radio and the 
press, t half/one hour prop-ramme increases according on Saturday and 
they ' . also pl:m to feature Grenadians hiding their faces to say 
what's happening here. 

uECIJIOil-Cde. Rodix to le^ve for Hew York tommorrow (May 14th) to 
combat the propaganda. Among other things , Comrades felt that a 5, 
10, or 15 minute viaeo tape using appropriate clips from the Airport 
rally with i>ave Mareah and the othor US press men bo coc^iled for 
Cd6« i;adlx to leave with. Ho was also given some political lines to 
take on the issue, one of them being that he should respond to their 
local afxaira, e.g. tho killing of balcXs in Atlanta. Cde. Kadix 
is to carry -nformation regarding detainees, pointing out that of 
all tht people picked ud auring the first six weeks of the Kevolu- 
tion, only 14 are left la custody. Apart from Cde. Radix's visit, 
a demonstration is being paanned for Nev; York on Saturday, 16th 
and Cue. ^;adix will be given TV timo on CBS to respond to the pro- 
paganda. While he is in the U.S., ho is also to take the oppor- 
txmity to meet .with the state department, since he is still ac- 
crsi^ditcid as our Ambassador to the U.S.

(1) THE CHURCH - Cde, Louison led off the discussion here 
stating that four church events have taken place in the 
past week here:- (l) %e CPC Conference, (2) Catholic 
Teachers Annual Convention, (3) CYC Annual Convention, 
(4) CADEC Conference, He reported that bishop J^harles 
raised the issue of two Prime Ministers with him on Fri- 
day last, sayine that he hopes nobody is peeved about 
him having made that str.tenent • C^e. Louison responded 
by saying that as frx as we know, there is only one 
T<-ime Minister here and that if there is claim about 
another one, we will have to look for his power base. 

He fOso St- ted thr.t at the Catholic Teachers- Convention, 
last Friday, he (Cde. Louison) spoke of the two inter- 
pretations ■ Christian Education can have; that being 
part of the thene. 

At Sunday's CYC Convention - the Nicaraguan Priest who 
was here for the CPC Conference gave a very good speech 
that went dovm very wejLl. Bishop Charles was obvioijly 
extremely angered ?Jid responded by himself asking the 
priest Questions, which is very unusual for th=it forum. 
He even wont so far as to ask^the crowd J^^estions such 
as. "Do ydu want tc see your priests in the Militia^ 
Cde. Louison stated that Bishop Charles was "put under 
manners" bv the thunderous applause the Nicaraguan 
priest received. The CfC people who spoke also, were 
•very good . 

CADEC CONFF.RBNCE - Cde. Louison reported here too. He

defensi^ in his presentation. David Mitchell, he aaid 
also gave a good speech and the general mood there was 
very good and warm. Cde. Louison 's speech also went 
down good.

(b) the achievements of the Revolution are similar to 
the wcrk they are trying to do in toitjs of the social

Ode, Bishop then reported on a nectlng he had tdth ' 
Rev, Lett of the CCC from ^nti^rua on Sunday morning . 
last. The latter wants; to know wh-at is hapnening in > 
Grenada and of our relations with the Chruch, Cde.\ 
Biship told him th?.t there is no other Bishop or 
hedd of C^iirch in Grenada that could have made such 
a statmeht as Bishop Gh^irles made. He also told- him 
that what Charles was implying when he m^de the 

statement ab out there .being two Prime* Minister - 
one for the Chruch "giid one for the State - and in . 
another chruch other than Catholic, and with othei' ' 
dencminations present, is th.?.t his church is the • 
real chruch and all others shotad join it. ^ 

Rev, lett disclosed to Cde, Bishop that the progres-V 
sive chruch in the region is under serious rressure 
in that there is a great chsnce of the reactionaries/- 
taking power in the upcoming elections for the CtC.. - 
As. a result, he expressed the view that Grenada 
can . net and . woulCl uvj t J uo L ei L , own^ joi^ci, , x- ^ 
any counter-revolutionary activity from the: Church. 
He pointed out to Rev. Lett that they would have to 
carry the struggle themselves anf3 expose' •Bishbp'. v' 
Charles if necessary. What he sugge^t'ed is. th^t.^Rev. 
Lett ehoxJld talk to Bishop Charles himself. : 

Rev. Lett .disclosed that it is hard to d'i^p.eli all 
the- theology picked up xluring ohe*s school ^days re-, 
gprding the concept of - "pie in the s^" . .62:so . :

The General observation was made that the Church has 
decided to make a major th^st against the Revoiution 
again and that hthey are in close-; contact with the 
backward Church teachers.

Cde. Strachan flet that the time had comw when Bishop 
Charles should he cnlled in and^iven a strong warning. 

Cde. Whiteman expressed the view and Conracles agreed 
that the present prohlens bein^ experience with the 

Chruch are a result of the Party's negligence in r 
formin<=: a coiLinittee for that specific purpose. In 
this regcirc, Comrades arc to start ICK-cing for such 
possible pecple. 

Here, Cde. Louison reported that he met with the Cu- 
ban coraraae who is in charpe of rep:ilious affairs in 
the PCC -he was here for the CPC Conference. He spoke 
of the development of the Party's work in the Chruch 
and said that a CC member is in charge of that area 
of work. 

Conrade Bishop also disclosee that because of Cde, 
louison *s presentations, he has been the target for 
criticisms from both Fathers Bernard and Peter.

Kbrld Conference of Wonien 8-13th - attended by 1000 delegates from more than 
200 organizations. 

Vite travelled via Cuba and had a brief discussion with the head of the filter- 
national Affairs Department of tlie RKC, P. Coard had also hal! a discussdm 
over Imch with the iitemational Sfecretary, Esther Vcliz in September, These 
centred aroind idiat Cuba sees as a difference in emi)hasis between tlie 
European organizations and tliose of the underdeveloped world in the question 
of the conference theme "Equality, Nationality dependence, Peace," The 
F.MC. felt that the European orsanizations emphasize peace at the expense 
of tlie in^Kjrtance of the National Liberation struggles. They felt that this 
was the result of those countries being so far, removed from the underdeveloped 
wrld. Vfc were given the iiiipression that this vrould be the major contradiction 
of the conference. liowever, in the event, the Socialist organizations of 
Europe led witn a principled and, we thought, correct i>osition and no such 
struggle developed. In fact , it was clear that the strug2le for r^ace was 
closely linked with the struggle for National tidependcnce , both facing the 
saiie eneiny, US ]iaperialisn - this turned out to be the iiiajor tl^.eme of the 
conference. Tiie conference was highly successful in drawing the Socialist 
iVbrld closer to the progressive organizations of the Third '/orld, both 
because of the fim and factual position taken by the CP organizations, and 
also because of the excellent treatment given by the Czech V?onen's Ihion.

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Ite: the WIDF Bureau Elections, there v/as a sli^^ht possibility tliat could 
liave been elected. In practice, the old Bureau "proposes" the ne\v one after 
consultations with the different c-*ogTcaphic blocs; but candidates should 
declare tlicir candidature in advance. Because of beinj- unable to obtain up to 
novj a copy of the V.'IDf constitution despite requests made in tne past as well

the Bureau did not wish to retaiji t!ie VPO on the Bureau. T\\e day ttefore the 
Congress, an M delegate suggested to us that we could be an alternative. Me 
agreed but did not car.ipaign. It then turned out that because of other Latin 
itocrican organizations pressure within tlie Bureau it wns decided to drop 
1*0 and substitute several nontrs aJiead. lioweyer, this was a tatical error, 
as ttie VPO (which would have been forced to accept Grenatb as a substitute) 
ijimediately n»bilized tlie rest of the Eu*,lis:i-and trench- speaking; Caribbean to 
protest ajjainst tl«ir repiacemcnt on the bureau by a 6th S panish speaking 
territory of this hemisphere when there wrc already 5. The final decision \as 
to delay the aecision and let the Ikireau decide at the next noeting in 6 
months tiiiie. 

However, tlie liiPC also revealed itself as unprincipled by telling a lie against 
Cuba (tiiat tlie ?MC liad proposed their replacement by Micaragua-actually it 
was Argentina who diii so) and both tiie CWP and ourselves si^oke to Nalini about 
i»w incorrect and unwise we lelt their attitude to the BC and Cuba was using 
many exawples. It-'s clear ttiit it has affected the attitude of the Socialist 
countries to the \P0. 

We are not particulaaly ijspressed by the efficcienc^ of the '/IDF (as opposed 
tc tlieir ideological stance) - their prograrane for the next 5 years was very 
vague, no real work-plan; and tiiey never seem to be able to answer letters 
although they send thousands of press releases.

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VISIT TO EULGARIA (17th-2Sth OCTOBER) 

This was liighly successful. We spent 3 days in Sopliia, and 5 in Rousse, a 
manufacturing tovm with an ancient history of resistence to both the Turks 
and Nazis. V/e were able to learn a great deal about the history, and present 
level of econoKiic develop;vjnt and social organization, of lAilgaria. Our Ijosts 
treated us extreiiely well and spoke ver>' frankly to us about their own social 
problons and also the problems of Poland (they brought tliis up). 

We foiraed a very wami relationship vdth the Vtomen's Conmittee in Rousse; also 
with the President of the National Women's Coamittee, v^o is an outstanding 
wciaan, she was a guerrilla partisan from age 14 ^ is now a CC nejiiber. 

Prague 2Sth"26th We were warmly received, put at the CC liotel (Hotel Pragg) 
and }jad very i^ood discussions with the Women's Union international Secretary.

USSR, Uulgaria aiKl ttai^ary Iiave ^toen^s Canroittees wf-dch ori;anize 
women on the basis of wrk-places (85^-901 of Kcmen in those countries work). 
There is usually a woman elected to represent the Oonmittee in the Trade 
Union branch in each ivorl4:lace. Tnere is also usually a branch of the Committee 
in every conraunity, which seeks to mobilize WDinen for social goals, but this, 
is like an executive.. Thus, the coiiraittees are not utass or^ianizations. 

Tlje GEJR, Czechoslovakia and Cuba have mass vjancn*s organizations like ours, 
based in the communities. Czechoslovakia liad a conmittee until 196« - follow- 
ing the Uubzdieck crisis the party decided to transfom it into a mass 
organization in order to deepen its links in the conraunities . 

yCXJTH: Apparently only the USSR and Cuba liave vanguard youth Organizations. 
In Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia and the GDR the Youth have mass organizations, and 
very strong ones.

At a rocent Wocen's Connlttee cieetinfi, It was discovered that Lianj* vroaen 
Party nenbers are feeling under considerable strain. An anlysis of tho 
situation was done and it was felt th;?t we ought to lot the Bureau know 
of tho situation and csk the Biai-er.u to consider the n-tter, cjid t^ice 'any 
decisions 'which it racy thinlc approprir^to . So.ic of tho :-ir;tters discussed 
ore referred to briefly in the ninutea of tlie Women's Conriittee aeeting 
of I5th April, 1982. 

The laain problems identified are fts followsJ- 

(1) The special problems of women with children ?ire rsxely, if < ever 
considered when fixing hours of study classes and coamitteo or 
P,C«B« aeetings« 

When soDO women mcxabcrs taisc tho problems of having no one to leave 
their babies with at 5.00 cm, or no one to get tho children break- 
fast or ready for school, the attitude of =inny heads of PCB's, Coo- 
nittoos and study groups has frequently been thrt "you just have to 
solve that problem". As a result, some women nenbors hr.ve been deemed 
•in disciplined* as a result of nissing neotings, others have t^jcen 
serious risks with their children, lik.. loc^vinfj bcibics in the csxe 
of young children of 10 or 12 years, s saq havg faced the criticisms 
of the masses for "neglecting" their children, itecently, an inci- 
dent occured when a sister from St. ^Vndrew's was >.ept at a meeting 
in town till 6.30 p.m. On retumiog to St. iindrew's she found the 
Bay Nursery shut and spent 2 hours searching frantically to find 
out where the nurses lived to recover her child* 

The special problems of workers and of i'unay cv^r:■•A^^G axe considered 
when fixing hours of meetings. We feel th.'t the C.C, ojid serious- 
Party comrades should be aware that wonen's problems in terms of 
the care of their children should be considered and women members 
should not be tuif airly condcmnedi, when they are not to be blamed. 
Likewise, it should be recognised that last minute cells to attend 
meetings at weekends and on evenings does sometime result in women 
members being unable to attend because arrangemonta cannot easily 
bo made at an hour's notice to get babysitting. 
Likewise, it should be considered that there are cone areas where 
it is unsafe for women to walk alone late at night or Vr-iy early in 
the morning* 

We recognise that such consideration entails a risk of some nembers 
caking children an excuse to avoid doing work; however, we feel that 
each case must be looked at realistically; uoreover in our experi- 
ence tho women with children are among the hardest working and most 
disciplined members of the Party* 

(2) When allocating political tasks it should be considered that most 
women in our Party liave to wash, cook, clean and soDt-times also 
have to care for children and elderly parents, in aadition to 
t«.^lnp nn ^uet afl much Political worie as tho men vtio in most 
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c.fi8,e^ gocopt little rcaoong lblllty In the houcckccplnfi: ^^-rea.

Cde. Strachan led off the discussion on the present political situa- 
tion in the country. He observed that there has bcpn a rapid step wp of 
US imperialism against the ^evolution, mainly on the military front. 
He saw the manouvres in Puerto «ico as an act of preparation for in- 
vading our country and said that the US has been operating on many 

His analysis was that we are in cnp of th<? nost dangerous 
periods and also nrted that in the past couple weeks, some regional 
islands have become openly hostile. He view the attacks by the Domi- 
nica Freedom Party and Eugenie Charles as the most striking.. 
Cde. Strrchan's view was that the social base? of the Revolution was 
widen and that the Carnival (which was organised solely by the work- 
ino people) could be used to help in the analysis. He described the 
mood of the NYO Youth Campers as "electric". Cde. Strachan felt that 
overall, the situation is rough externally and on the internal side 
- our masses are holding firm. The bourgeoisie, he said had a vait 
and see" attitude. 

He concluded that the main essence is the stepping 
up of efforts te turn back the Evolution; ►>oth economic and propagan- 
da wise. 

The other comrades agreed that the main feature of the present 
period is the threat to the ^evolution being rosed by imrerialism - 
US imperialism in particular. Comrades mentioned other things as:-

1.1 Corrections 

r(a) The cinutes did not rel|ect the CC's dcubta/questioning of a traternal 

comrade to help build t» Party, as suceested by some comrades. * 

(b) The task of the four-man coimnittee (Strachan, Coard, Ventour and James) was 
not clearly defined. It should be stated that the fotLr-nan committee was 
set up for the purpose of conducting a thorouj^ study of the internal 
state of the Party with a view to making reconmendations to the Central 
Committee. A deadline of the end of October was set for the accomplish- 
ment of this task. In this regard, a one day meeting was schelduled. 

1.2 Criticism of the minutes ' 

Comrade Phyllis Coard made a gneral criticism of the minutes, stating that it 
does not reflect decisions t ken at CC meetings and. that it focuses more on 
comments nade by the different comrades. Other comrades added the following 
pointss-

The miasionr. in these countriee 
hnve tha tiG>-. resiioneibillty of looking after the IntereEts of theae 
nfctiouala abroad. Secondly, many of tl:ese nationala are able and 
fli-e willing to asaist the rewlutionapy procesa unfolding in Qronadn 
econor.ically, financiiaiy fcxid politic*.lly. The miacions have the 
ttsk of iDoL.li.jine thr; nationala abroad to that end. In this regard 
the ciscions have done good work particularly the OAS and UN Mlasiona. 

Since Grenada oeeka to develop very eloae relations with the 
Latin American ccuntries despite the lanRuare difference our relatione 
rith this rtr>or. &howr. rircri£.dr- as involved in many orgarisatioiia ci:i£ 
(jroupince which brirr to{:ctiier the countries ol the region. SELiV, 
LCLA, OLADE, tho OAC, IICA. are cxaaplee of E:rouping6 in vhich 
Grenada develops relatione with the Latin American countriee. 
Grenada has diplctrutic relatione with 11 ef the Latin American 
Co.intrits (Zfic i\r*no'i ) but' h^vs ar:bnBSi.dorB accreditee to 

only tvo couiitriea. This will be Inprovcd shortly aa Cde* Giclisrd 
Jcccbs, Ambasaador to Cuba, ia Ambasaador designate to PaDama, 
Nicaragua and Mexico while Cde. Hatthew Vllliaa, Aabaaaador to 
Veneeuela, la Ambassador designate to Colonbla and Ecuador. 
Cde. Vernon Simon Is the Aabaaaador deaignate to Surinam and should 
present his letters of credenoe in June 1981. Five Latin American 
countries havo anbacs^idoro occrodited to Grenada; only two ore 
resident. 

Grenada's coot reniarkable foreign policy initiative in Latin 
America was to pioneer tho concept of the Caribbean Sea aa a Zone 
of Pe:«ce and to h..ive the OAS Aaaembly in 1979 adopt a positive 
Besoultion on this in La Paz, Bolivia. Other countriee have 
recently attempted to pretend to be the pioneere and aupremo 
champions of ths concept. Grenada must not allow this farce to be

Zone of Peace concept and take it into other forums cuch aa the 
United Nations, the Ron-Aligned Koveiriont and CAKICOM. 

On the El Salvador question Grenada's ponltion io clear and 
irrevocable: the Junta in El Salvador is a genocidal regime 
backed solely by U.S. iorerialisn and devoid of any internal base 
and consequently any legitimacy. The rtue and authentic reprosen- 
tiitivo of the Salvr.£ioroan people in the Frente Penocratico 
Revalue ionario (FD?). 

Grenada haa excellent, relations with the Revolutionary Qovern- 
ments, people and countries of Nicaragua and Cuba, Qrenada deoirea 
the closest relations with those two countries. Grenada baa 
several ajreoncnt vitk Cuba end receives treiaendoao and invaluable 
aceietancc from Cubn in numorouo t\reas - the Jiew International 
Airport, Fisheriaa, Education, Military, Agriculture, Health. 
Cuba has also eonslstently supported and defended Grenada in 
international forume. 

racnrcisua hac also cupporled Grenada intern&tionRlly und Grenada 
hus receivL»d technical aesistance, in the for« of militftry uniforr.s, 
from Kicaraeua. Grenada in return lias supported and defended 
Kicaracua internationally being the second country to recognise the 
Provisional Govemaent of National Reconstruction in 1979 and 
Grenada sent two teachers to acaist the Kicaaaguans in their literacy 
progranme in 19SO. 

Granada l^as eloa received technical assietaace fro;a Panama 
(trainine of policer.icn), Keirico (acholarahipe in sports), Ar^^ntina 
(1,000 tins of wheat in 1980) and Venezuela. The Vene:tuelaar. have 
given asEistanee in several areas: Health, Communication (a new 
beacon for Pearls Airport), Sports, Energy. A technical assistance 
agreement between Venezuela and Grenada exists and covers areas 
like raods. Brazil has extended to Grenada a line of credit for 
the new people's plane chartered by UAT.

D&£3pitc the lack of representation Qrcnade's relatione vith 
the Eaatorn uuropcan countries is substantial, Grenada has Trade 
agreenenta and Scientific and Technical afreenents with the 0S5R, 
Hungary, Bulgaria, Czcehoslovalcia, the GDR and Poland* Under 
these agreencnts and the many Protocols attached to aome of theo

Qranada'o relatlona with Eaatom Surope wui aignifieantlj 
davtlopad and began to bear IWit after two viaita to that ragloa 
by Deputy Ptiae Kinietar Cde. Semard Coard in 1979 and 1980, The 
Cde. Deputy Prine Kiniater also attended the 26 CPBU Concress in 
1981 ond further developed Grenada's relationo with the USSR. 

Grenada perceiveo the key role the Bocialiat Comoninity haa 
played in defending Uie developing countriea and ia eonaolidating 
the hard won independence of theae countriea. Alod.tha support 
Kational Uberation Hov«Bant have bad 1^ the Socialist Coonanity 
bos been traaendoas and often deoisiya. Thus, for Grenada the 
Eastern European Countriea can be a real source of political and 
diplocatic support apcrt from the viuit potential they have for 
technical and econoaic aiisistance. For thece two reacona Grenada 
miat continue intonsifyinc its relations with Sastara Baropa. 
Therefore, the possibility of aatabliahing an Babaasy in Hoacow 
muat be eeriouely and pocitively explored.

Thus, Grenada's foreign relations with the Middle East has been 
guided hy the recognition as well as bj Grenada's principles of anti- 
xionisD and enti-inperialisai. Grenada has developed close relations with 
Algeria, Libya, Syria and Iraq, TodaoT it has technical assistance arrange- 

□ents with Libya, Alf.erit*, Syria and Iraq and has received eubetantiel 
assictance fron; theee countries, Algeria io providing cll the oil, gas, 
used by the Kachines ecployed in the construction of the New International 
Airport for I9SI. 

Grenada's relations with these Kiddle Kast countries was strennth 
er.ftd r-.n:; divcloplid after rTiu:© Kinicter Hiiurice Bichop visitedlhea in 
1980. The Price Minister brough back over £CS21a. In grants. The 
possibility of a visit to other Kiddle Lost countries such as the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) and Kuwait is currently being exp2.ored. 

Mr. Ashley Taylor, Legal Adviser to the Minister of External Affairs, 
visited Algeria and Libya in April I98I as part of the nobilisation for 
the recently concluded Co-'inancing Conference for the international air- 
port held in Brussels, Dclgiua in Bid April I98I. Also, it ic likely 
that the Deputy Priae Kinister will pay a visit to Libya, Algeria and 
Ir&q this Hjqr I98I. 

Thus, Grenada has pursued an active policy in the Middle East 
designed mainly to harness the inmense potential the region has for grants. 
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lines of credit, soft loans, technical asslotancs and •uwgf. However, 
Grenada's Middle East policj is also geared to develop close relations 
with the anit-iaperialist, anti-»ionist forces in the region and to sup- 
port the Just Struggle of the Folestiniaa people. Thus, Grenada has reco- 
gnised the PLO as the legitimate representative of the Palestinian people 
end reoains unswerving in its conviction that no settlement can take 
place without the involveaient of the PaA. Tberefore« Grenada has taken 
c position irrceoncilebXr opposed to the Catsp David Afrc«ment*

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nationals; this adds inportance to ralat ions with Britain papticularlj 
aa tlia British Ifatlonallt/ BlU is so topical. Bo%fair«ri ths Thatcher 
lad pOTeroaant of Britain has adopted a hostlXa posture to Oranada and 
thera has baen very little bilateral contact between the two countries. 

Grenada' 5 more fruitful relatione with Western Europe has ^een 
througjh the EEC CoBBaissioa. The EBC has funded projects in Grenada 
irxludiafi ths building of comeBnity csntrao and the supply of milk. 

The best known foreipi relations initiatlye Grenada has oads ia 
Vestem Europe was the recent staglne of the Co-fiaaaeing Confersaos 
to Bobllist funds for the International Airport. 

Grenada hcs also soueht through the Soeiiilist International to 
develop strong relatione withcthe Social Deaocratic Parties of Veetem 
Europe sose of which are in power in their countries. This is a policy 
which has treeendotts potential for realising aaterial asaistance for 
Crentda. Alco, throu^i the Socialist International Grenada can make 
its contribution to detente disarttament end pence 1^ iSurope, 

With France Grenada has a progreose for Technical Cooperation. 
This includes road coomunicationt energy bio gae, agriculture, mineral 
water and the training of teachers in French. These areas were raised 
tor Grenada during ths Tisit of ths Freaoh Tsohnieal aad C«atural 
Kissioa headed by one Mr. Andr* in October, 1979* victory of 
Francois Kltterand of the Socialist Party, a member of the Socialist 
International, in the recent presidential elections should permit 
closer cooperation with France.

Cde» Liam James as chairman made brief remarks pointing .u": 
that this General Meeting is a very serious one and evcry 
member must approach the deliberations of the meeting ir. c 
spirit of . frankness since it has been called resultins 
the comments picked up from the party's membership reg ruii:; 
the problems faced by the party and revolution and their 
disagreement with ths conclusions of the regular plenary 
session of the Central Committee held from July 18 - 23, 1933. 

He further emphasised and stressed that all comrades must sl.r. 
a high level of security consciousness lyith the docUm'^nts 
their contents, emphasising that this is an internal party 
matter and. must not be discussed outside of party bpunds. 
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cmmi CMMIglBE REPORT 

The Central Committee report to the membership was 
presented by Cde.. Bwart layne, member of the Political 
Bureau of NJM Central Committee. a!he report was charcctsriecd 
with a spirit of franlmess, straight-forworOnesd, criticie..: 
and self-criticism. It pointed out that the present crisis 
faced by the party and resolution is the worse ever in 4% 
years since we are faced with thfe reality of the degenerc iiwn 
of the party, its possible disin^esratip months and 

the resulting overthrow of the revolution that can come in •-.n^ 
year's iJime if ; we don't *aKe effectiy€ iaeag^ to remedy ths 
situation* The report -gave concrete evlAencie which testified 
to the fact that this process is already Ut train. 

It is a spirit of criticism and self critici6mascertoinGc: 
the reasons for the isrisis -facing- the pfetrty and -revolution 
pointing squarely at the Central Committee as the source ;i 
the problem. In so doing ^he views held which iat ate d ^ha-: ::.s 
Organising Committee (ChC) tod Disciplinary Committee (D.C) 
were dispelled since as the report pointed out the pr;,tlc:js 
of these committees are symptomatic to the real ^probl^em, t.: t 
of. the Central Committee. 

The report analysed that the Central <;onfi»ltte6 's main 
problem is iihat of the weak quality of leiadership provided 
by Cde. Maurice Bishop, Chairman of the Central XJdoamitteo r. :! 
leader of the party. It frankly pointed but that Cde. XI ur/.uc 
Bishop has tremendous strengths that are necesseu^y for b^c 
process but these by themselves caimot carry the 'p'erty cut f 
its present crisis. The qualities are also heeded, tfcv.Sc .

The report also pointed out th. t the weak functioniiij ox 
Central Committee-j its vacillatory positions, the un\.d.! xi-:^ 
of its members to study, thinks, take hard decisions ^.nc: 
struggle for their implementation hsve led Ode, Berr.urcl Jo., 
to resign from the Central Committee September 1982. 

Continuing in the same spirit of open self criticist; v^.ic 
Central Committee report criticised the C.C for not giviu^; 
policy guidelines on the diiferent areas of pJ!rty v/oik. 

It is based on the above that the Central Committee re . o 
1.0 the G.M its dedision to establish a mod^el of joinjt It 
of tne paxty by marrying together tne stren^iths of Odes 
Bishop .nd Bernard Coard with the areas of \/ork spelt :. 
e.ch C e. As we st^-ttd this model of Joint letiuemhip i;- ^: 
'..cknovledgement of reality existing in our party for t/^c 
ten ye rs and authority is now being given commensurate \.:'.L:;. 
responsibility so as to inprove and make more effeciei^v ... 
pr.rty's work. 

The Central Committee also made six other concl^^Lioi.rj c'.:._- 
decisions and demenaded of every party member that thev- ai ...

The Central Committee in its report warned the membvars 
against the illusion that the crisis that we are nov; in 
be quickly and easily solved. It instead called on tlMni t 
wage a long and persistent stru^le as the only guuranc-^e 
to a solution to these ever recurring problems. 

After the Central Committee *s report Cde. Liam James 
called on the members to be frank, open, cold-blooded arA 
objective in their deliberations and overcome the teniGVic: 
be timid. He then pointed out to the members the^ reas^.ri 1 
Cde. Maurice Bishop's absence stating that since the C.C 
meeting on Friday 17th September. Cde. Bishop said he ne . 
time to think and reflect on the Central Ooramittee • is concl 
and would be able to rae^t on Friday 24th September in tl'.;- 
C.C plenary to put forward his position. However, Cde. 3:' 
did not turn up on the appointed date and gave the seine 
for his absence. Today, he stated, the same is true fcr 1 
absence at the General Meetings 

Cde. James then read a note from Cde. Bernard Cccrd 
stated that he understood that Cde. Bishop would be C!:£:r:t 
from the G.M and as such he felt it was not fitting f ; r /i 
be present since this may inhibit free" and ftarik dxEoar^si 
However, Cde. Coard pointed out if the G .M requests hie 
he would be willing to comply. 

Cde. Murie Ereuicois in response called for both Ccies Li 
and Coard to be present at the G.M. Cde. Mnureen St, Eii:.i 
proposed that both Cde s be sent for. Cde. Lester Reai^er :. 
pointed to the nature of the crisis we are facing end rcn: 
that both Cde s must be present. Cde. Tessa Stroude j^±:v^. 
other Comrades in stating that both Cdes must be hern fy'c 
G.M. • This also was the position of Cde. Wayne Sauuif .r-:. 
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Cde. Liam James then asked - do you think that both CJ.cs 

should be sent for? In reply Cde. Cheater Louison said t r ; 

Cde. Maurice Bishop should be given more time to reflect, I 

response to Cde. Chester Louison six Comrades reiterated cha 

position that both Cdes must be here. Cde. Nelson Lcuison 

said that both Cdes should be here while Cde. Anslem De Eju:.- 

pointed out that if both Comrades accept that we are f&ced 

with a serious crisis then they must be here. .Cde. Valdon 

Boldeau agreed with -Cde. DeBourg and further stated thr-t thi 

G.M wotild assist Cde. Bishop's refl^iction. Cde. Keith Vent:. 

ed 

stated that he is shocltf/that both Cdes are not here ami that 
they must hear the position of the G.M* Cde. Chesttr Humphr 
reasoned that it is not possible to resolve the questions ra 
forward by the C.C if both Cdes are not pre^sent, in so 
rejected the position taken by Cde. C. Louison. Cde. Ler 
Mc Bain called for their presence and further stated thet :: t 
was unprincipled for Cde. Bishop to absent himself from t..ij 
C.C meeting. Cde. Gordon Raeburn endorsed the views of zie 
above Cdes that both must be present. Cde. Claudette Pito c 
endorsed .that position, stated that the -C.C had not bes-n /ic 
from the membership and she further questioned the absencu 
other C.C members. 

Cde. .Liam James explained that Cde. Chris DeRig^s arid 
Cde. George Louison were at present out of the country. 

Continuing in the same manner Cde. Chris Stroude said ii; 
was important that both Cdes be present. Cde. Rudolph Ot;vM\:. 
stated that if Cde. Bishop is given more time to reflect i:j 
isolation he would sink. Cde. Keith Roberts stated his.lio::! 
agreement with Cde. R. Ogilvie and called for the presence 
of .both Cdes. Cde. Reginald Fleming stated that the call 
both Cdes to -come to the G.M is to uphold democratic cen^. 
(applause). Cde. Peter David stated that Cde. Bishop elxi: 
had a week to reflect and that the views of the members are 
critical for him to move forward, Cde. Einstein Louison ^ 
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that the highest level in the party is here, theise is at t:.i£ 
time no higher level and if the situation is so terrible he ±3 
wondering why both comrades are not here. He called for Xj.zs. 
to be sent for. Cde, Ronnie Spooner stated his agreeme.it ith 
everyone except Cde. -Cheater Louison, He further stated that 
if the C.C and membership accept that the crisis .is ©e bed tx.en 
both Cdes .must be present so that collectively we can analyse 
the crisis. He 'called for the G.M to use whatever necessary 
means to get the Cdes here (applause). 

Cde. Paye Thompson asked whether Cde. Bishop would come, 
she suggested that a letter demanding his presence should be 
sent signed by all members. Cde. Peter David suggested. that 
a delegation to get Cde. Bishop to come to 'the G .M. Cde. 
Chester Humphrey asked f-or the C.C's view o^i the matter. 
Cde. Rudolph Ogilvie stated that Cde. Cocrd is willing to cone 
therefore we must ensure that Cde. Bishop is coming before 
requesting Cde. Coard*s presence. Cde. Rita Joseph state:: Ikt 
disagreement with Cde'. R. Qgilvie and stated that if Cde. Bith.p 
does not come Cde. Coard should still be present. Cde. K^itli 
Vent our stated hie agreement with Cde. R. Joseph. 

Cde. Bwart Layne said that Cde. Bishop's attitude to th: 
criticism by the C.C and its decision was petit b^urgeclE iv 
character. He pointed out that the C.C warned Cde. . Bishop t .at 
if he responds in this way to criticism this could only 
discourage Cdes from opejily criticising him and would only 
guarantee that we don't come out of the crisis and thus the 
disintegration of the p rty and .the eventual loss of state z.y::.x, 

Cde. Layne informed the G.M that Cde. Bishop asked- for tiiic 
to reflect which was given to him up until Friday 23rd. He :il::. 
said he aeedsto know Cde. Coard's views. This he knew by 
Monday 19th based on the records of the meeting held by the U.C 
with Cde. Coard. In addition Cde. Coard held a direct perb.na: 
talk with Cde. Bishop and reiterated, his portion on the ms-- 'ir, 
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namely, that emotionally his preference is to remain outside 
of the C.C but given the dangera^of the revolution at this ti 
he is willing to return to the C.'c and P.B at whatever level 
determined by the C.C. 

Cde, Layne went on to state that however, the C.C has 
•ommunication from Ode. Bishop on his position although he 
continues to do his state work normally, operating from his 
residence while failing to attend the C.C meeting on Eridtv 
23rd. This, Cde. Layne, pointed out could only be seen as c. 
tempt for the C.C, contempt for democratic centralism on th2 
part of Cde. Bishop^ On this score Cde. Layne stated thct th 
issue we face today is what path would the party take.' Will 
build a Marxist Leninist party as voted for the General 
Membership in 1982 when the linfe of March was presented? u±l 
we institute democratic centralism for all? Will the Miner 1: 
submit to the i^ajority? ; Will there be one discipline bindins 
on all or will it be for everyone except the leader? Vrfill we 
practiua criticism and self criticism frankly and openly e.2 
demanded by Cde. Lenin or will the C.C be intimideted by or..-' 
Are we going to build a petit bourgeois social democratic y-r 
with one man above; everyone, where people fufil decisions* t. 
like and do not fulfil those they do not like, where there is 
one diccipline for some and a next set for others, where scae 
can be criticised and others are above criticism? ' 

This is the first and most fundamental isHue the party 
raembership faces today, which ever decision is taken will c.c ;.. 
mine the future of the party and revolution, Cde. Layne st.-^tc. 
He went on to point out that it is either the building of a 
Marxist Leninist party and the struggle to build socialis-a . r 
petit bourgeois social democroticr party and ultimately tht 
degeneration of the party and revolution like in Egypt aii:l 
Somalia, What faces us is the road of opportunem or Leninirt 
principles© 
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If the road of opportunism is chosen he said he canti.^l; 
see any aspiring communist, any aspiring Marxist Leninist, 
any Comrade who stands for principle remaining a member -.f 
the C.C. He informed the G.M that he had spoken tc nil C.C 
members who voted for the Majority position, including 
Cde. Hudson Austin who although late for the C.C plenai-y bat 
who is a principled Comrade and that all these C.C mG.nbGrs 
have agreed that if the road of opportunism is chosen they j-.av 
have no alternative but to resign for the C.C on the sr^un-: 
of principle. The membership is then free to choose a -..-vv 
Central Committee but none of the Cde s would be standing fr 
r^eciion. However, they are' willing continue functi-minj; 
as ordizi£iyy party members and in order to remove any suspicJ. 
or grounds for rumour that they are working to undermine the n 
new C.C, they are all prepared to serve and defend the revo- 
lution overseas. Thus the membership must choose which r.'cd 
whether . it is opportunism or Marxism" Leninism. Cde. Layno 
then quoted a passage from the material.

Thus it was not possible for the meeting to be held. 

Cde. Tesaa Stroude asked whether Cde. Bishop sent on 
excuse for his non attendance to the Friday 23rd C.C me.:i:::

Tuesday 20th Cdea fitrachan, James, layne, Austin and hii-isili 
spoke with Cde. Bishop, at the end Ode. Bishop said "I will 
definitely come to the C.C meeting on Friday but not btf . r- \ 
He also said in the same positive manner words to .this cai.ijct 
to Cde.Iayne of Thursday at 10,30 pcm.- However, he foiled 
to turn up to the C.C meeting and thus joined with Cde. L:^ynei 
in saying that Cde. Bishop showed contempt to the C.C ioc.'.clcr;

Cde. Bishop in response s.id th. t he asBumed th-t the 0.0 
v.ould explain his po.&ition' to the G.Il. He v.dded th..t the 
discussions in the C.C PXenary h s raised concerns to riin. 
When stripped bare and until he has completed his" reflections 
then he can fcce the G.M with a clecn conscience, ^e is no;; 
relatively confused and enotional. There are several tiiin-s 
tn t concern. hin and thus re^aire a lot of nature reflecUori. 
He s..id th.-.t,*he shcred the basic C.C concl..£>ion on the crLci:: 
in the country, and party and that the source of the drisis 
lies; in the 9»C. .He adued th'.t he firaly believes thL.t the; 
more authority Jid power one 'h.-.s then the t;reater the re6:^gi.£^i- 
bility for failures belonss to th. t .person. He poiiitea out : : 
tne concept - of joint leadersiiip does not bothur hin becav:oc 
of his history of stirug^le especially fron the 1975 oercer whicli 
gave rise to I^JIi. ' He said thJt nany Conrades.had criUcisoa 
hin in relation to his acceptance of -doint leadersiiip -in. 
pest in tht foru of joint coordinatins secretciries. now<j3^er, 
t.xe nasses have their own conception and perception th: t iiay 
not be necesi>jxily likfe ours-who soudy the scienpf.^ . .Qur^,]:ar:tG 
shows th t the uasj-es build up a personality cult arounC c,, 
individual. He cdnitted th.t his style of aeader^hip h: s led 
V ciHation, indecisiveness in nany c.ses. He^.opnf esso^ t.:; t 
u. ybe iiis conception of leadership is idealistic, becjause pf 
historical a^use of power and one iiay leadership. He and -ic: 
conteupories h..ve distaste f or ;one man leudershi]^ opd he h:.i 
strong positi n on this. He further pointed out th.t his sv-lo 
of le;.dership is an error since it calls for consensus, ui-ity 
at all cost and tnis cause vacillation. And he is not suie 
tii-t he has overcoue tliis. 

Secondly he said .th.-.t he feels strongly tlvttbe party -ust 
have a cleox- position on areas of denorcation of responsijilioy 
ans systens of accountability. He is of the^ view t-; t soue 
Courades held strong reseri^ations and they should h.:ve laiL^ci 
tlieu in an open and principled way. He said th-t if tr.cy 
iield tiien for lonB> and then suduen spring then then there 
uuiit be need for reflection. 
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then in an open and principle way. He sciid that if tho^- 
iield then for long ..nd them suddenrspring then then thoi-e 
nust be net^d for reflection. 

He iixCorned the G.M th.t in the JULY C.C. plenary the-ze 
assetsoent neld and chat many points that are now beir.^ \:aac 
about him th t were not aade then. He stated thct li^ ds c.l:i 
open to criticisn but he should have been approached first 
before the oeeting so he would be able to work out a cleir c 
cogent response. He v/ent on to say thct there is a fir.e li.: 
separating a petit bourgeois and a scientific -response, j.e 
felt th.t if he had those conclusions on a tienber he v;ould 1: 
oonccifflil theu before althou^ this uay not be a scientific 
position. 

He also said that he is concern about the ninutes beints 
given to the G.M. If uinutes are given wliich show whjt eoch 
ueuber of the C.C has said it can develop ideas of grou,:ii:-c 
and frcctions and vacillations in the C.C. He is afraid tlix:

We do. not fully 
knew how the masses think and the house to house is not ef fee tire- 
in achieving this. His view is that the leadership must spend

A3 things began to get more complex' 
the- C.C have not. met seriously to deal with the fundamental 
problems and in the absence of the.C,C* the P-.B have not dene 
any 'better. '

political education, strategic long team and short tern goals 
for propaganda. The best way to coordinate media propaganda 
with the propaganda work of the party, how ao.we develop our 
lines quic2:ly to the party members, how to structure the CP.

participation in C,?<B, what amount of prcgraraaes can- the 
party' subs tain and maintain, qualities to look" for in the 
selection of new party Cdes, how do we improve communications

Ke is disatisfied 
over the f£:ct that C.C Cdes have not raised these points before 
with him frankly, though a couple non C.C Cdes have done it.
